as result of state strike

“The State Says Lower Your Demands 

We Say Up Yours!" —was one of the many 
picket signs carried by 180 Wisconsin State 
Employees Union (WSEU) at Stout during 
the first two weeks in July 

Classified employees working in the 
snack bar, security, technica] and clerical 
areas of the campus were picketing for 15 
days for a cost of living increase 


Elbridge Anderson, union president, 
said, ‘‘The purpose of striking was to bring 
the lower paid employees up to higher wage 
levels”’ 


Picketing was a 24 hour ‘job’ with four to 
six hour shifts. Anderson, for the first U.ree 
days of the strike got no sleep at all 

Said Angie Johnson, secretary of WSEL 
local 383, ‘The reason we decided to go on 
strike was we asked for an arbitrator ‘o 
settle our contract. and the state refused to 
send us one "

The contract was passed by the union 
members and the Wisconsin Department ot 
Administration (DOA). It has yet to be 
ratified by the Joint Committee on Em 
ployees Relations of the Wisconsin State 
Legislature

working under an old, extended contract

the strike,"’ said Anderson '*The members 
got to know what the union was all about "

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Theodore Baker succeeds 
Agnew as liberal arts dean

Theodore Baker is-the new dean of the 
School of Libera] Studies. 

He succeeds Dwight Agnew who retired 
at the end of June. 

Baker is a graduate of Columbia 
University, receiving a B.A. in liberal arts 
in 1955 and a B.S. in electrical engineering 
in 1956. He received a doctorate in Applied 
Physics from Harvard in 1965 

He served in the Department of 
Engineering and Applied Sciences at Yale 
University from 1963 through 1968. In July 
of 1968, he was named assistant dean of 
Yale College. In 1971, he was appointed 
dean of the School of Humanities and 
Sciences at Ithaca College 

In defining his duties as dean, Baker said, 
‘It's an interesting job because it’s im 
possible to describe it." 


“However, my immediate plans are to 
get to know the faculty, and learn about the 
practices of Liberal Studies at Stout,’ he 
said 

Baker's long range goals are general. ‘'I 
want to figure out ways of treating each 
student as an individual within the system 
of mass education." 

When asked his impressions of Stout, 
Baker replied, ‘‘There are three things I 
especially like” 

‘It’s mice to be in an institution where 
students know what goals they are working 
for." 

Baker continued, ‘I like the central 
administration, they care about the people 
and are concerned about the education of 
students” 

‘Ana, last, I like the ‘level of gentility’ J 
find here People don’t shout as much here 
compared to other schools."' 

Baker becomes only the second dean of 
the School of Libera] Studies. Agnew has 
headed the School since the formation in

Tuition increase 
due to higher costs 


Returning students have probably 
noticed the rise in tuition for the school 
year 

According to James Freer, controller in 
the business office, there has been a 8.9 
percent increase for both resident and out 
of-state students. Resident undergraduates 
are paying $37 more per school year, a 6.8 
percent increase from last spring. Resident 
graduate students are paying $64 more per 
year 2 9.6 percent increase 

Non-resident undergraduates will pay $98 
more annually, a 7 percent increase, while 
non-resident graduates will pay $70 more 
per year, a 9.6 percent increase 

The tuition rise is mainly due to a 
percent increase in faculty salaries and a 
rise in utility costs 
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As dean, Baker is responsible for the

New probation and 


dismissal policy to 
take effect in ‘78

A new academic probation and dismissal 
policy has been implemented. 

“The policy, as previously written, has 
allowed students to continue with no 
warning until it could be too late,’’ said 
Richard Anderson, dean of counselling 
services. Anderson said the new policy will 
eliminate that problem 


“There are two reasons for implementing 
the new policy. First, it will provide earlier 
warning for those students. Second, it 
creates some tightening,’’ Anderson said. 

“Because of previous policy charac- 
teristics, some students were able to hang 
on perhaps beyond the time that they 
should be aliowed,’’ he continued 


The policy raises the grade point 
averages (GPA) to avoid probation or 
dismissal GPA resulting in dismissal 


remains as 0.75 for first semester fresh- 
men, and 1.000 for all others 

Probationary GPA is changed to first 
semester freshmen 1.700; second semester 
freshmen 1.800; first semester sophomores 
1.900; second semester sophomores and up 
2.000 

Other changes follow 


Official notice will be given on summer 
session probation 

Probationary students with excessive 
course withdrawals will be dismissed 

Classification (academic status) will be 
figured on attempted credits instead of 
earned credits. Only classes issuing grades 
from A to F are considered for this process 


New freshmen entering on probation are 
allowed one term if below 1.400 or two 
terms if above 

Minimum GPA is set at: first semester 
freshmen 1.400; second semester freshmen 
1.600, first semester sophomores 1.750; 
second semester sophomores and up 1.800 
Students above the minimum GPA will be 
given two semesters 


“With current efrollment, we must ask, 
do we continue to give students the op 
portunity to go on when students who could 
do better and might want it more could fill 
their place”"’ asked Anderson. 

“The new policy will stop wasting 
student's money and time. It will provide 
an opportunity for self-examination soon 
enough,’ he said

On August 24, 1976, the Stout 
Student Associaticn (SSA) sub- 
mitted a formal proposal for an 
Academic Relations Board (ARB) 
to Chancellor Swanson. 

The proposal was sent to a 
faculty committee for con- 
sideration. They discussed _in- 
corporating the ARB into the 
already existing Positive Action 
Procedure. 

A year has passed since the 
committee received the proposal, 
and no definite action has been 
taken. 

The Stoutonia staff feels the 
committee should accept the ARB. 
We feel that the sooner it is im 
plemented, the better. 

The objective of the proposal is 
“to settie fairly and expeditiously, 
disputes between students and 
faculty members in the 
classroom.’’ 

The Positive Action Procedure is 
“a device for dealing with com 
plaints and grievances.’ 

Complaints are ailegations by 
university community members 
or the general public concerning 
the conduct of a faculty member. 

Grievances are issues con 
cerning rules and procedures 
established by the faculty 

The ARB would affect the 
grievance portion 

The senate proposal also asks 
that the committee make time 
limitations in the case of student 
complaints 

“The leverage that the faculty 
has is time. They can wait until the 
class is over and the student has 
lost interest in the issue,’’ said 
Kevin Wilde, vice-president for 
academic affairs. ‘‘This is the 
reason for the time limitation.’ 

Last spring, the SSA adopted an 
amendment to its constitution 
creating a Board for Academic 
Affairs (BAA) 

The objective of the BAA is ‘‘to 
serve as the voice of the students 
to appropriate groups concerning 
academic affairs; and study the 
need for academic reform and 
propose needed changes 

The BAA fills a void that existed 
between students and ad 
ministration. Academic problems 
taken to department chairman and 
school deans in the past are now 
taken to the BAA 

Coupled with the BAA, and ARB 
would add credibility to student 
problems. The two boards would 
give students an outlet for their 
complaints. The boards would 
arrive at a mutually agreeable 
solution for faculty-student 
disputes

urges the positive action com 
mittee to take fast action in ac 
cepting the ARB

Dormitories filled — 150 
students left homeless 


The KOA Campground, Golf-Vu Motel, 
and Hovlid Hall (across from JTC) are a 
few of the places where Stout students are 
staying tonight. 

As of this date, 150 students enrolled for 
the school year have no place to call home. 

All dormitories are filled to the 
maximum capacity with 2,890 students, 
living in University housing. Like last year, 
RA’s have roommates. 

According to Helmuth (Pookie) Albrecht, 
Director of Auxiliary Services, housing is a 
little tighter this year than last year 


‘‘Last year, the waiting list was shorter 
at the start of the school year. People 
seemed to come out to the woodwork with 
housing available to students once the need 
for housing was recognized,’’ Albrecht 
said. 

“Hopefully, radio and newspaper ads will 
bring out the response for housing this 
year,’’ he said. 

Continued Albrecht, ‘‘Four years ago, 
you couldn't give away housing.” 

During the 1973-74 school year, Fleming 
Hall was closed due to lack of students. 


Many advantages for students and 


management provided by Vali-Dine 


A new automated system for paying for 
resident meals is being implemented this 
year at the Commons and Tainter dining 
halls. 

The Vali-Dine System no. 4 is an elec- 
tronic control system designed to allow for 
complete automation of the ‘‘Point 
System”’ 

The system consists of a Photo Meal Card 
program and electronic equipment. This 
system replaces the current Food Service 
LD. 


The new photo card identifies the student 
as the owner. The card is presented to a 
checker at ever; meal. 


The checker inserts the card into an 
automated card reader. The card reader is 
connected with a central computer located 
in the Food Service Office 

The computer then checks to see if the 
card holder has a valid account. It will then 
remove the required number of points from 
the cardholders account and indicate to the 
cardholder the number of points left 

A point is worth twenty-five cents, the 
same as a single coupon was under the old 
system 


According to Robert Boland, Food Ser 
vice Administrator at Stout, the new 
system increases the flexibility of the 
different food plans 

‘A student can buy as few as fifty points 
after the initial purchase. They can pur 


chase up to 900 points if they desire,’’ said 
Boland. 

The major advantage of the new point 
system is if a student looses his card, he has 


lost none of the privileges of the food plan. 
Under the old system, if a student lost his 
coupon book, anyone could find the coupons 
and use them. 

Now if the student looses his card, he goes 
to the Food Service Office in North Hall and 
has his number invalidated. The student is 
issued a temporary card with a new 
number and the number of points 
remaining in his account are transferred to 
the new account number 


Said Boland, ‘’The new system is a useful 
management tool. After a meal, the 
computer gives us an accurate meal count, 
the number of people who ate, the number 
of points used, the number of seconds 
served, and the number of guests students 
brought in."’ 

The new system also allows accurate 
meal count figures to be given to the kit- 
chen 


The Vali-Dine system has the capability 
to become a campus-wide ID Fourteen 
different activiues can be programmed in 
for use of the card around campus 

‘There is the possibility of using unused 
points as cash in the University Bookstore 
at the end of the semester.”’ said Boland.

Stout finally has more 
guys than gals attending. 

Preliminary figures released by the 
Registrar’s office show that of total 
enrollment of 6,229 — 51.3 percent or 3,201 
are men and 48.7 percent or 3,028 are the 
better half, women.

Tom and I stamped it out with our feet,”’ 
continued Tenton. 

A construction man appeared on the 
scene and picked up the remnants and 
soaked them in a sink. 

‘‘My first impression was that someone 
accidently threw a cigarette butt into a pile 
of rags. However, closer examination 
revealed no evidence of any cigarettes’’, 
said Tenton.

The Harvey Hall fire is so far the last of 4 
fires that appear to be the work of an arson 
or arsonists around Menomonie. 

The first of the arsons occurred on Aug. 
12 in the old Donnelly Building on Crescent 
St. near Main. The building quickly built up 
a fire in a short time, according to 
Spielman. 

‘‘Due to the quick build-up of the fire, we 
think an accelerant was used. Everything 
was destroyed, there was no evidence for 
an investigation,”’ said Spielman. 


“HOW DO-I STOP THIS THING?” — 


The Lang Building-on Tainter Street in 

North Menomonie was next hit on Aug. 16. 
Owned by Stout for storage of surplus pipe 
and old bleachers, it was routinely 
patrolled by campus security at 3:30 in the 
afternoon. 
Upon another security check at 10:20 p.m., 
a fire was discovered. The Quonnet hut had 
been forcibly entered. Fire burned a wall 3 
feet wide by 30 feet high. A large quantity of 
paper not usually present, along with a pop 
can could have been the fires accelerator, 
according to Spielman. 

Stout students arriving back on Aug. 22 
for another school year might have wit- 
nessed yet another arson - Eva’s Cafe on 
Main Street. 


The arsonist broke the glass omthe back 
door to gain entry. A roll of toilet paper lit 
under a booth started the flames. 

“Toilet paper is like a torch, it burns 
forever like a slow flame - a good fire ac- 
celerator,”’ said Spielman. 

Flames mushroomed up the walls and 
across the ceiling to the back room. 
Damages of $12,000 were mainly due to

‘It’s just that we are definitely con- 
cerned about the fires that have been 
happening and we don’t want to see anyone 
hurt,’’ he concluded.

Eidsness optimistic about season and 
impressed with intensity of the team 


Lyle Kidsness hopes he doesn’t face any 
tougher opponent than “time.” The new 
UW-Stout head football coach is attempting 
to install a new offense and defense. “The 
team has liad to learn concepts and build in 
‘skill and technique at the same time,” 
Eidsness said. 

“Our first task will be to improve upon 
the immediate past,” Eidsness said 
Tuesday. The immediate past is a 3-8 win- 
loss record from the 1976 session which saw 
the Devils win their opening three games, 
but then drop the remaining eight straight 
games. 

“Ym an optimist,’ said Eidsness. 
“There’s no game we can’t win.” 

While he declined to predict a season’s 
outcome, Eidsness did indicate that the 
strongest teams in the conference would be 
Oshkosh, River Falls, La Crosse, Stevens 
Point, and Eau Claire. “Right now they’re 
the ones who look the best on paper,” he 
said. 

“We have definitely made progress — 
probably more defensively than of- 
fensively. Defensive concepts are not as 
broad. Execution is more important.” 
Besides trying to assess talent, Eidsness is 
installing a wishbone offense and what has 
been termed ‘‘a radar’ defense. The radar 
defense is new to the Midwest. Eidsness 
first installed it in 1971 when he coached St. 
Peter (Minn.) High School. :

“Tt was effective there,’’ Eidsness said. 
“I can see no reason why it can’t be ef- 
fective here. In our last 24 games at St.

In his final year at St. Peter his squad 
won the Class A Minnesota Championship. 
He was named coach-of-the-year and 
guided the state’s South All-Star team to 
vietory in the annual Shrine game. 

The defense utilizes eight men at the line 
of scrimmage and three defensive backs. 
Its success, Kidsness points out, depends on 
speed, agility and the ability of the squad to 
read offensive team keys.

Knudtson is in the 
defensive backfield, while Hause is at the 
end. “‘We seem to have people who fit our 
defense than other.defenses we might have 
played,” the coach said.

120 students waiting for parking space

It has been a real long bad day. You had 
classes straight from 10:00-4:00, not to 
mention that you did not quite make your 
9:00 class because your alarm did not go 
off. You can’t wait to go home so you dash 
for your car, only to find a $2.00 parking 
ticket placed on the windshield. Maybe 
some of you have experienced a situation 
like this or similar to it. 


For those of you who have already ac- 
cumulated five parking tickets, or for 
any who drives a car at school, this is 
the par! procedure at Stout. 


This summer .new identification signs 


. Were put up in the parking lots. The chief of | 


security, Bill Blumer and his secretary, 
Anita Sikora incorporated this new com- 
puter system. With this system it is easier 
for both the students as well as the security, 
who give out the tickets. The parking 
permits match the signs to make it easier 
for you to find your lot. The first letter on 
the sign stands for the color of the lot, and 
the number is for identification by the 
computer. The secord letter is to determine 
the lot of a car. For example, yellow is one, 
blue is two, and red is four. 


There are four red permit lots for com- 
muting students. R4A is between the Home 
Ec. Building and the Library, R4B is 
behind the Science and Technology Wing, 

<R4C is on Wilson Avenue behind the 
Vocational Development Center, and R4D 
is located at the corner of 16th Avenue and 
Broadway. This also serves as the overflow 
lot. The cost for red parking is $10 per nine 
months. 


There are three blue permit lots for north 
campus dorms. B2A is located behind 


Fleming and Hovlid Halls, B2B is across 
from Wigem, and B2C is located in front of 
JTC Hall. 


For south campus dorms there are four. 
yellow permits lots. Y1A is located across 
from Ajax Liquor, Y1B is across from 
South Hall, and YIC is directly behind the 
Field House. The overflow lot, Y1D is at the 
corner of 16th Avenue and Broadway. The 
cost for parking in both the yellow and blue 
lots is $20 for a nine month The 
parking cost for faculty and staff is also $20. 


In addition to these lots, there are violet 
reserve and white lots which cost $36 per 
nine month period. The violet lot is for use 
by students, faculty and staff. This is 
located on Broadway directly across from 
General Services Building. The white lots 
are for faculty and staff use only. They are 
located all over campus. 


According to Rosemary Palm of ‘‘special 
projects” (security), plenty of cars can be 
accomodated under this new system. There 
is still a waiting list, however. For the 


violet lot, which accomodates 17-18 cars, 
there are 70 on the waiting list. For the blue 
lot, which accomodates 37, there are 
50 students on the waiting list. 


So what do the rest of the parking people 
do? Unfortunately, according to Palm, this 
does create a problem. She says that there 
is a limited amount of land available in the 
surrounding area. So far nothing is 
available.

Unique teaching method at Stout 


graduate class offered by telephone

Through UW-Stout, update courses for 
graduates in the fields of home economics, 
social studies, and guidance are taught in 
eastern Wisconsin by telephone. 

This unique teaching method was first 
used in fall 1976 as an effort to meet the 
needs of home economic teachers’ con- 
tinuing education. The’ classes offered by 
telephone are a part of Stouts share in the 
mission of the University of Wisconsin 
System. When the University of Wisconsin 
merged, the Board of Regents adopted a 
broad mission for the system, and an in- 
dividual mission statement for each 
university. Stouts mission i$ to provide 
service to Wisconsin through university- 
wide programs in designated areas. 


Eastern Wisconsin home economics. 


teachers were having difficulty updating 
while on the job. The classes taught by 
telephone enable persons in the Madison - 
. Milwaukee area to continue their education 
when they may have otherwise been unable 


to. 

Classes taught by telephone are on a 
lecture - discussion format. Conference 
telephones transmit lectures form Stout’s 
campus, to classes held simultaneously on 
other campuses. Local discussion leaders 
provide guidance and help for students at 
each class site. The telephones are set up in 
such a way that all groups can com- 
municate with one another, and with the 
lecturer. 

Student reaction exceptional 

The first class taught by telephone was 
“Home Economics for the Junior High 
School.’’ Dr. Karen Zimmerman of Stout 
lectured on campus, and conveyed her 
lecture by telephone to classes in Appleton 
and Milwaukee. At that time, there was no 
class at Stout, and she was, in effect, lec- 
turing to a wall. Since then, classes taught 
by telephone are also offered on campus at 
Stout. Having a class for an audience helps 
a teacher to set the pace for the lecture, 
using feedback form students. ‘‘When I see 
that my class has questions, I can pause to 


answer them and clarify what has been 
said,’’ commented Dr. Zimmerman. 

Teaching by telephone must be highly 
organized,- to insure that hand-outs and 
audio-visual aids arrive at their 
destinations in time for each class session. 
Local discussions leaders must have time 
to be prepared to lead discussions and 
prompt questions. 

The reaction of students to classes taught 
in this manner is exceptional. Idell Fawske, 
a home economics instructor and local 
discussion leader from Greendale, 
Wisconsin is impressed with the results. 

“People in the classes are put in touch 
with one another and with Stout through 
this program. The Milwaukee area people 
are very glad to have the services of Stout,” 
she said.

“They fall, and leave their little lives in 
the air” — Alexander Pope, Windsor Forest 
_ Walk around the residence halls on a 
sunny day and look around. Chances are 
you'll see groups of individuals throwing, 
leaping into the air, and falling to the 
ground over a plastic dish thrown to them. 
What makes the so-called normal student 
“leap for joy’”’ so to speak? Why, it’s frisbee 
of course. ' 

Frisbees have been around since 1947, so 
they really can’t be classified as a mere fad 
anymore. In fact, frisbee enthusiasts 
petitioned the International Olympic 
committee to include frisbee in the 1976 
Summer Olympic Games held in Montreal. 

Any way you can hold a frisbee you can 
throw it. Many would-be players put their 
frisbees on the top shelf of the closet, 
unable to make the thing go. 

Anyone can throw a ball, but throwing a 
frisbee takes study and practice, according 
to Dr. Stancil E.D. Johnson, author of the 
book, Frisbee. * 

There are five basic grips and three trick 
ones; each grip leading to a characteristic 
throw. ; 

A frisbee sent in action is the result of the 
player first gripping the frisbee, winning to 
gain momentum and force, releasing the 
frisbee or wristing: sending the frisbee into 
flight. ie 

The frisbee soars through the air at an 
angle of Hyzer — the angle the frisbee 
makes at release in relation to the ground. 


It is then, hopefully, caught by another | 


player. 
Ah! But the catch here is that there are 
many different flights of the frisbee - 


opening phase, middle phase, and closing 
phase with different variations of each, to 


-name a few... 


And also, many different catches to the 
game. 


Games of frisbee are as varied as the 
throw: Guts, Street Frisbee, Ultimate 
Frisbee, The Frisbee Game, Circle 
Frisbee, Trick Catch, Frisbee Golf or 
“Folf”’ and even Frisbee Baseball or 
Basebee. All are recognized as: official 
games by the International Frisbee 
Association. 

Frisbee is not without risks, though in- 
jury. It constitutes damage to the fingernail 
and associated structures as a result of the 
impact of a frisbee on the tip of the finger. 
Immersion of the affected fingertip in cold 
beer has been recommended, though it 
accomplishes nothing beyond temporary 
pain relief. . 


The advantages and benefits of frisbee 
far out number the hazards. 

The fame of frisbee is an excellent source 
of exercise, suitable for all ages, which can 
be gauged to the individual’s physical 
limitations. 


It has been estimated that frisbee par- 


ticipants may expend from 180 to 500. 


calories per hour, the actual amount being 
directly proportionate to the exertion in- 
volved. 


Frisbee play can prove to be an in- 
valuable addition to weight-reduction 
programs, best when a diet follows th 
frisbee exercise program. .

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NOTES ON A COAL FIRE 
by Marie E, MacIntyre 


It cost the author about $3.50 for enough coal 
to keep her fireplace going almost 
300 hours. That-little statistic is good enough to 
make a lot of new “‘coal-fire romantics” 
this year — so here’s how to go about it. 


O)My family’s experiences 
with coal fires began one 
November day last yean I had 
recently returned from my 
annual ilgrimage to the 
United ingdom and had 
brought home a toasting fork. 
Father appeared from behind 
the furnace with a 1910 black 
iron (now rusty) coal grate 
which had elegantly graced 
some fireplace in the past. A 
minor bit of welding was re- 
gue which cost about $10.

“BUYING A COAL GRATE 


Our coal grate is a Victor- 
ian masterpiece.

These are the two 
important features to look 


i for: the grates must be close 


enough together so that small 


i lumps of coal do not fall 


through onto the hearth; the 
importance of height is really.

gen fed to the fire to keep it 
going well (i.e., draft), and 
also to provide a place for the 
ashes, so that you do not have 
toeshovel ash more than once 
a month or so. The winter 
issue of the Sears catalogue 
lists at least one wood/coal 
grate which seems to be of 
suitable construction.

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New directors for Hotel and Restaurant program

Dr. Charles Metalka and Mr. Henry 
“‘Hank"’ Webb are the new program 
directors for Stout's hotel, motel, and 
restaurant Management program 

Traditionally, the hotel and restaurant 
program has been directed by one in- 
dividual. It is believed that the new co- 
directorship of the program will benefit 
both the students and faculty within the 
program 

The approximately 550 students enrolled 
in Stout’s hotel and restaurant program 
will now have two persons available to 
meet with and discuss their programs of 
study. The availability of two program 
directors should enable students to get 
more involved with planning, by providing 
more input into decision-making. 

The duties of the program directors in- 
clude working with their program advisory 
board to bring about necessary changes in 
the program, and working with students on 
an individual basis. 

The duties of program director are split 
between Metalka and Webb. This sharing of 
responsibility provides an opportunity for 
both men to broaden their experiences 
outside of the classroom at Stout. 

Long-term planning is the primary goal 
for the new co-directors. Not only must 
Stout graduates find jobs upon graduation, 
but they must be employable in the future. 
Careful planning and evaluation of the hotel 
and restaurant program insures that the 
program will meet the needs of both the 
students and the industry. 

“In a sense, the job is made easier, 
because the group of students we work with 
is so dynamic. But it is also difficult, 
because we are oriented toward the 
future,"’ said Metalka. 

“The hotel and restaurant industry is 
changing rapidly," commented Webb. ‘To 
provide the best possible opportunities for 


graduates, we must structure the program 
to meet the trends of the industry.” 

Close contact with industry is maintained 
through the required field experience of 
students and placement of Stout graduates. 
Persons in management positions in the 
hotel, motel, and tourism industries give 
guest lectures at Stout, to help students get 
a total picture of the field they are about to 
enter 

Some examples of guest lecturers in the 
past have been the president of Mr. Steak, 


and the vice president of Radisson Cor- 


poration, who made appearances on 


campus last semester. 


A very successful part of the activities 
within the hotel and restaurant program is 
“Haute Cuisine,"’ a banquet held each 
spring semester. Though not directly in 
charge of Haute Cuisine, the co-directors 


endorse and support it as beneficial fo all 


persons involved. 
Both Webb and Metalka have had a wide 
range of experiences helpful to them as co- 


directors of the H & R program. 


Webb was born and raised in southern 
Dlinois and received his B.A. in sociology 
from the University of Southern Illinois in

credits per semester in the hotel and 


restaurant program. Webb is married and 


has a six-year-old son. 

Metalka was raised in Chicago, where his 
parents owned a restaurant. He worked in 
his parents’ restaurant while growing up 
and gained an interest in the business. He 
received his bachelor’s degree in sociology 
from Loyola University, and his master’s in 
sociology from the University of Hawaii. 
He taught in the school of travel industry 
management at the University of Hawaii, 
and travelled the pacific during the years 
1970-1974, He earned his Ph. D. from North 


western University before coming to Stout 
in 1974. 

Metalka’s interests in the hotel and 
restaurant area stem from his upbringing 
and love of travel. He describes himself as 
“addicted to travel,”” and spends time 
traveling each summer. Metalka is co- 
advisor for the society for the advancement 
of tourism industry at Stout. He has 
recently been elected to the Stout Faculty 
Senate and teaches ten credits per 
semester here.

Robinson stated that the money was 
tentatively committed last year by the 


Senate. He cited a number of different 
schools whose Hockey Budgets far ex- 
ceeded Stouts.

Association (VPSA), representing the 
University Activities Board (UAB), took a 
relatively negative stand.

Student Right to 
Work Bill Supported 


A “Student Right to Work Bill’ 
will be facing the state assembly 
labor committee this fall. 

“The bill would exempt full-time 
students from union-shop 
agreements as long as they have 
enrolled in schocl,’’ according to 
Steve Stone, staff director for the 
Wisconsin Citizens for Right to 
Work. 

“Current law provides no 
exemptions for students. If the 
union and management have come 
to an agreement, the student has 
no choice,’’ said Stone. 

Full time students would sfill 
have the right to join a union if 
they so desired under the new bill. 
However, no student would be 
forced to support the union in 
order to keep his job if the bill were 
to become law. 

Under the present National 
Labor Relations Act, students face 
a monetary disadvantage. 

Because of the limited time that 
students have to work, they take 
almost any jobs they can get. 

The problem is worsened when 
they are forced to pay some of 
their hard-to-get wages in union 
dues and fees. 

Because students are usually 
short-term employees, they 
usually receive no benefits of the 
union. 

The Stoutonia staff supports the 
Student Right to Work Bill. We 
urge you to support it too.

This is my fourth year in the residence 
halls and we all know what that means, my 
fourth year of eating in the Commons.

They live off-campus and 
still eat at the commons?! 

Well, of course it’s not going to be ‘‘just 
like mom makes,” She feeds a family of 5, 
not 2005. How many times has she had a 
hard time in satisfying just that small a 
number? Of course the food isn’t real spicy. 
When you have to satisfy that many people, 
you're going to have to make things so that 
everyone can eat it. Everyone has to be a 
little satisfied. 

A lot of kids don’t realize how much work 
is actually done in that kitchen. Not orily do 
Mr. Goede and his catering assitant, 
Phyllis Young, plan the menus and order 
all the food, they also take on a few other 
“menial” tasks. 


We all know how good our dinner dances 
and Tower Rceom dinners ure. These are a 
few of the extras that Mr. Goede has made 
good in the last four to five years. The 
kitchen is now doing two carryouts and one 
Tower dinner a night, besides the regular 
meals. He plans between eight to ten extra 
meals a month for off-campus groups. 

The money brought in from these extra 
dinners not only give the on-campus 
students more jobs, but also buy the on- 
campus students such goodies as new 
fondue pots, and glass champaign glasses 
for special dinners. In thanks we rip them 
off and then ask why we don’t get them 
more often? 

It’s not a joke but a fact that we have one 
of the best food service systems in the state. 
We're one of the few schools that doesn't 
have all our food catered. You think we’ve 
got it bad here, just visit any of the other 
UW Schools! 


Mr. Goede travels around a lot to these 
other schools, bringing back ideas. Last 
year was the first year we've had a ham- 
burger tine. An enclosed spit was pur- 
chased, now available for rental by any of 
the dorms. The week after next, there will 
be one night a week that a roast will be on 
the menu along with the other two entrees. 
There will be a wider variety of potaotes to 
choose from 

Mr. Goede also lets students use the 
kitchen facilities. I remember a few years 
ago when CKTO had a bake sale, and 
turned out over 1000 choc. chip cookies and 
500 brownies from that kitchen. Students 
are also allowed to use their food ID's to 
purchase pop, milk, eggs, etc. from behind 
the lines. These are just some of the every 
day things going on in the Commons. But 
there’s much more. 


Mr. Goede estimates a couple hundred 
calls a day from people with food related 
penne. He gives many talks in the 

rms. At Christmas time, he is booked 
well in advance to play Santa Claus. He 
plans special diet menus for the 
vegetarians and diabetics. He's at all the 
Service committee meetings, listening to 
what the kids’ gripes are. He works with the 
hotel - restaurant program. He holds 
wedding receptions in the Commons. Right 
now, the plans for a formal dining area, 
complete with dance floor and bar, are 
under way for the upstairs. 


Are you still gagging on your food, or is it 
going down a little bit easier? Maybe it's 
not the best, but it sure could be worse. It 
could be that we didn’t have people like 
Paul Goede and Phyllis on the staff, giving 
us a few ‘‘extras’’ that make it a little 
easier to stomach.

This group has lost a 
very important benefit maternity 
coverage. 


We would also like to note at this time 
that abortion coverage has been kept in the 
basic policy benefits. The student rate has 
increased by $13.48 over the 1975 rate of 
$99.52 while the family rate has increased 
$108.48 over the $319.52. If you were to add 
$135 extra to get the materntiy benefits, the 
difference becomes a $230 increase for a 
family. Needless to say, this is not a fair 
percentage of increase. 

Also excluded from this year’s policy was 
athletic intercollegiate coverage. If an 
athlete wishes coverage, he must obtain a 
different policy at a higher cost. 

If it has not been done in the past, I think 
we should get someone besides Minton- 
Jeatran Insurance to find our insurance 
bidders. The more bidders the better price 
we should get. I think then the SSA would be 
able to make a choice benefitting all 
students.

the Senate. The purpose of the Faculty 
Senate is to show the faculty viewpoint to 
the administration. 


The Wisconsin Board of Regents has 
developed the Faculty Personal Rules, 
which spells out the faculty role in 
university government. Problem-solving 
and long-range planning are now based on a 
3-part input system, involving the ad- 
ministration, faculty, and students. 


At last week’s meeting, Chancellor 
Swanson reported on the Board of Regents 
Meeting, Vice-Chancellor Tace presented a 
preliminary proposal concerning core 
competencies in liberal art areas, and Jim 
Daines presented a revised positive action 
procedure for grievances and complaints. 

The revised positive action procedure 
gives students an active role in university 
government. The positive action procedure 


(related to rules and procedures 
established by faculty). The revised 
procedure includes complaints (allegations 
by students, faculty, and the public). The 
faculty voted to accept the procedure as 
presented, as a replacement for the old 
procedure.

Marijuana 
Decriminalization Backed 


A state assembly bill 
decriminalizing marijuana is 
slated for a floor vote tomorrow, 
Sept. 30. 


The controversial bill is ex- 
pected to have a close vote. Ap- 
proximately 35 assemblymen are 
expected to vote yes, 35 to vote no, 
and 27 remain undecided. 


A call to your hometown or local 
assemblyman in favor of the bill 
could work wonders. 


The bill would decriminalize the 
possession of two ounces of 
marijuana. It would also 
decriminalize cultivation for 
personal use. 


The bill would authorize local 
jurisdictions to make possession a 
civil offense and issue citations 
(like a parking ticket) with a 
maximum $50 fine. 


Possession in a moving vehicle 
would still be illegal. 


An important item in the bill is 
that prior convictions for 
possession would not be required 
to be reported to employers. Court 
records would be destroyed. 


Under current law, past of- 
fenders are subject to having their 
lives marred by a criminal record 
for the simple possession and use 
of marijuana. 


Under present law, UW students 
are not only subject to criminal 
prosecution for possession, but 
they can also be disciplined under 
university rules. Students can face 
possible suspension. 


According to Bill Blumer, chief 
of security, there were 17 drug 
investigations at Stout in 1976-77. 


“A lot are joint investigations 
with the city, so it’s hard to put a 
number on the arrests,’’ said 
Blumer. 


‘‘lf the bill passes, | don’t see 
any increase in our involvement in 
the situation. New rules would 
have to be adopted by the Board of 
Regents, otherwise, we would go 
by the state statutes,’ he said. 


Marijuana is not a fad. It is the 
third most widely used drug, 
falling behind alcohol and tobacco. 


The Stoutonia staff feels it is 
time the state of Wisconsin faced 
that fact. We strongly urge 
students to call their assem- 
blyman and urge him to vote yes

Nigeria 
celebrates anniversary 


Dear Editor, 

The Nigerian students at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout will be joining millions 
of other countrymen and women in what is 
the birthday of the African superpower 
nation. - 

On Saturday, October 1, 1977, Nigeria will 
be celebrating the seventeenth anniversary 
of her independence. Up to 1960, Nigeria 
was a colony of the British Empire, with 
almost nothing to her credit since all ad- 
ministrative, political, economic, 
educational and even cultural matters were, 
in the hands of the Britons to a large ex 

Today, with a population of some 
million, Nigeria has become a country of 
which every black man (and worgin too) 
can be proud. Apart from being the most 
populous African nation, she is the richest 
and most powerful state on continent. In 
the African context, she Mas the highest 
level of income in absolute terms. Her 
gross domestic product from 1960 has been 
growing at an annua}average rate of 10.6 
percent and real income at 9.6 percent. 

Nigeria’s industrial production accounts 
for more than one-half of the total in- 
dustrial production in West Africa and 15 
percent of that of Africa as a whole. Nigeria 
is the largest single producer of oil 
(petroleum) in Africa, having overtaken 
Lybia in 1974 

She became a member of the Oil 
Producing and Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in 1972, of which she is the fifth 
largest producer. She is currently the 
largest exporter of oil to the United States. 

One of the important problems facing the 
present government in its program is its 
attempt to correct the trends of a fast ex- 
panding government expenditure and the 
fight against inflation. The fight against 
inflation has been intensified with a view to 
maintaining a more acceptable rate of 
inflation that will be consistent with the 
demands of a dynamic and fast growing 
economy. 

The government is dedicated to insuring 
industrial peace and stability, more rapid 
economic growth, and continuation of ef- 
forts to achieve a situation where (sym- 
bolically put) no citizen shall be rich 
enough to buy another, and none so poor as 
to be forced to sel] himself. 

Within the past three years, Nigeria has 
hosted many international events. Notable 
out of such events are the 2nd All-Africa 
Games in 1974, the 2nd World Black and 
African Festival of Arts and Culture (which 
drew 30,000 participants and 150,000 visitors 
from outside African continent) in 1977; the 
World Conference for Action Against 
Apartheid, August 1977; and an In 
ternational Trade Fair coming up in 
November. 

Politically, Nigeria has gone through all 
different kinds of problems. From an in- 
sensitive corrupt government (1960-1966), 
to a coup d'etat, and a counter coup d'etat, 
followed by a bloodless coup d’etet (better 
described as a welcome peaceful change of 
government.) Six months later was the

Today, Nigeria, 
under a military (but democratic) 
government, is more united than ever 
before in her history and vigorously 
preparing for the adoption of a new Draft 
Constitution (which had been described as 
a carbon-copy of the American Con 
stitution) and a return to civil rule in 1979. 

From interviews and polls conducted by 
the press and radio, the people welcome the 
new constitution except the ‘‘electoral 
college system’’ and the procedural 
questions arising out of it. 

The system has been trenchantly 
described as ‘‘undemocratic’’ because of 
the ‘‘unrepresentative’’ nature of an 
arrangement where by ‘‘councellors’’ 
cannot be expected to speak for their 
constituents on acrucial issue where the 
people should have been given the op- 
portunity to express their preferences. by 
the civic act of casting their votes them- 
selves. 

As Nigeria turns 17, we, her sons and 
daughters on the Stout campus, produly 
hail our sovereign state as she opens a new 
leaf in the history of Black and African 
civilization, a page as beautiful as those 
bequeathed to us by our ancestors. 

Long live one Nigeria.

Stout students lobby for 
marijuana legislation

For the first time, the Stout Student 
Senate (SSA) funded students to lobby on 
state legislative issues last week. 

Dave Conn and Jim Buchanan, SSA 
senators, accompanied Gary Steiner to 
Madison to lobby for the decr'minalization 
of marijuana last Thursday and Friday. 
Their efforts were on behalf of the Stout 
student body. 

“When we got down there, we found out 
the issue was a lost cause,”’ said Buchanan. 
“Twenty-seven assemblymen had switched 
from undecided to against the bill.” 

“We decided to stay and use it as a 
learning experience. We went ahead and 
lobbied anyway.” 

The three men talked to assemblymen 
Ausman, Clarenbach, Hals and Peloquin. 

‘‘We found out that those who voted for 
the bill were from safe districts. Those 
against the decriminalization were worried 
about the people back home,” said 


Buchanan. 

“We also found out some things we 
weren't prepared for. 

We weren't prepared for a comparison of 


The State Assembly has killed the 
decririnalization of marijuana in 
Wisconsin by referring AB 325 to the 
Committee on State Affairs on a 54 to 4 vote 
late Friday afternoon, Sept. 30. 

According to Rob Steven, Legislative 
Affairs Director for the United Council of 
UW Student Government, this is a major 
setback for students. 

“The personal use of marijuana is ob- 
viously most prevalent among the 
university student age group, and the 
refusal by the legislature to deal with this 
issue reflects the lack of student political 
involvement.” 

Representatives with universities or 
significant numbers of students in their 
districts voting in favor of the bill were 
Representatives Flintrop (D-Oshkosh), 
Groshek (D-Stevens Point), Looby (D-Eau 
Claire), Lorman (R-Whitewater), 
Medinger (D-La Crosse), Metz (D-Green 
Bay), and Travis (R-Platteville). Madison 
Representatives Clarenbach, Muntz, and 
Miller and Milwaukee Representatives 
Moody, Leopold, Lee, Coggs, Ward, 
Elconin, Wahner, Behnke, Kirby, Soucie, 
Norquist, and Tuczynski came out en 
masse in support of the bill, giving the issue 
a distinct urban versus rural flavor. 

Representatives from districts including 
universities who voted against the bill 
included Ausman (R-Stout), Dorff (D- 
Parkside) and Murray (D-Superior). 

Eloquently defending the bill he spon- 
sored, Madison Representative Dave 
Clarenbach urged the Assembly to discuss 
the issue on its merits and not just dispose 
of the bill. Claiming that the bill would die 
because of election year caution. 

“If this was a secret vote, you would vote 
for the bill because you know on its merits 
that we shouldn’t put people in jail for the 
personal use of marijuana,’’ sai 
Clarenbach. 

Representative Leroy Litscher (D- 
Baraboo) held aloft a sprig of marijuana 


marijuana to alcohol. 

We should have had a fact sheet to hand 
out. That way they could have referred 
back to it when we were gone. 

About three weeks before the bill is 
slated for a vote, we should be down there. 
That would show we are interested. It 
would give us a chance to research some 
questions that we had no answers for. Then 
one week before the bill comes up for a 
vote, we should launch a letter campaign.” 
said Buchanan. 

Buchanan estimates that it takes about 50 
hours to research each bill before the 
lobbying can take place. 

Conn, Buchanan, and Steiner spent about 
five hours a day actually lobbying. 

“Politics are my first love, said 
Buchanan. ‘‘For a guy like Gary, it’s dif- 
ferent. He seemed to get caught up in it. He 
said it was a really good experience.” 


All of the assemblymen seemed giad to 
see students get involved with the 
legislative process, according to Buchanan. 

“Clarenbach said that if the United 
Council got together, they would have had 
the power to sell this bill,’’ said Buchanan. 


that had grown wild on his farm and asked 
the Assembly why he should be crhminally 
liable for its possession. 

Oshkosh Representative Richard Flin- 
trop urged debate on the bill, saying that 
this was the ‘‘one opportunity to address 
one of the most serious problems we've 
dealt with here this year.” 

“Many of the other representatives 
disagreed and were anxious to end their 
final day of the session and go home.” 
Representative Tregoning, a Republican 
from Southwestern Wisconsin moved to 
refer AB 325 to the State Affairs Com- 
mittee. Another Republican, watching the 
clock approach 6 p.m. complained that he 
wanted to get home and play football with 
his kids, ‘‘and now I have to listen to some 
people pontificate.” 

AB 325 would have removed the criminal 
penalties and created civil penalties for the 
personal possession and use of small 
amounts of marijuana with a maximum 
fine of $50. Local jurisdictions would have 
had the option of enforcement, otherwise it 
would be enforced by the state. Possession 
of greater amounts and the sale of 
marijuana would have remained criminal 
offenses with stiff penalties, up to $30,000 
fine and ten years imprisonment for second 
or subsequent offenses. AB 325 would also 
have removed previous convictions for 
simple possession from the offenders’ 
criminal record. 

A moderate bill, AB 325 was supported by 
the leadership in both the Assembly and 
Senate and was endorsed by such groups as 
the Wisconsin Police Chief's Association, 
Wisconsin Council on Criminal Justice, the 
State Council on Alcohol and other Drug 
Abuse, the Department of Health and 
Social Services and the Milwaukee County 
Board of Supervisors, and dozens of other 
individuals. 

Many local efforts to reduce pot penalties 
have developed in communities around the 
State. Decriminalization ordinances have

already been adopted by at least ten local 
governments, including Brookfield, 
Cudahay, Madison, Middleton, Milwaukee 
County, Monona, Shorewood, South 
Milwaukee, St. Francis and West Allis. 

Nationally, ten states have 
decriminalized, (not legalized) personal 
use of marijuana since 1973. These states 
include Oregon, Alaska, Maine, Colorado, 
California, Ohio, South Dakota, Minnesota 
and most recently, New York and North 
Carolina 


In Wisconsin, one of the major ps 
working for decriminalization is NORML, 
the National Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws, a loose knit group that 


provides materials, information and lob- 
bying support to local decriminalization 
advocates. 

The Wisconsin NORML is headed by 
Andrew Kane, a Milwaukee psychologist, 
much of the lobby for NORML has been 
done by Gene Messins, a lawyer with the 
Wisconsin Association on Alcoholism and 
other Drug Abuse, who wrote much of AB 
325.

$30 million spent ‘by NSP 
at Tyrone nuclear power plant

Northern Sfates Power (NSP) will start 
construction of the Tyrone Nuclear Power 
Plant next August, if all goes as planned. It 
will be located in Dunn County on the banks 
of the Chippewa River near Durand and 
will begin operation in 1984. 

NSP has now spent over 30 million dollars 
on this project according to a Northern 
Thunder representative at an anti-nuclear 
information meeting held two weeks ago in

For the past 30 years, the demand for 
electricity has doubled every ten years to 
keep up with the needs of the population.

The land to be used for the location of 
Tyrone is farmland that has been con- 
demned by NSP, according to a local 
CAUSE member.

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Affirmative action 
New requirements 
for handicapped 


by Janet Feenstra 

Dr. Jane Rosenthal, assistant to the 
Chancellor and director of affirmative 
action says ‘‘There has been a new thrust 
added on to affirmative action. U.W. Stout 
still maintains a leadership role in af- 
firmative action for women and minorities, 
but a new federal regulation is calling for 
action in the area of the handicapped.”’ 

An example of Stout's leadership role is 
providing more than “‘mere’’ compliance 
with federal regulations and keeping ahead 
of the many new mandates of the federal 
government. Dr. Rosenthal, along with 
Anthony Langton, instructor in Stout’s 
Vocational Rehabilitation Institute at- 
tended a seminar in Washington, D.C., on 
September 21-23. 

The seminar was held by the Association 
of Physical Plant Administrators of 
Universities and Colleges, and the National 
Center for a Barrier Free Environment. 
The theme for the seminar was campus 
accessibility to the handicapped

“Each day. don’t try to solve all your 
problems. Try to learn something new. 
Each moment is new and can show 
something wonderful about being alive. 
You are always changing a thousand small 
ways. Communicate your joys and 
despairs, let others know you. Really listen 
to others. If you don’t touch, you will 
become out of touch. Be willing to risk and 
see what happens,”’ said Dr. Leo Buscaglia 
on the subject of becoming more human 

On Oct. 7, Buscagiia spoke at the 
University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire in the 
University Arena. His topic was, ‘The 
Challenge of Being Fully Human.”’ 

Buscaglia is one of the most sought after 
speakers and discussion leaders in the field 
of human relations. He is widely known for 
his ideas on love and relationships between 
people. 

According to Dr. Buscaglia, the human 
condition is often loneliness, but people 
should be able to say, ‘‘I need you.” 

“It takes two to see one and you can't do 
it alone. If I allow you into my world, you 
can allow me into yours. A great challenge 
is to form deep, lasting relationships,'’ he 
said 

Twelve years ago Dr. Buscaglia was 
delighted with a student that he thought 
was very attentive to his class. When she 
did not attend class for several weeks, he 
investigated and found that she had thrown 
herself over a cliff. The people around her 
in the class did not even know her name 

He wondered if he could have had any 
part in preventing her death. 

“The loss of human potential is 
devestating,"’ Buscaglia said. Because of 
this by ebay he started his class, Love 
1A. He learned to teach ‘students instead of 

Dr. Buscaglia believes that being afraid 
to risk keeps us lonely. 

People are afraid to be heard, afraid 
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existing campus facilities and plan new 
construction to eliminate environmental 
barriers that deny access to disabled 
people. 

Recruitment, admissions, and the 
treatment of students must be free of 
discrimination and, therefore, must assure 
accessibility of programs and activities to 
handicapped students. 

“Stout historically has had the 
humanistic approach. The Chancellor is 
very committed to the idea of affirmative 
action’, stated Rosenthal. The Chancellor 
has set up a task force for an evaluative 
study of the physical facilities on the Stout 
campus and the accessibility of all 
programs to handicapped students. 

Members of the committee to carry out 
the study are Dr. Harold Halfin, executive 
director of Stout Vocational Rehabilitation 
Institute; Tony Langton, Academic Af- 
fairs; Helmuth Albrecht, Student Services; 
Sue Schmidt, instructor; and Paul Axelson, 
Director of Campus Development. Sub

because they believe there is not ex- 
citement in a relationship, or it not worth 
the bother.

No one in the world is insignificant. 

“Feelings are the greatest single 
challenge. People need people so much. 
The alternative to relationships is 
loneliness. Too many people choose this 

“The only person who tells you that you 
have gook on your nose is someone who 
loves you. Samesness brings us together 
but craziness and differences keep us 
together. 


“Love” — “Felice Leonardo Buscagiia, that’s a real wopper,” said Dr. Busc:

“It’s amazing to be human. We need to 
share beauty, joy and pain. Our culture 
does not want to experience pain. We need 
to see what we can learn from the pain and 
it will disappear.

“Do not put away for a tomorrow that 
doesn't come. Be more crazy. There is so 
much magic to see. Don't be in a position 
where if you had to do it over again you 
would do it differently,’’ Buscaglia advised 
his audience.

Student Input Needed in Collective 
Bargaining Issue. 


Three bills for university 
collective bargaining have been 
rejected by the state senate. 

The bills were written by 
TAUWF, the Board of Regents, 
and WEAC (the Wisconsin affiliate 
of the National Education 
Association). These groups are 
currently trying to combine the 
original bills into one com- 
prehensive bill. 

At the Oct. 6 meeting of the 
Board of Regents, Rob Stevens 
spoke to the regents on behalf of 
the United Council of Wisconsin 
Student Governments. 

Stevens summed up the three 
items United Council would like to 
see included in the bill. 


“United Council recognizes the 
right of the faculty to organize in 
any manner they determine. 
However, we ere only prepared to 
support enabling legislation that 
adequately addresses the student 
concerns outlined below,’’ Stevens 
said. 

“Any enabling legislation should 
include direct, although limited 
student participation on the 
collective bargaining process. We 
have proposed an_ independent 
team of student observers who 
would have the opportunity to 
attend collective bargaining 
sessions, have access to the 
written documents, and comment 
during the sessions. 


“Any enabling legislations 
should include prohibited practice 
clauses that would make _ non- 
bargainable matters relating to 
the allocations and operations of 
segregated fee-funded activities, 
and policies and practices relating 
to other auxiliary services 
primarily utilzied by or intended 
for the benefit of students.’ 

In the past, the SSA has been 
against the bills. Incorporation of 
the United Council recom. 
mendations would be satisfactory, 
according to SSA vice president 
for legislative affairs, Jim 
Buchanan. 

‘Our position was to come out 
against the three bills for the 
following reasons,’’ he said. 

“Collective bargaining would 
possibly inflate the costs of tuition. 
By state law, students pay 25 
percent of the cost of instruction. 
by hiring a collective bargaining 
staff, these costs could increase 

‘Students are currently in- 
volved in a lot of committees on 
campus. Collective bargaining 
could mean a possible loss of input 
on campus. 

“‘No bills mentioned effective 
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student input. We would like it if 
studénts could be set up as the 
third party. Right now faculty and 
central administration would be 
represented at the bargaining 
table. We would like students to 
have speaking and attendance 
privileges, and access to written 
documents. 

“As far as strikes go, they have 
written in a no-strike clause. Why 
are we to believe the faculty won't 
strike? The Milwaukee, Madison, 
and Superior teachers all had anti- 
strike clauses, and they got 
frustrated enough to strike,’’ 
Buchanan said. 

The Stoutonia staff feels the 
United Council ideas on student 
participation should be written 
into the new collective bargaining 
bill. 

It is not fair for the students to 
remain on the sidelines when the 
issues discussed will directly 
affect them. As Stevens pointed 
out in his address, students are ina 
way consumers. But is is a life 
investment, not a one time pur- 
chase. Students need input in an 
issue that would so drastically 
affect their lives.

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Rehabilitation of lakes 
discussed at symposium

A symposium dealing with degradation 
and reha tation of lakes was held at UW- 
Stout last Thursda 


Approximately 100 persons, over half of 

which were students, attended the sym- 
posium. Presentations were given by five 
specialists. in the areas of 
management. Among the presenters was 
Douglas Wikum, ecologist, department of 
biology, UW-Stout. 

“The quality of Lake Menomin’s and 
Lake. Tainter’s water for recreational 
purpose is greatly reduced in late summer 
Ey the gree ae blue-green algae. The 
cause of excessive growth is due to 
overenrichment,”” Wikum said. 

“Overenrichment is the result of ex- 
cessive nitrogen and phosphorus in the 
water,’’ said Wikum. ‘‘Nutrients from the 
land can enter the water through 
agricultural runoff, items, ‘con- 
-struction activity, or from industry.” 

Excessive nutrients can cause lakes to 
become choked with vegetation. The blue- 
green algae in Lake Menomin is not known 
to be edible, and may eliminate other algae 
that play an important part in the food 


The tributaries that flow into lakes bring 
in a large portion of the excess nutrients. 
“Lake Menomin’s watershed has an area 
of. approximately 1,700 square miles,” said 
Wikum. ‘‘We are essentially at the mercy of 


the persons upstream. How they use the »

sible, action should be taken to prevent 
excessive contamination of the lakes with 
nutrients and toxic chemicals. 


Amendments to the Wisconsin Statutes 
were passed in 1976 that provide for the 
formation of ‘‘Lake Districts’’ in 
Wisconsin. Lake Districts authorize a joint 
state-local partnership whereby local 
lakeshore property owners can organize a 
special purpose district to protect of im- 
prove a lake. 


At present, there are 100 lake districts in 
Wisconsin. The districts are supported in 
part by state funds, and have the power of 
taxation. 


“We need to investigate more thoroughly 
some of the current state and federal laws 
to see if there are provisions to protect our

‘United Council is not made up of three 
staff people. It’s the schools participating 
and cooperating. We try to facilitate any 
action they want to take,’’ said United 
Council (UC) president Jim Eagon. 

Eagon and two other representatives 
visited Stout Tuesday. 

‘‘We try to get around to all the schools so 
they can see us in a setting other than at a 
meeting. We get to the schools so we can 
see what we’re representing,’’ said Eagon. 

UC is the state organization of student 
governments. It is based in Madison. The 
Madison office employs three full time staff 
members, two half-time staff, and work 
study students. 

The president (Eagon), administrative 
assistant (Ron Thompson), and the 
legislative affairs representative (Rob 
Stevens) are the full time staff. 

Together, staff members try to coor- 
dinate problems or questions individual 
campuses may experience with state 
legislation, the Board of Regents, central 
administration, or academics. 

Eagon’s goals for UC include getting all 
of the state campuses involved in the group. 
This goal was met when the last hold out, 
Eau Claire, voted to rejoin the council 
Monday night. 

“T also wanted more attention to be given 
to academics, since that is the main pur- 
pose of a student attending an institution,” 
Eagon said. 

“Stout is one of the stronger student 
governments in the system.

As a 
sophomore I was a senator, and as a junior 
I was president of the student govern- 
ment,’’ Eagon said. 


With this background, Eagon moved on to 
UC. Out of two candidates he was elected 
UC president last March. Each campus in 
the UW system had two votes. 


Although the UC presidency is a full-time 
job, Eagon is a student. He is taking one 
credit, a swimming class. 


“I did that mainly to stay in contact as a 
student,’’ he said. 


Eagon is majoring in communication and 
education. He hopes to find work in student 
personnel after graduation. 


“I’m very interested in student services. 
I worked on UAB in Point, and would like a 
student services position. 


“‘T like change. In a university, you’re not 
stuck with the same people all the time. 


“I feel strongly about student govern- 
ment. Student opinions must be taken into 
account in any decision affecting them. 
Student governments are the best vehicle 
for this,” said Eagon.

Royalty election debated 


Homecoming is for students, 
both past and present. 

This idea has been defied by the 
royalty elections this year. 

The royalty committee worked 
long and hard to set up the elec- 
tions. They solicited for can- 
didates, yet felt the need to reject 
someone a little different from the 
norm — Stella Stagwell. 

The Vet’s Club, who sponsored 
Stella, were prepared to work 
within the system. They asked for 
permission to run a male disguised 
as a female. They were rejected 
twice, forcing them to run a write- 
in campaign. 

In rejecting the candidate, the 
royalty committee was faced with 
a tough decision. They cited three 
reasons for rejecting Stella. 

They said they were concerned 
about tradition, the feelings of 
alumni, and the feelings of others 
who chose to run. 

Because the word ‘‘queen’’ is 
defined as a female, and for the 
other reasons, Stella Stagwell was 
not accepted. 

Dave Conn, the senator in 
charge of setting up the ballot, 
provided a space for write-ins. But 
when the ballots were finally 
tabulated, the write-ins were not 
counted. This was the decision of 
Sam Wood, dean of students. 

“| was told by the royalty 
committee that they had informed 
the Vet's Club on two occasions 
that their candidate was not ac- 
ceptable. | felt that if the com- 
mittee had made this deter- 
mination, the committee needed 
support,’’ said Wood. 

When the Stoutonia staff tried to 
gain access to the ballots, we were 
refused. Wood, Conn, and Scott 
Cabot (senate president) made 
that decision. 

“This was a policy determined a 
few years ago to protect those that 
did not win,’’ said Conn. 

The Stoutonia staff asked only 
for the figures for Stella and the 
winners, Debbie Krischuk and Jon 
Gerhke. We feel this would not 
have violated the earlier decision. 

It is the opinion of the Stoutonia 
staff that the Vet’s Club had the 
right to run anyone they chose. 

By accepting their nomination, 
the same restrictions would have 
been placed on Stella as on the 
other candidates. Stella would 
have been required to participate 
in the skit night, the royalty 
caravan, and the tea. She would 
have been limited on publicity. 

Instead, the Vet's Club was 
allowed to disrupt those activities. 
They interrupted the skit night 
with an appearance by Stella. 
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They advertised in the Stoutonia, a 
privilege not accorded to the other 
candidates. 

The idea of an election is to have 
input by the community on an 
issue affecting them. 

The ideas of the Stout com- 
munity were not considered in this 
election. 

If Stella was not a candidate 
acceptable to the students, this 
would have shown up in _ the 


balloting. If she was acceptable, it © 


would have been the student’s 
choice. 

We of the Stoutonia staff feel 
that the rights of the students and 
the rights of the Vet’s Club have 
been ignored in this election.

Parachutists to perform 
before homecoming game

“While you're standing on that step you 
are apprehensive. But, when the instructor 
tells you to jump, you jump. There’s almost 
an unconscious feeling as you step out of the 
plane, but after that feeling passes, you feel 
very free.’’ 


Speaking was Jim Mueller, one of four 
parachutists performing before the football 
game on Saturday. 

Mueller has been involved in sport 
parachuting for eight years. He is now a 
qualified instructor and trains in Chippewa 
Falls. Mueller has made over 1400 jumps, 
but said that the same feeling of ap 
la is still there before he leaves the 

ne. 


‘Parachuting is a disciplining sport,” 
said Mueller. ‘I have a healthy respect for 
the risk involved. I feel an edge before I 
jump, but this is important. That ap 
prehension and edge should be there.” 

Mueller instructs beginners primarily 
during the weekends of the summer 
months. The instruction lasts six hours, and 
according to Mueller, the trainee makes his 
first jump on the first day training. 


‘‘We’ve never had anyone refuse to p 
on the first day,”’ said Mueller. ‘‘I that 
most of the t who take the training 
want to jump right away.” 

A to Mueller, the training costs 
$50. This includes the instruction, gear for 
the jump, and the plane. 


Mueller said that the first j isn’t 
seaily ba ruby ae vome poumie tik i is.

We pack our own parachute, but the 
reserve parachute can only be packed by 
someone who is licensed to do so.” 


Mueller added that no one goes up in the 
plane without knowing the risks involved. 

‘We've taken people up in the plane just 
to observe,’’ said Mi “Some have 
never come back. But, at least those who do 
return know what they're doing.”’ 


Mueller is a licensed parachutist, and 
because of this he can do the of 
exhibition jumping that he will on 
Saturday. He has also done water, high 
altitude, and night jumping. 

“T think that ping at night gives you 
one of the t feelings that you can 
feel,” said Mueller. 

““All the lights of the earth blend together 
to give a jeweled effect.

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Swanson’s first homecoming IRHC helps promote spirit 


influenced by nation at war for homecoming activitie 


by Julie Gessert 


The United States was a newcomer to 
World War II in 1942, but according to 
Chancellor Robert Swanson, who was a 
freshman then, the war did have an impact 
on Stout’s homecoming that year. 

“Homecoming that year had the in- 
fluence of the nation being at war,” said 
Swanson. ‘‘Men students over their 
twenties were fairly small in number. The 
seniors were either in the service or at a 
technical school teaching some sort of class 
that would help the military.”’ 

Swanson also noted that some of the 
faculty had left because of the nation being 
at war. “Some of our old timers were 
gone,” said Swanson. ‘‘They went to teach 
in the technical school, teo, and they took 
some of the students with them.” 

Activities were curtailed during that 
year, but not as much as in 1943 and 1944. 
The alumni who came back. were mostly 
older, as the younger ones were in the 
service. 

However, Swanson recalls that most of 
the traditional activities were still present 
at Homecoming 1942. ‘‘We had a 
homecoming play that was put on by the 
Manual Arts Players,” said Swanson. “Of 
course, the big Friday night event was the 
bonfire.” 

Swanson recalls that the bonfire was the 
responsibility of the freshman class. The 
goal was to get a higher bonfire than the 
year before. 

“During the summer of ’42 the Red Cedar 
River had flooded,’’ said Swanson. ‘“Tress 
were knocked down and railroad ties were 
uprooted. So we really didn’t have much 
trouble finding material for the bonfire. 
One of the guys in our class got a Badger 


State truck, so we had a way to haul the 
wood to the bonfire sight.” 

Swanson said the most crucial part of the 
bonfire was the outhouse that was put on 
top. According to the Chancellor it was the 
student president’s job to see that the 
outhouse was the one that wasn’t being 
used. 

Once the fire was built it had to be 
guarded. ‘There was always somebody 
trying to burn down the pile of wood before 
Friday night, so it had to be guarded. Some 
people would say that it was Eau Claire or 
River Falls that wanted to burn it down, but 
I suspect that it was the local high school 
kids. We all had to take our shifts, and the 
girls, in typical sexist fashion, supplied us 
with cocoa to keep us warm during the 
night,” he said. 

When Friday night finally came, all 400 of 
the Stout students would stand around the 
fire while the team captain lighted it. Then 
the crowd would have a snake dance back 
through the town to the campus. 


Swanson recalled that Stout had a very 


good football team at the time of the 1942 


Homecoming. 

“The division was smaller because the 
war had curtailed travel,” said Swanson. 
“We only played the northern half of the 
state.” 

His first homecoming at Stout must have 
made a good impression on Swanson 
because he remembers so much of it. The 
only thing he couldn’t remember, it seems, 
was whom Stout played at the game on 
Saturday. 

“I just remember that it was a good time 
for all,”’ said Swanson. 


Let the sun shine with 
solar cooking and baking

Reich developed his interest in solar 
energy while enrolled in Tom Baldwin’s

“I was assigned an independent study 
project on solar cookers,” said Reich. 
“ve never actually used a solar 
cooker,” he said. ‘I’ve had no time with all 
my projects, but I’ve experimented with 
it a? * 


The problem in working with solar 
energy is having to keep the oven in range 
of the sun’s rays during the baking period. 

“For that reason, I can only see the 
practicality of solar cookers in recreational 
(campsites) use,’’ said Reich. 

Reich hopes to look for a master’s degree 
in solar energy and do work for the 
government utilizing solar energy.

“The Ceremonial Weavings of 
Guatemala”’ is the title of an exhibition of 
selected cermonial garments on display in: 
Room 413 of Stout’s Home Economics— 
building. 

Known as ‘‘cofradias,’’ such pieces. are 
worn only on festival days, religious ob- 
servances, and for the numerous rites of 
passage which date, in part, to the dim pre- 
Columbian days of the Mayas. 


Two methods of weaving, backstrap loom 
and treadle loom are used to create the 
pieces. The display is sponsored by the 
Texas Cultural Alliance, a confederation of 
more than 50 communities, and by Stout's 
Department of Apparel, Textiles; and 
Design.

In 1922. Stout had its first 
homecoming game, which they 
lost 3-0 to River Falls. It was not 
until 1927 that. Stout had its first 
homecoming victory, beating Eau 
Claire 8-0. 

In ‘28 the team lost 25-7 to 
Superior. A 0-0 tie highlighted the 
1929 game against Eau Claire. 

In 1945 Stout lost 6-7 to Eau 


Claire and in 746 the score turned - 


around giving Stout the victory. 
This same 7-6 score gave the Blue 
Devils the 1947 game over La 
Crosse. In ‘48 La Crosse beat Stout 
13-6. 

Behold! Stout 
1949-52. After that, a losing streak 
set in until ‘58 when Stout beat 
Superior 14-0. The team lost every 
homecoming game. until 1965, 
when they beat La Crosse 26-19. 
This was again’ followed by a 
losing streak which lasted until the 
1970 9-7 win over Stevens Point. 

In 1971 the team lost to La Crosse 
52-8, -but in 1972 Stout: stomped: the 
Pointers 24-15. The 1973-76 
homecomings.were all defeats: 55- 
18 to Platteville; 34-14 to Point, 28-6 
to La Crosse anda 45-20 loss to the 
Pointers on last year’s, cold, grey 
homecoming day.

There may be shortage of housing for 
Stout students second semester, according 
to Helmuth Albrecht, director of auxiliary 
services at the housing office. 

“As of October 18, there were only 26 
vacancies in the dormitories, most of which 
were for males. We expect some turnover 
second semester, due to people graduating 
or leavng Stout, but the number of persons 
requesting a room may exceed the 
available space,’”’ Albrecht said. 

Stout’s housing office has received 
requests for 360 residence hall contracts for 
second semester, 174 of which have been 
completed and returned. Albrecht  in- 
dicated that first priority is given to per- 
sons who requested rooms first semester 
when space was unavailable, and who have 
returned a contract for second semester. 

At the beginning of each semester, there 
are a number of cancellations of residence 
hall contracts, creating additional 
vacancies in the dormitories. 

“People sometimes .go through all the 
procedures for getting a reom in a 
residence hall and. then change their minds 
and don’t show up,” said Joseph Brown, 
assistant to the director of auxiliary ser- 


vices. “Others change their minds during 
the first week of school and go home. At a 
later date, we will be able to estimate the 
number of vacancies there should be for 
second semester on the basis of historical 
data.” 


Figures provided by the housing office 
show that there were 343 cancellations of 
residence hall contracts for this year, prior 
to July 1977. An additional 41 cancellations 
came from persons who had paid the 
deposit but did not arrive at the dormitory. 


At the beginning of this school year the 


housing shortage was so severe that some- 


students could not attend college here, 
Albrecht said. 


“Kau Claire, Stout, La Crosse, and 
Stevens Point are experiencing greater 
demands for housing, due to increased 
enrollment,’ Albrecht said, ‘‘but the costs 
of an additional residence hall is 
prohibitive.” 

‘When viewing the housing situation, the 
state looks at the whole picture. There are 


empty dorms in Oshkosh and Whitewater,” 
Brown said

It was a calm weekend in a great number 
of communities, but this past weekend in 
Menomonie was one which ended in ap- 
proximately 75 arrests. 


A group of 300 persons chanted “‘Let’s go 
nuts,” early Sunday morning on the 600 
‘block of Broadway in front of the Villa 
Piazza and the Flame. The crowd marched 
up Main Street to Crescent and then headed 
back to Broadway. As the group neared the 
dorms on North campus, there were 
beginnings of rumblings, ‘“‘Let’s take over 
the bridge.” 


Acting police chief Ed Rhodes became 
concerned about the possible problems with 
the blocking of traffic on Highway 25 and 
the bridge which separates North 
Menomonie from the North Campus area. 
As the group neared Elm Avenue (near the 

. Dairy Queen), the group began to chant 
“To 94.”’ Rhodes decided to warn the crowd 
first and then follow through using fire 
hoses and tear gas. 


‘When the group indicated that they 
were goirg to I-94, I made a decision. One 
car on the interstate could wipe out 15 or so 
people if it was traveling 60 miles per 
hour,” said Rhodes. 


The crowd was warned that it was an 
unlawful assembly and that water and-or 
tear gas would be used to break up the 
crowd. 


About 50 persons left the group and the 
remaining crowd was broken up by tear gas 
and water. Officers armed with night and 
riot sticks directed the crowd back to the 
downtown area. Seventeen persons were 
arrested for disorderly conduct. 


“There were less people who took to the 
streets than in last year’s disturbance. I 
think it was planned. For two weeks we had 


been hearing rumblings,”’ Rhodes said. 

In addition to the Sunday morning 
commotion, there were 40 traffic citations 
for reckless driving, speeding, and driving 
while under the influence of alcohol. Seven 
were arrested for disorderly conduct, eight 
for open container offenses, and five for 
littering. Rhodes estimated that about 60 
percent of these charged were university 
students. 


“There will be no university action taken 
against these students,” according to dean 
of students, Sam Wood. 

University Security were also busy. Open 
containers were confiscated from those 
attending the Saturday afternoon football 
game. 


“Actually there were only minimal 
number of persons asked to get rid of their 
open containers when entering the game,” 
said William Blumer, Chief of Security. 

Blumer also said there were a number of 
actions of vandalism around the campus 
area. There was excessive littering around 
HKMC and a number of trash barrels were 
dumped. There was a great deal of drinking

in the residence hall areas during the 
parade and football game, Blumer said. 
Windows in North Hall were broken, and 
one student was hospitalized for an alcohol 
related health problem. 


One fraternity group, the FOB’s, were 
asked to remove their float from the parade 
line-up. According to Bill Siedlecki, 
director of student services, the group had 
liquor on their float. They also had a dead 
cat hanging on the back of their float. 
Siedlecki said the group had been asked by 
Wood to remove the cat and the liquor from 
their float. The group did. But as they left 
the fairgrounds and began on the parade 
route, Wood noticed the cat had been placed 
on the float again and that the group had 
liquor with them. The float was removed 
from the parade line-up. 


During the parade, a candidate for 
homecoming queen was hit in the back with 
a liquor bottle thrown from parade wat- 
chers.

Consumer affairs 
director speaks 


to home ec group 


The Washington regulatory bureaucracy 
has grown as powerful as the Congress, yet 
has none of the voter controls, according to 
Frank McLaughlin, acting director for the 
Office of Consumer Affairs. 

McLaughlin delivered his talk at UW- - 
Stout’s third annual Home Economics 
Homecoming Conference, to an audience of 
several hundred persons here last Friday. 

He said that in the past business has 
supported. consumer regulations at a 
national level because it is preferable to 
dealing with a string of sporadic state and 
municipal regulations. 

“The consequence of this is regulations 
enacted by non-elected officials,” he said. 
“Most agencies have the same power as the | 
Congress; they can impose criminal 
sanctions.” 

But he added that with regulatory 
agencies, ‘‘the public doesn’t have election 
day retribution.” 

While the trend has been to protect 
regulatory agencies, McLaughlin said, the 
Carter Administration hopes to decrease 
the psychological distance between the 
agencies and the public. He said that Carter 
hopes to establish a consumer advocate 
office but the plan is being opposed by the 
business lobby because “‘it doesn’t want 
any competition.” 

McLaughlin told students in the 
audience, ‘It’s virtually impossible to 
select a profession without being faced with 
the activity of federal regulation agen- 
cies.”’ 

He urged home economics majors to

$10 fee charged for 
bad checks to Stout

‘My bank must have made an error, or 
maybe my folks didn't deposit the money " 
This is a typical response given by a 
student when the Stout cashier calls about a 
NSF (not sufficient fund) check 


‘There are actually a small percentage 
of people writing bad checks but this makes 
limitations, spoiling it for the rest,” said 
Ron Melick, chief accountant for Stout 

“There is not a_ real preventative 
measure to stop potential check bouncers, 
however we have a $10 charge for bad 
checks " 

The $10 fee applies to any check, no 
matter what the amount is ‘The same 
amount of time is required for any size 
check to be processed A lot of time is spent 
in computer processing and paperwork,” 
said Jane Griffiths, head cashier 


At this time. there are 49 bad checks 
outstanding since second semester 
Twenty-seven are a result of bad tuition 
payments and four are from the bookstore 
The remaining 18 are from other areas 
There were $5,000 worth of bad checks at 
registration 


‘This figure had decreased compared to 
other years because of the new $100 
prepayment at registration instead of 40 
percent of the total bill,"’ Melick said 

“The trend in bounced checks is that the 
amounts have decreased This is because of 
the lists that are sent out," said Griffiths 
“A list is kept of those who write bad checks 
and circulated to areas where checks are 
taken.’’ A bounced check is charged back to 
the department and the student is sent a 
collection letter 


The NSF policy includes collection letters 
and phone calls, both within certain time 
limits. The final step is sending the problem 
to the district attorney or the collection 
agency The NSF policy is currently being 
revised to be more strict and include more 
reminders 


A bad check for prepayment of payments 
at the time of registration is treated as if no 
registration has taken place The student 1s 
then taken off the registration lists 


“When a student is in school and is 
writing bad checks, we have to go through a 
lengthy procedure,’ according to Griffiths 
“A pretty small amount of people have to 
be sent to the collection agency.” 

Melrick believes all business’ experience 
bad check writing ‘‘We would rather have 
you discuss the problem with us before you 
write a bad check,’ he said 

Bob Johnson, Student Center Director, 
has a built in prevention and control 
measure for the bookstore 


“If the amount exceeds $200, the check 
cashing service is discontinued. Also, a ten 
cent service charge is required with a 
purchase to cover NSF checks when 
cashing a check.'’ The bookstore also has 
the list for the cashier of students who have 
bounced checks 


“We aren't getting rich on ten cents a 
check, we are actually taking a risk, but we 
felt a need to have a check cashing ser- 
vice,’ said Johnson 

That some students bounce a check is a 
fact, but generally the operation goes 
smoothly, according to Johnson

“‘My first taste of industrial arts was 
literally a kick in the ass,’’ said Pat Arneth, 
a freshman majoring in industrial 
education. ‘‘On my first day of class, I bent 
over to pick something up and a classmate 
gave me a boot.” 

Undaunted by her first experience, Ar- 
neth continued to take shop-classes in 
school and is now enrolled in the metals and 
mechanics concentrations of industrial 
education here. 

“It’s interesting, I can understand it, and 


it’s new and challenging,’”’ Arneth said. 
“Engines have always intrigued me. 
Someday I’d like to buy an old car and 
completely recondition it. But that comes 
after more education and finding a place to 
do it.” 

Of the 700 enrolled in industrial education 
here, only seven are women. The fact that 
women comprise only one per cent of the 
enrollment raises questions as to why a 
woman would want to enter the field. 

Martha Wendt, a freshman in the woods 
technology concentration. that 
she took courses in , drafting, 
metals, and electricity throughout high 
school and found she liked them. 

“‘I was allowed to take the courses that 
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interested me while in high school,’’ Wendt 
said. ‘‘I really enjoyed them, and did well.” 

Arneth became interested in industrial 
arts in junior high school, but was not 
allowed to take any shop classes until ninth 
grade. 

“My mother was always very handy 
around the house, and I suppose I picked it 
up from her,’’ Arneth said. ‘‘My high school 
industrial education teachers were all Stout 
graduates, and they told me about the 
school. It’s everything they said it would 
be.’”’ 

An interesting job in graphic arts caused 
Char Peterson, a senior in the graphic arts 
concentration, to change her major to in- 
dustrial education and return to Stout. 

“I attended Stout for two years in ar-. 
chitectural design and art,” Peterson said, 
‘“‘and then was employed in the graphic arts 
field. I didn’t think of the field as being 
male-dominated at the time, because I 
worked mostly with women. When I 
enrolled in the industrial education 
program, it was an adjustment.” 

Adjustment problems can arise when 
women enter a male-dominatedfield. Social 
prejudices are partly to blame. 

“People are conditioned to believe that 
some jobs are for men only,”’ Peterson 
said. ‘I got the feeling that I had to prove 
my abilities before the men in my classes 
would accept me."’ e 

To develop a better understanding of the 
problems women in technical areas en- 
counter, Peter Cupery, graduate assistant 
to Mr. James Benson, assistant dean of the 
school of industry and technology, is 
bringing women together to discuss their 
experiences. Lists of women currently 
enrolled in industrial education and in- 
dustrial technology enable women in these 
fields to keep in touch. 

Ken Erickson, placement director for the 
school of industry and technology, views 
job prospects as good for women in in- 
dustrial education 

“The main problem would be one of 
control,’’ Erickson said. ‘'It is difficult for 
anyone to maintain order in industrial arts 
classes, because, with the exception of 
drafting, students are moving around. “‘It 
takes maturity to deal with situations that 
may arise "' 

Peterson described her experiences as a 
student teacher at Eau Claire Memorial as 
a ‘great experience.”

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Science, technology and 
philosophy not to exist alone

“History is a study of man and the en- 
vironment. Philosophy is a study of man 
and the environment. Physics is a study of 
man and the environment. Man is part and 
in partnership with his environment. It is 
impossible to conceive of man without the 
environment. Art and science should be 
taken together and comprehended with 
‘science,’ said Raymond Seeger, former 
special assistant to the director of the 
National Science Foundation. 

Seeger spoke Tuesday in the Science 
Wing about ‘‘Science, Technolgoy, and 
Society.’’ He has done extensive research 
on humanistic aspects of Physics, along 
with philosophical and religious im- 
plications. He has written several books 
and is the author of many articles on the 
subject. 

Seeger lectured in a sermon-like style 
that was entertaining. The eudience was 
composed of many faculty members and 
visiting professors. Chancellor Swanson 
was among those attending. 

Seeger believes that science, technology, 
and philosophy can’t exist alone. There is 
so often a public misunderstanding of 
science. He gave the example of a man who 
cut off a leg of a grasshopper. He ordred it 
to hop and it did with its three legs. Then he 
cut off another leg and ordered it to hop. 
The grasshopper hopped with its two 
remaining legs. Then he cut off another leg 
and ordered it to hop. The grasshopper 
hopped with its two reamining legs. When 
he had cut off all its legs and ordered it to 
hop, the grasshopper remained still. His 
conclusion was that if you cut off all a 
grasshopper’s legs, it becomes deaf 

‘Everything is compartmental with 
regards to so many things, designed by 
departments. At a university an interesting 
thing is that it is like a zoo. Everything is in 
departments and labeled, categories should 
not be so strict; more overlapping needs to 
take place and be realized. Science, 
technology and philosophy cannot exist 
alone.” 

Science and technology are converged so 
that we can describe so we can prescribe. 
Science cannot explain the origin of matter, 
science and-or the mind, so philosophical 
questions are raised. 

Science, philosophy and technolgoy are 
all trying to answer the same questions. 
What is true, what is real and what is of 
value? 

Scientists have to think of issues in all 
social, and moral issues. The knife in the 
hand of a person is not good or bad in itself 
but in the man who is using it. This applies 
to science, too. 

Not enough people understand science. 
Science should be known to better un- 
derstand music and art. It should be given 
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the same _ weight aa emphasis as 
literature, music and art in a liberal arts 
course or study. Seeger once had a student 
who asked, ‘‘How do you expect me to know 
all of this, who do you think I am, Ein- 
stein?” Seeger replied, ‘No, Einstein 
would not be taking this course for the 
fourth time.” 

It is important to grow up in science as 
well as religion. By knowing more about 
each, there will be more - religious 
philosophies “and knowledge of science as 
when you were 16. 

There are three attitudes concerning 
religion. 

1. Idonot know, (‘how they do not know, I 
wonder how they don’t. know’’). 

2. We don’t know, but . . . (skeptics). 

a Mey don’t know but we are finding out 
(faith). 

Seeger believes the people who built this 
society had the third kind of attitude. They 
had faith in something. 

He also spoke of the uncertainly theory. 
“The more you know, the more you don’t 
know.” 

Seeger ended by saying, ‘‘He whose soul 
is flat will have the sky cave in on him by 
and by. Science, technology and philosophy 
need to be integrated more.”

Maintenance men are currently 
working to remove the 75 watt 
lights in dorm rooms. 

The men are paid through a 
federally funded program. In this 
way, dorm residents make money 
(in terms of energy savings), 
rather than losing it (in terms of 
hourly wages.) 


“These lamps are about four 
times as inefficient as the 
fluorescent lights,’’ said Joe 
Brown, assistant director of 


auxiliary services. 

“They use more electricity in a 
month than all of Fleming Hall.’’ 

Room costs have risen $28 from 
last semester. utilities alone ac- 
count for 60 to 70 percent of this 
increase, according to Brown 

In view of the rising costs and 
efforts by the administration to

Tne IRC saw that as an opportunity for 
itself and the SSA to fill the dungeo created 
in the original allocation but like other 
organizations made up entirely or mostly of 
“minorities’’, the IRC got nothing 

We joined hands with some other 
aggrieved organizations to make the SSA 
see the true prespective and ramifications 
of what they were doing. We did not only 
file to do that, but also some of us were 
insulted in the process. Then came the SSA 
newsletter of Oct. 25 with a stinking and 
most irresponsible (some call it sarcastic! ) 
write-up titled ‘‘What's all this fuss about 
monkies”’ 

I would like to explain at this juncture 
that the IRC has some genuine pearls of 
American membership, all of whom we are 
very proud (the vice-president is

Since I’m majoring in ‘Technical 
Communications”’ I’m allowed to pretend I 
know something about the subject (wel! if 
the instructors can, why can't I?).

It's difficult to start a conversation 


without referring to some shared past 
event. 

The reason that members of minority 
groups communicate better is they share 
an assumed oppression. For example: Any 
black person can assume that another 
black has at least once felt the wrath of| 
some narrow minded bigot, and has been 
called “‘nigger’’ (or worse). Any gay can 
assume that any other gay has experience: 
the taunting cries of ‘‘faggot’’ from 
misinformed frightened straights. Women| 
can assume that they share the feelings o! 
oppression that our society heaps upo 
them. 

It’s entirely possible that 
municator has never actually experience 
any oppression. That. doesn’t matter. Th 
assumed experience is sufficient to mak 
the communication easier. In fact, talkin, 
about the oppression may not (and usuall 
doesn't) even enter the conversation. 

The SMWASP’s are also responsible for 
creating bureaucratese — the long, con- 
voluted, incomprehensible style of com- 
munication so popular with businessmen, 
lawyers, politicians, and (in some cases) 
teachers.

Healthy house plants bring life to

Green healthy plants can make a dorm 
room come to life, while sickly ones can 
make the whole room seem drab and 
lifeless. 

If you always seem to have problems 
with your plants, try the following 
guidelines to help insure that your plants 
will have a green tomorrow. 

According to Dr. F. Russell James, 
botony instructor, the most common dif- 
ficulty in raising plants in the dorm rooms 
is lack of light. 

The only way to combat this, he said, it to 
buy tropical rain plants that need little light 
such as philodendrons and the norfolk pine. 

Another reason that plants don’t thrive is 
because people tend to overwater their 
plants, said James. A good guide is to 
watch the leaves of the plants. 

“It’s a good idea not to water until the 
leaves start to wilt," he said. “This way you 
can be sure your plants will not receive too 
much water.” 

Fertilizing plants is another big problem 
that the amateur encounters. 

“Houseplants don't take much fer- 
tilizer,"’ said James. ‘‘People seem to think 
that if a little is good, a lot is better, and this 
simply isn't true when you fertilize plants."’ 

According to James, too much fertilizer 
concentrates the salt portion in the soil. 
Concentrated salt will take any water that 
it can get, robbing the roots from the water 
that they need. 

Many studies have been done on whether 
talking to plants does any good. James said 
that the whole idea is ridiculous. 

“Plants don’t have a nervous system,” 


said James. ‘‘It’s been scientifically proven 
that talking to plants or playing music to 
them can make no difference in the way. 
they grow.”’ 

Many students don’t have time to give 
elaborate care to their plants. Following. 
are some popular hardy varieties that 
students have successfully grown in their 
rooms. 

PHILODENDRONS 

There are over 20 varieties of this plant. 
The best known is P. cordatum, which 
climbs and has small heart shaped leaves. 
They should be kept fairly moist and they 
grow easily anywhere. They multiply 
through cuttings. 

SANSEVIERIA (SNAKE PLANT) 

This plant grows in a clump and has tall 
skinny leaves. They have been said to be 
the most hardy of all houseplants. They 
survive in dim light and require little 
water. Propagation is best done by division. 

SPIDER PLANT 

This is a good hanging plant. There are 
several varieties, the most popular is the 
dark green leaf which can survive in dim 
light. The type with the white striped leaves 
are prettier, but they need much more 
light. The plant should have a moderate 
amount of water. 

CACTI 

Cacti come in thousands of shapes and 
sizes. Most cacti will succeed best if they 
spend the summer in full, warm sunlight 
and have sufficient water. During the. 
winter they should be kept cold and no 


water should be given. Some form of cacti 
can be propegated from cuttings, although 


it is usually best to use seeds. 
ASPARAGUS 

This is a foliage plant which is attractive 

and grows rapidly. It grows well with dim

Grade inflation common in

Inflation, almost everyone knows about it

According to Glen Scheunkept, Director 
of Institutional Research at Stout, grades 
haye gone up. Across the country, grades 
have been inflated from the most 
prestigious schools to the ordinary. 


° “ 


“Grade inflation started to occur in the 
middle sixties, during the Vietnam era,” 
said Scheunkept. 

“School promised an escape from the 
military service. This is a gross 
overgeneralization, but many faculty, to 
keep the students out of the draft, gave D's 
instead of failing grades,”’ said Scheunkept. 


The students argued that if the teacher 
gave them failing grades, that teacher was 
responsible for sending students to war,”’ 
said Scheunkept. 

There was also a general change in 
education_in secondary and_ higher 
education. The traditional disciplined areas 
gave way to broader electives by the 
students. 


“It used to be there was no choice, the 
student followed a set pattern with few 
electives. Subject matter choices were 
limited. Now all kinds of subjects are 
relevant to the major,” said Scheunkept. 


“For example, students may not care 
about the history or . But when 
the history is applied 
clothing, the social and cultural aspects of 
clothing becomes interesting,’’ he said. 

Students more involved in a course 
usually do better in it.

“Today, if a student fails or out of 
school, so what? He can get a job or try 
another school. The worst that has hap- 
pened is that his higher education has 
ended,”’ said Schuenkept. 


There has also been a general reaction to 
grade inflation over the past five years. 


“The grading cycle is starting to com- 
plete itself. We’re moving towards strict 
grades, what many feel is the ‘proper’ 
grade standard. With more students at- 
tending college, faculty are no longer under 
pressure to hang onto students for class 
enrollment. requirements,”’ said 
Schuenkept. 


According to Chancellor Swanson, the 
average grade has increased. 

“Higher grades are being given due to 
lower accuracy, not inflation,’’ said 
Swanson. \ 

“Students think, ‘‘I’d get an A because 
the teacher didn’t make it clear what was 
needed for that grade’” he said. 


According to Swanson, .if the ultimate 
aim of education is to have the student 
understand the course, then the student 
should be able to use all knowledge 
available to him. All tests would be open 


book exams. 
As a teacher, Swanson found it difficult to 
assign grades. 


‘As I progressed in my teaching career, I 
let my students take and retake my tests till 
they passed with the grade they wanted. 
Since I was forced to make many forms of 


Grade point averages have

Until two and one-half years ago U.A.B. 
did not exist as such. It was formerly 
known as the University Activities 
Assembly (U.A.A.) However, according to 
Bill Siedlecki and Nancy Chase, advisors of 
U.A.B., the organization was too broad. It 
had consisted of 24 separate groups each 
with their own individual accounts 

“You couldn’t keep track of the budgets 
and programming at all, everything con- 
flicted,”” according to Siedlecki. Therefore 
in order to combat this problem, the 24 


separate groups were condensed to seven 
groups, each with their own individual 


accounts. 
This combination was established and 


organizations folded over. For example the 
Draft Association-was-no longer needed so. 
they folded over. 

In addition to this, another major change 
has occurred. Up until last year there was 
no one to represent U.A.B. on the Senate. 
Therefore, in order to help resolve this 
missing communication link; Kaplan, then 
chairperson for PCDC, was "elected to the 
Senate. Whereupon he ‘then became vice- 
president of Student Activities, thus ser- 
ving on the Chief Executive Board of ,the 
Senate. 

This communication between the two 
“entities” was solved somewhat as a result 
of this change. However at the U.A.B. 
meeting last Monday night, this problem of 
missing communication between the 
Senate and U.A.B. was discussed. Ac- 
cording to one U.A.B. member, the “‘U.A.B: 
is in the slums with the Senate.’’ He thought 
that U.A.B. is being misrepresented. 

However, according to Kaplan this is not 
the case.

Auto mechanics lab offers 
opportunity for all students 


by Bonita Oehike 


If you look under the hood of a car and 
everything looks the same to you, there is 
. help available. If you know a little bit about 
the insides of a car, there is help for you. If 
you know a lot about how a carruns you.can 
become more specialized in the area. 


In the automotive mechanics con- 

* centration classes, you get as much in- 

formation in a quarter as you would in one 
year of vocational school. 

“But the goal is different and the students 
are: different,”’ according to Ed Morical; 
associate professor of energy and tran- 
sportation. o 


“The students need the theory and un- 
derstanding along with the skills to talk 
intelligently about motor mechanics. In a 
vocational school the student can do all the 


work but he may not be able to explain it,” , 


he said. 


“General Automobile Mechanics is a 
class that helps you anticipate what your 
car will need. Students can learn to get 
their battery recharged before it runs down 
and how to take care of their car. This can 
help so you won’t get ripped off at a garage. 


“We don’t guarantee you will be able to 
do everything, but you will be able to tell 
what is happening,” said Morical. 

General Auto Mech is a good course for 
those who have never had an automobile 
course. 


Qther courses in_the concentration are 
detailed subjects on different aspects in the 
car. : 


When you consider there is five to six 
miles of wire in a car, a student should have 
information in electrical circuits and tune 
ups for trouble shooting, according to 
Morical. 


When Morical started 21 years ago, there 
were four courses relating to automobile 
mechanics. In compliance with the normal 
growth of the University nine more courses 
were added. 


The auto mechanics lab is located on the 
first floor of Fryklund Hall. The only timé 
it’s not in use is at the beginning of the 
quarter when students are-still in lecture. 


“Otherwise,” said Morical, “we use the 
lab to 183 percent capacity.” : 


_ If a student would like to work on sown | 


car for the class, he can bring it in. only 
charge would be for the materials to 
make repairs. } 


“It would be impossible to stock all the 
gaskets for the different cars without 
spending too much money,” said Morical. 

There are always plenty of cars that need 
repair work done according to Morical. 

In the auto mech lab there is a piece of 
equipment for every problem that would 
come up except exceptional equipment. 


“A normal garage would not even have 
such equipment, instead the job would be 
sent away to a specialist,’’ said Morical. 

“Repairs are often sent to other labs 
when the jobs cannot b< accomplished in 
the auto mech lab,” says Morical.

Mankato plays well against Stout

“I think the story of this game is that 
Mankato just played very well,” said head 
football coach Lyle Eidsness, about the 
Blue Devils 37-7 loss to the Mankato State 
University Mavericks last Saturday. 


Senior Kal Kalenberger, Mankato 
quarterback, gave an impressive per- 
formance as he hit on 27 of 37 attempted 
passes, rolling up 254 yards and three 

touchdowns. In the first quarter Kalen- 
berger hit 12 for 16 attempts and 138 yards. 

The Blue Devils opened strong, taking the 
game’s kickoff and reaching the Mankato 
15 yard line before freshman quarterback 
Ken Kartman fumbled the ball to Mankato. 


The Devils regained the ball on their own 
36 yard line despite tough Radar defense. 
Only six plays later Steve Burr raced off. to 
tackle the left side and scored the Stout 
touchdown on a 34 yard run to take the lead. 
Jeff Hoegfeldt added the conversion point 
closing Stout's scoring. 

The remainder of the scoring was_all 


Mankato, even. though Eidsness felt his 
offensive line ‘‘played their best as a unit 
all year.” 


Blue Devil rushing gained 230 yards total, 
over 100 yards more than they had been 
averaging thus far. Burr led all runners 
gaining 107 yards on 10 carries from 
scrimmage, and received one pass for 
another 14 yards. 

The Blue Devils had defensive trouble 
adjusting to Mankato’s passing attack. 

“They executed very well, and used a 
pass into the seam of the defense which was 
at best difficult to cover,” said Eidsness. 

“To shut that pass play off we yielded yards 
in other ‘ways.”” 


Mankato finished the day with 408 yards 
combined rushing and passing. 

Turnovers, penalties and mistakes also 
hurt the Blue Devils. Stout managed to get 
inside the Mankato 15 cinders line five times, 
but fumbled twice, was penalized once, and 
had a snap from center go over thé head of 


the holder. 

The loss dropped the Devils to a 2-6 
record on the season, anda 2-4 mark in 
conference play. The other non-conference 
loss was to Winona State at the start of the 
season. 

Next Saturday, the team will resume 
conference action in an away game with the 
UW-Oshkosh, Titans.

Theft and mutilation major 
problem at Pierce Library 


¢Last week I tried to find a book in the 
library, and was told they didn’t have it 
anymore — it had been ripped off,” said 
Charlie Goodman, a sophomore in in- 
dustrial technology. ‘‘Then I went to find a 
magazine article on page 31 and found a 
gap between pages 25 and 40.” 

The problem of theft and mutilation of 
materials is a major problem at Pierce 
Library 


“‘Students steal magazines when they are 
unable to buy the specific magazine in 
Menomonie,’ said John Jax, director of 
media retrieval services at Pierce Library. 
“Books are sometimes taken when a 
student wishes to plagarize material and 
not be found out.”’ 


“Some assignments are particularly 
hard on materials,’’ Jax said. “Our copy 
machines don't reproduce colors, so when a 
student needs a color reproduction, he will 
take the original and use that."’ 


The present system of theft detection 
relies on checkers to look through outgoing 
materials. Statistics on losses indicate that 
this system is ineffective 


In 1975, a committee of students, faculty 
members, and library staff studied the 
theft problem 


They estimated losses per year at $8,200 
for books and $3,300 for magazines and 
audiovisual aids. 

Jax cites students rights to privacy and 
the individual checker’s responsibility. as 
reasons for the ineffectiveness of the 
present system 


‘How far do we go? Do we have the right 
to examine the contents of someone's 
purse?"’, said Jax. ‘‘At present, it’s only 
possible to check all visible means, and 


even then, the system is only as good as the 
people doing the checking.” 


A recommendation by the committee in 
its report was to install an electronic 
detection device to decrease losses. 

The device is used in over 600 libraries 
worldwide. Northwestern University 
reports a 93 percent decrease in losses 
since installation of the device. 


‘Ipc electronic device is located at the 
litcary exit gate and searches through 
clothing, books, and briefcases for special 
strips implanted in library materials. If the 
strip has not been desensitized as materials 
pass through the gate, library personnel 
are alerted. 


The initial cost of the device is $12,640 
Additional cost per year is $2,625, according 
to the 1976 committee report. 

The committee estimated that the system 
would pay for itself in 1-2 years. 

The library now employs 35 persons as 
checkers, many of who ‘‘sit around a lot,” 
according to Jax. 


If installed, persons now hired to check 
for stolen materials could work on 
reshelving, and money saved through 
decréased losses could be used to buy more 
books 


The library will move to a new facility in 
October 1981. A different system will 
probably be put into use at that time, but 
“that won't benefit the students who use it 
now,"’ Jax said 


“It’s discouraging when funds aren't 
obtainable to help solve the theft problem’, 
Jax said. ‘“‘There is no question that the 
present system isn’t effective, despite our 
efforts."

Student Regent Needed 


A bill creating a student position 
on the Board of Regents is now 
being discussed in the state 
assembly education committee. 
An executive session to discuss the 
bill will be held in mid-November. 

The Stoutonia staff feels this bill 
is badly needed. 

It is obvious that the board 
discusses regulations concerning 
students. It is equally obvious that 
students need to be invoived in that 
decision making process. 

Chancellors and faculty have 
system wide forums sponsored by 
the university. On the other hand, 
students must organize the fund 
efforts to make their opinions 
known on their own. 

Once a student spokesman 
arrives at the meeting, he faces 
possible rejection. The board can 
vote fo refuse him. 

If a permanent student position 
were created, this problem could 
be alleviated. 

There are disadvantages to the 
bill. 

It is possible that the regents 
would look no further for student 
input than the person who occupies 
the office. He could become the 
official spokesman. This tokenism 
must be avoided by hard work to 
keep the goodwill attitudes of both 
regents and students. 

It is possible that the selection 
process would not allow for 
representative opinions. If the 
office were to be appointed by the 
regents or the governor, this could 
happen. 

in order to avoid this problem, 
students should be allowed to 
choose the student regent. In 
dividual campuses could nominate 
a person for the position, or the 
United Council could choose him 

Students who are concerned 
about voicing their opinions on 
subjects directly affecting them, 


should write to their assem 
blyman. 
The assemblyman for 


Menomonie is LaVerne Ausman, 
Route 2, Elk Mound. Tel! him you 
support the bill, and refer to it by 
number (AB 604).

(ZNS) A COALITION OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS groups performed ‘‘brain 
surgery’ on a cauliflower in San Francisco 
this week as part of a public protest against 
government recommendations in favor of 
brain surgery as a treatment for mental 
patients. 

The group gathered in front of the 
regional U-S health, education and welfare 
office and watched as a man dressed as a 
surgeon introduced himself as doctor Cereb 
Cortex. The would-be surgeon then 
carefully placed a cauliflower on a table in 
front of him, and began picking at it with a 
scalpel, 

Insisting the “‘cauliflower brain’? would 
not perform ‘‘normally,” the surgeon 
resorted tc larger instruments. Aided by a 
power chain saw, doctor Cortex finally 
managed not only to hack off the 
cauliflower’s frontal lobes, but chop the 
table in half as well. 

Four federal. guards looked on, laughed 
occasionally, but made no arrests. 


(ZNS) GEORGIA ATTORNEY J.B. 
STONER — the leader of the right-wing 
national states rights party — says he will 
tell the house select committee on 
assassinations about alleged attempts by 
an FBI informer to hire him to kill Doctor 
Martin Luther King, Junior. 

Stoner has reportedly given the name of a 

‘man he claims was an FBI agent provoc- 
teur to both the house assassinations 
committee and to lawyers for James Earl 
Ray. 

During a meeting with Ray’s attorneys, 
Stoner charged that the agent, on several 
occasions just prior to the King 
assassination, offered him money to help 
kill the civil rights leader. 

Stoner said the most recent offer was for 
$25,000 (dollars), which was to be paid in 
cash if Stoner would accompny a rifleman 
on a mission to slay Doctor King. 

Stoner openly admits that he hated King 
and that he was not unhappy over the 
murder; but he nonetheless rejected the 
$25,000 (dollar) offer. 

Stoner also claims he was never once 
questioned by the FBI in connection with 
the King assassination. The FBI has stated 
that the King murder investigation was one 
of the most extensive murder probes in 
bureau history. 


(ZNS) GOVERNMENT SCIENTISTS 
REPORT that a giant sponge which had 
been captured in a radioactive dumping 
area under the sea has escaped. - 

The strange sponges were seen for the 
first time last year when divers dropped 
photographic equipment to depths of 3000 
feet under the ocean off the San Francisco 
coast. At the time, the researchers. were 
checking for possible radioactive leakage 
from barrels of hot atomic wastes which 
were dumped into the area 25 years earlier. 

The giant, four-foot-long sponges are 
unlike any other creatures ever found along 
American coasts. Scientists, however, 
dismiss the idea that the animals might be 
radioactive mutants. They suggest that the 
sponges are attached to the radioactive 
barrels merely because the steel drums are 
smooth and easy to cling to. 

A submarine used a claw this past 
weekend to snag one of the creatures and 
bring it 3000 feet up to the surface. At the 
last minute, however, the sponge managed 
to shake itself loose and sink back down to 
the ocean depths. The researchers believe 
the sponge which escaped was sub- 
sequently eaten by sharks in the area. 


(ZNS) “STAR WARS” FANS can soon 


begin collecting ‘Star Wars’ trading 
cards, but they won’t be marketed inside 
packages of bubblegum. 

Twentieth Century Fox has signed a deal 
with I-T-T continental bakeries, calling for 
the official trading cards to be distributed 
inside 70 million loaves of Wonder Bread.

The news service reports that 
cottonseed, which has more protein than 
peanuts or cashews do, may soon be hitting 
U.S. markets in the forms of bread, butter, 
oil and meat extender. 

The news service cites findings by Texas 
researcher, Doctor Betty Alford, which 
show that the protein derived from cot- 
tonseed is easily digestible, good for 
children, and even seems to help combat 
heart ailments. 

Researchers from four Texas univer- 
sities have reportedly figured out how to 
process the seed for flour, how to ‘“‘tex- 
turize’’ it for meat extender, and even how 
to dissolve the stuff to make a protein-rich 
carbonated soft drink. 

Pacific news quotes Texas A&M 
university researcher Carl Cox as saying 
“We’re just about ready to move from the 
research to a marketable product.” 


(ZNS) A GARDENING MAGAZINE is 
out with the astounding news that one hope 
for meeting U.S. energy needs in the future 
may lie in none other than cockroaches. 

Organic Gardening and Farming 
magazine explains that methane fuel can

Blind student claims to be 
‘somewhat handicapped’

‘What I see at 20 feet is what you see at 
200 feet, that is, I have to go within 20 feet of 
the object to see it. This is how well Charles 
Hook, a graduate student at Stout, can see. 

“IT consider myself somewhat han- 
dicapped,. but it is more of an in-

court following 
unlawful assembly 


Fourteen persons appeared in Dunn 
County Court following an alleged unlawful 
assembly during homecoming. 

The fourteen arrested were charged with 
unlawful assembly, but the charges were 


‘amended by District Attorney James 


Wendland to disorderly conduct. 

Five persons pleaded guilty, six pleaded 
not guilty, three requested a jury trial, and 
two are waiting for legal counsel. Three 
persons were placed on probation for a 
year, committed to jail for one week, and 
ordered to pay restitution of expenses in- 
curred by the city. 

According to a police source, ap- 
proximately $3,000 was spent by the city in 
paying overtime police and fire department 
help. 

Two others were fined $109, committed to 
jail for two weeks, and ordered to share in 
the city’s restitution. 

Trials have been re-scheduled for the 
other nine. 

One person was out of jail for the day on 
the Huber Law. The Huber law states a 
person may leave the jail for school or 
work, but must return at night. He reported 


‘that he was walking back to campus after 


the group had broken up when he was 
arrested. 

“T think the whole deal was blown out of 
proportion. Generally disorderly conduct is 
punished by a fine. Suddenly 1 found myself 
sitting in jail and being forced to pay for a 


‘police force for the special weekend,” he 


said, 

“They (the police) were acting like it was 
Kent State or something. I was arrested the 
day after the riot. When I got to the police 
station, I was unaware of why I had been 
summoned there. They arrested me for 
unlawful assembly and took “mug shots, 
fingerprints and the whole bit. It was 
almost like I had been framed,” said 


another person found guilty. 


Dunn County Judge Jack Joyce and 
District Attorney Wendland were not 
willing to comment. 


convenience, I just have to do things dif- 
ferently than most other people,” said 
Hook. 


“The worst part of my situation is that 
my eyes won’t stand still,” said Hook. 
“Alcohol keeps them steady as a rock but 
unfortunately my doctor would not give me 
such a prescription. 

“People aren’t sure if they should look or 
not. Once I get to know people it’s no big 
deal,” he said. 


Hook was born blind because of 
cataracts. Some sight was provided in an 
operation before he was one year old. At 
present, his condition is inoperable. Hook 
uses extra glasses for reading. 

“Of course I don’t drive, but I ride a 
bike,’ said Hook. ‘‘I also read slower than 
the average person but I do all my own 
reading. 


. “One problem is trying to find a 
microfiche reader at the library to make 
things large enough to read. I block the 
light trying to get close enough to see. 

“T also have some problems with the 
white boards but I usually sit in the front of 
the classrooms.”’ 

“The instructors are wonderful around 
here, especially since many of them in the 
rehab-oriented classes preach job 
modification.” 

Hook is working on a thesis on the em- 
ployment of the handicapped. He is doing 
research to find out the attitudes of em- 
ployers. Hook believes there is need for a 
lot of improvement in this area. 


“An employer may be worried because 
the thinks he has to change his whole plant 
over to hire one handicapped person,’’ he 
said. 

According to Hook, ‘The attitudes are 


getting better because people are becoming 


more aware and concerned. New 
legislation is being passed about making 
buildings more accessable, for example.” 

The program that Hook is studying is 
work evaluation. This involves trying to 
find what people are best suited to do. He 
would be working with handicapped people 
since, ‘‘they have the hardest time finding 
work, I would be fitting people with jobs 
they can do.” 

After graduation from the University of 
Colorado with a major in English, Hook 
went on to take education courses and teach 
English for four years in a different area. 

“One problem I had was discipline is that 
kids got away with more and I wouldn’t 
notice. Then I got caught in the teacher glut 
and felt it was time to get into something 
that needed more people.”

The student stands facing his teacher 
who is holding a board. The student’s body 
is tense; he wants to break the board, but 
he knows it will hurt if he does not succeed. 

“Blank out everything,” his teacher tells 
him. “You're just breaking the board.” 

The student takes a careful breath and 
hits the board. It doesn’t break. He tries it 
again, this time concentrating more on his 
breathing and how his hand hits the board. 
Still the board does not break. 

He wants to quit because his knuckles are 
bleeding. ‘‘Try the other arm,” his teacher 


~ tells him. “It will be good for you.” 


The student decides to try again. He 
draws back his arm. His body is stiff with 
mental and physical tension. He hits true. 
The board shatters. 

There is more to judo and karate than the 


_kicking and choking: that are used for 


defense purposes. According to Ray 
Inovye, instructor for the judo class, 
discipline is one of the most important 
aspects of the art. 

“It takes discipline to get your body into 
condition,” said Inovye. 

“Many people don’t realize the mental 
concentration that one has to have when 
one is sparing. But, the most important 
discipline is to remain modest about the 
skills you have learned.” 

Inovye said masters of the martial arts 
frown people who try to show off their 
knowledge. 

“We don’t like it when a student of the art 
goes down to the bars and starts bragging 
about his talents,” Inovye said. 

He added that if a student is found guilty 
of showing off he will get a stiff talking to 
from his instructor. If the student not

Judo and karate are different , but 
they do share things in common. Judo is a 
sport that can be dealt with floor wrestling. 
It involves ch and pinning emp to 
the floor while karate ‘deals with the 
standing spares of kicking and punching. 


‘In judo, a person who is sparing has the 
choice of ting on the mat or on the 
floor,” said Wing. ‘‘If the fighter is better 
on the mat he will try to keep the’fighting on 


the mat. If he is better on the floor, he will -. 


try to keep the fighting there:”’ 

Mike Mitke, a student of karate, stated 
that a large benefit of the art was the self- 
assurance that it gave him. Mitke is a 
second degree green belt, but he-feels that 
there are many misconceptions about 
belting, the symbolic colored belts that 
signify a level of difficulty that a student 
has achieved. 

Belting progresses in levels, and the 
levels are different in judo and karate. The 
levels in karate progress from white, which 
every beginner has, to yellow, green, 
purple, brown, and black. Once a student of 
karate has achieved the black belt he can 
move up different levels of the belt. 

The judo bel: has only three colors, 
white, brown, and black. There are dif- 
ferent degrees in all the belts; white and 
brown have three progressive degrees, 
while black has ten different degrees. 

It bothers Mitke that there is no standard 
way of belting and that some schools are 
more lenient than others. 

“I know that some black belts feel the 
same way 1 do about it,’’ said Mitke. “In 
some cities a lot of people get the belt 
because they pay the pase 4 for the lessons

‘Students have triple 
obligation toward energy’

Students have a triple obligation toward 
energy, according to Wisconsin Secretary 
of State Douglas LaFollette. 

“Students have the obligation to learn 
about energy. This is why I’m here today. 
I’m here to teach them. 

‘Secondly, students have the obligation 
to be good consumers. They pay gg 
bills, either themselves or through thei 
parents. As consumers, they have the 
responsibiljty to demand better choices. 

“Finally, students have the obligation to 
be political people. They vote, and should 
demand their candidates to answer 
questions about energy,’’ he said. 

LaFollette visited the campus November 
9. He visited James Eggert’s economics 
classes, held a meeting with students in the 
ballroom, and held a press conference. 

I would like to dispute the myth that only 
increasing energy production and con- 
sumption will lift us out of economic 
recession,"’ he said. ‘‘This rationale is 
being used to justify the large-scale 
complex energy systems which are very 
costly, such as nuclear power and the 
conversion of coa! and shale to gas and oil."’ 

Since Menomonie is only 19 miles from 
the proposed Tyrone nuclear power plant, 
LaFollette concerned that students 


understand the problem. 

‘‘We should be promoting conservation 
and developing the alternative sources of 
energy and wind power. These sources aré 
environmentally sound, virtually 
inexhaustible, and cheap. Studies show that 
two billion dollars invested in energy 
conservation and solar powef provide four 
times as many jobs than if invested in 
nuclear reactors. 

‘‘Wisconsin is the idea] place for energy 
alternatives. We have over a million homes 
to be insulated. With our sunny summers 
and winters, we can use solar energy ef- 
fectively,’’ he said. 

LaFollette termed the employment 
created by nuclear energy as ‘low 
quality.’’ He said the number of employees 
needed to build such facilities would cause 
a false recession. After the plant was built, 
they would leave the area. 

‘When they leave, the area experiences 
an economic depression,”’ he said. 

Quoting an article from the Sheboygan 
Press, LaFollette said, ‘‘Cheap solar 
electricity is possible within five years if 
developed properly.’ He said solar elec- 


t..city could cause prices to drop from the 
current $14 to as low as 75 cents per watt, 
according to sui veys. 


Stout owns a collection of a variety of 
period clothing, dating from the 1920’s to 
the '50’s. 

“The clothing, textiles and design 
department would like to have a museum of 
its own some time in the future,’’ according 
to Dr. Marcia Metcalf, department ad 
ministrator. “‘People have donated or given 
to us old clothing after they finished 
cleaning out their attics.” 

Some items are too fragile to be worn. 
They are handled carefully and displayed 
only for observation. These items are 
preserved. No additional stitching or 
reinforcement is added to the garment. ‘‘If 
half the buttons are missing, they are left 
missing so the observer can picture how the 
rest would look,” said Metcalf. 

Fragile clothing could never be 
drycleaned or washed under our regular 
methods. They are laid in a large flat pan 
and gently soaked with a mild or no 


detergent to be cleaned. No rubbing or 
scrubbing is involved. 

“Silk is one fabric that degrades over the 
years and~ has to be handled very 
carefully,’ said Metcalf. 

“In a museum, the very fragile fabrics 
that have no strength left are stored in 
constant temperature and humidity. They 
may be loosely covered with plastic to keep 
away the dust but not tightly since plastic 
does not allow the fabric to breathe. It 
requires 2 lot of space to store these items. 
At this time we really have no place to 
display our items,’’ said Metcalf. 

Some clothing items are restored. This 
means that if the textile is in good repair, it 
may be worn with new fabric added for 
reinforcement. It is kept in the most 
original condition. 

The collection that Stout owns has a 
variety of dresses and coats. There are a 
few designer dresses clothing with some

‘We don’t throw anything away because we 
can get ideas from them," Metcalf said. 

“We also have a* collection of samples 
from the first sewing classes taught at 
Stout showing all the sewing techniques at 
that time. There is a lot of small and 
delicate work.” 

The accessories collection includes a 
swimsuit from the 20’s that, according to 
Metcalf, ‘you would think you would drown 
if you tried to swim in it.” 

There are spats, old postcards, gloves, 
christening gowns, bonnets and even a 
bikini in the accesories collection. 

Metcalf would welcome any old items 
that people have no use for. 


Demonstrators challenge regents

the Revolutionary Student Brigade and the

Sullivan statement. 

The companies doing business in South 
Africa will be judged on these five prin- 
ciples: 

— 1. No tion of races in all 
eating, comfort, and work facilities. 

— 2. Equal and fair employment prac- 
tices for all employees. 

— 3. Equal pay for all employees doing 
equal or comparative work for the same 
period of time. 

— 4. Initiation of and development of 
training programs that will prepere blacks 
and other non-whites for jobs. 

— 5. Increasing the number of blacks and 
other non-whites in management and 
supervisory positions. 

During an early part of the regents’ 
meeting, John Rury, a spokesman for the 


International Committee Against Racism, 
addressed the regents. 

Rury charged that three of the firms that 
prescribe to the statement still practice 
discrimination. 

“These three cases demonstrate that the 
Sullivan code is not a very meaningful 
measure. Corporations that claim to abide 
by it profit from this racism,” he said. 

Rury urged the regents to divest them- 
selves of all 19 South African stocks. He 
suggested that the funds received from 
those stocks be used to recruit more 
minority students. 

At 11 a.m. the board went into executive 
session. At this time demonstrators pushed 
through locked doors leading from the

Landiord-tenant bill not dead yet 


Over 55 percent of Stout’s 
students are living off campus. If 


you‘re not one of those students . 


right now, you probably will be in 
the future. 

As an off-campus dweller, you 
deserve more protections from 
possible landlord rip-offs. 

A state senate residential lan- 
diord tenant bill was rejected 
earlier this fall. The bill would 
have spetied out the obligations of 
the tenant and the landlord. It 
covered eviction actions, 
nonresident landlords, and non- 
compliance. 

The Democrats in the state 
assembly are expected to include 
landiord-tenant regulations and 
enforcement in a ‘’mini-budget.”’ 
This budget will be acted on during 
the February legislative floor 
period. 

The assembly action would give 
money to the state department of 
agriculture. The department of 
agriculture would be directed to 
develop the administrative rules. 
The consumer protection unit and 
department of justice would en- 
force the rules. 

This approach to the landlord- 
tenant act has been criticized by 
landlord groups and Republican 
legislators as being ‘‘secretive.’’ 

The Stoutonia staff feels this 
action is needed badly. 

In spite of the opposition, the 
budget item is expected to be 
passed. But it can’t pass unless it 
receives support from the con- 
stituents.

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Women’s studies minor 
practical in nature 


by Rosemary Wenzel 


“It is our goal to work with students so 
that they become sensitized to the needs of 
women. In almost any job, people would be 
working with female clients, employers, co- 
workers, or bosses,”’ says Janet Polanskys, 
co-director of the nev “Yomen’s Studies 
minor. 


The 24-credit minor is directed toward 
any student who wishes to enhance their 
leadership possibilities with women. It was 
developed here for a two-fold reason, says 
Polansky. First, it can give exposure to 
non-traditional majors for females, (such 
as Industrial Technology ) 


Required course work includes Sociology 
of Sex Roles, Women Writer's or Women in 
the Arts, Assertiveness Training, Family 
Relations I, and Introduction to Women's 
Studies. One and two credit independent 
study courses allow the student flexibility 
in structuring their own program 


“A number of schools offer such a 
program — but they are very academic in 
nature We have tried to structure our 
program to be practical in nature,"’ said 
Polansky 


There are a great number of problems 
with the program, but Polansky says that 


ey 
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they are conquerable. Many programs 
don’t allow a student to take 24-credits in 
minor program. However with good ad- 
visement, most students can work in the 
required course work. It has often béen 
difficult to find teachers to teach the 
courses. However, teachers have been 
found to teach all the courses. 


Bea Bigony, co-director of the program, 
also teaches Sociology of Sex Roles. 

“The course is new and it is new to me. It 
becomes time-consuming to get prepared 
for class — but it is exciting to be teaching 
this new course,’ says Bigony 


Another concern has been the acceptance 
of the minor program by the other schools. 

“We've gotten a great deal of support 
from the School of Industry and 
Technology. They seem to see the need for 
such a program.”’ says Polansky 


Often Women's Studies are directed to 
women and only women take the courses 

“There are so many reasons why men 
should consider the minor,”’ said Polansky, 
“Why, they will have to work with women 
in their future jobs.”

UW-System president 
speaks at senate meeting

‘We have a heart and a conscience. We 
aren't afraid to take advice, or to try new 
things. We know where we've been and 
where we're going,"’ said Scott Cabot, Stout 
Student Association president, at 
Tuesday's meeting 


This colorful description was Edwin 
Young's introduction to the student senate 
Young is president of the UW-System 

Cabot presented two memorable gifts to 
Young: a small plastic duck sitting on a 
platform and a nameplate indicating that 
he was an honorary senator. Young ac 
cepted them graciously, then addressed the 
senate. 


‘Every university is unique, each having 
its own personality The mission of Stout is 
a unique one, with special responsibilities,” 
said Young 


A thread which was woven throughout his 
talk was his feeling that the system should 
not be homogonized. He added that there 
are areas where the entire system should 
pull together, such as holding down tuition 
costs 

Young would like to see new alternatives 
for students to help finance their 
educations. Instead of building great debts, 
he would like to see the student provided 


with work opportunities related to his field 
of study 

‘When I started my undergraduate work, 
lowed $50. When I finished it, I had $50, so I 
guess I came out on top,” he said 


Young answered questions about his 
stand on different issues 

He said that a veterinary school would be 
a good investment for the state if the funds 
were not taken from other programs or 
filtered down to increase tuition. He also 
said that the $22 million capital cost of the 
school would be used more wisely to 
building a school in Wisconsin than putting 
the money into other schools to hold places 
for Wisconsin students seeking a veterinary 
degree 


In regard to collective bargaining, an 
issue quite hot in the state legislature, 
Young was a bit vague. He feels that only 
two parties should deal with the questions 
at hand, and that although there is much 
that concernsstudents, they really have no 
influence in the outcome 


“The University shouldn't be run ex- 
clusively by faculty, administration or 
students Everyone should have a say in the 
education process,’ said Young 
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Education is biggest asset 
says regent's president

“Our system of higher education is our 
greatest asset, according to Edward Hales 

Hales, president of the Wisconsin Board 
of Regents, visited the campus Monday at 
the invitation of the Student senate. Ap 
pointed to the board in 1972, he was elected 
pesident in June. 

**My goal is to see that we maintain the 
high quality of education we presently 
maintain in Wisconsin,”’ he said. 

“If we ever let our system of higher 
education go down, we could never 
duplicate it." 

COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 

Hales compared the University of 
Wisconsin system to labor problems in 
industry, stemming from his experience as 
a professional labor arbitrator 

“Philosophically, I’m not opposed to 
collective bargaining,"’ he said. ‘‘I think 
that at many academic institutions, it is 
necessary for faculty to have collective 
bargaining. At those institutions faculty 
governance is not as strong 

“In the University of Wisconsin system 
we have a long tradition of shared gover- 
nance. Collective bargaining at this stage 
would not be of real help at all.” 

Hales went on to say that Wisconsin 
faculty have the opportunity for input. This 
opportunity is written into the ad- 
ministrative code, and it is up to the faculty 
to take advantage of it. Madison campuses 
had strong traditions of faculty govern- 
ment. It's going to take some faeulty 
leadership to develop that kind of system,” 
he said 


STUDENT REGENT 
In response to a question about the 
student regent bill, Hales said he was op- 
posed to it 
“A few years ago I was one of the few 
regents who supported it. After watching 
I changed my 


some other universities, 


mind,"’ he said. 

Hales said he didn't feel that a student 
regent was an effective way of articulating 
student feelings. 

Students come to our meetings and are 
recognized. In other states they don't have 
that access,”’ he said. 

“In Wisconsin we have a tradition of 
requesting student views. Our present 
system is much more effective than one 
student on the board." 

SOUTH AFRICAN INVESTMENTS 

Earlier this year, the regents voted to 
divest of stocks in companies doing 
significant business in South Africa if they 
did not subscribe to the Sullivan statement 
The Sullivan statement is an affirmative 
action document. 

‘At the time the decision was made, five 
or six of the companies that we hold stock in 
would have been affected 

‘Since that time we have heard from one 
company that refuses to sign the statement, 
but does all of the things that the Sullivan 
statement does," he said. 

Actions taken by a university or any non- 
profit organization would be symbolic and 
have only indirect impact at best, ac- 
cording to Hales. 

“*We do have a responsibility as a public 
institution to be concerned about moral 


questions,’’ he said. ‘‘I wonder if 
divestiture would lead to other complicated 
problems."' - 


“If we decide to get rid of investments in 
large corporations dealing in South Africa, 
should we as a university stop buying 
General Motors cars, or stop buying Exxon 
oil?" 

“I wish there would be some way to 
answer this question where we would have 
some impact on the oppressed people and 
on the government of South Africa," he 
said

Vet school backed 


The state of Wisconsin has 
needed a school of veterinary 
medicine for a long time. There 
are now two state senate bills that 
provide alternatives to that 
problem. 

One bill (SB 594) would create a 
school in Madison, with a small 
facility located at River Falls. The 
other bill (SB 598) would contract 
with Minnesota and lowa to 
provide spaces for Wisconsin 
students at their schools. 

The Stoutonia staff endorses the 
bill creating a school in Wisconsin. 

Currently, residents of 
Wisconsin who wish to go to 
veterinary school are sent out of 
state. Of the 1,514 students ad- 
mitted to veterinary schools in 
1973, only 28 were Wisconsin 
residents, according to the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association. 

This is not because Wisconsin 
residents don’t choose veterinary 
medicine for careers. On the 
contrary, 125 students work to 
complete their entrance 
requirements at Madison each 
year, and another 180 complete 
them at River Falls. 

The alternative to this plan is to 
spend $1,171,200 to reserve spaces 
for those students in Minnesota 
and lowa. In this way the state 
would eliminate the development 
of clinical and diagnostic services 
offered by the veterinary schools 
and contribute to the development 
of those services in other states. 

It will cost $27,000,000 to build a 
school in Wisconsin. It will cost 
$5,860,600 annually to maintain it. 
This money could be raised by 
taxes on pet food, veterinary 
services, kennel licenses, and 
licenses for veterinarians. The 
annual maintenance costs would 
be paid in part by the students 
attending the school. Federal 
research grants are also available. 

Fifty percent of all veterinary 
students leave the state in which 
they have been trained after 
graduation. That 50 percent is 
dispersed throughout the nation. 
The remaining 50 percent stays in 
the state. It is reasonable to 
estimate that under 50 percent of 
those Wisconsin students return to 
their home state after receiving 
education elsewhere. 

If we had a veterinary schoo! in 
the state, at least 50 percent would 
stay right here in Wisconsin, 
where we need them.

Sig Tau fights tax law 


Dear Editor 
Do you know that the State of Wisconsin 
has passed a law that enables a city to 
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condemn property so that it may be given 
to a private commercial developer. This 
law of condemnation is given the name of 
tax increment district and is listed under 
the title of urban renewal. 

No longer is it necessary that property 
taken under the laws of condemnation be 
usd exclusively by the city, county or state 
for the benefit of all citizens. The basic 
theory under which this new law operates is 
that increasing tax revenues from a given 
parcel of property. 

We the Brothers of Sigma Tau Gamma, 
who live in the Wilson house, located at 118 
4th Avenue West, face this type of con- 
demnation. Over 20 years ago we pur- 
chased and have subsequently paid for our 
house and property. Our location is ideally 
suited to the needs of our members and we 
have ample off street parking facilities for 
the 33 college men who live here. 

In recent years, we have spent con- 
siderable time and money for im- 
provements such as a new kitchen, 
bathroom and furnace. This house has been 
a home away from home for over 500 of our 
members 

I am sure many of you have had contact 
with some of us over the past years. We are 
proud of our house and the citizens of 
Menomonie should be equally pleased that 
an organization such as ours has been able 
to preserve a style of architecture in- 
dicative to Menomonie’s golden era. 

We realize that this is our fight, but the 
Brothers of Sigma Tau Gamma want to 
make it known that we are fighting for 
more than our home. We, in fact, are 
fighting for a basic right enjoyed by all 
citizens who own property in the State of 
Wisconsin. 

This right of real estate ownership is 
guaranteed by common law and supported 
in the Constitution of the United States 
These laws guarantee that a property 
owner has the right to own, use, sell and 
enjoy his property as he desires. 

If this basic right is lost, the citizens of 
Wisconsin will no longer have control over 
their government. Special interest groups 
and developers will be able to operate 
under the cloak of government in obtaining 
land by conmdemnation. 

It must be remembered that the main 
purpose of government is to preserve and 
protect people's rights and not to sponsor 
private developers. In essence, the 
following exampleillustrates what can take 
place if this new tax increment law is not 
repealed or found un-constitutional. 

If taxes on your property are low because 
of the type of improvement or house that 
you have, and you are located in an ideal 
place for a gas station or other commercial 
business the city could condemn your 
property 

The city would then turn your property 
over toa developer. A commercial business 
cam be erected, thereby increasing the 
amount of tax revenue to the city and state 
This would be due to the higher accessed 
valuation of the improvement 

This sounds unreal but is exactly what is 
happening and if this tax increment law is 
not repealed, this situation could become 
quite prevalent. 

Our house has been paid for by our 500 
members and alumni along with many of 
their parents who help pay for their 
education. The alumni have tried to 
preserve an educational environment by 
allowing the students to own, operate and 
maintain the present fraternity house 

It would be a great loss to the chapter and 
alumni if this learning tool were lost. Those 
of us who have graduated appreciate this 
fact even more than when we were 
students. 

I strongly urge you to contact your 
alderman and city manager and give them 
your opinion concerning the tax increment

I can remember (I probably sound like 
Gramps Roeming and ride away to enjoy 
the view or the sounds or the smells around 
you. The exhilarating experience of just 
making it to the top of that big hill — and 
then the joy and freedom you felt as you 
coasted down the other side. Being able to 
drop your bike and go exploring whenever 
something caught your eye. 

That was cycling B.T.S. (Before Ten- 
Speeds). It’s no longer as simple as jum- 
ping on your bike and riding off into the 
sunset, oh no. The serious cyclist has to put 
on his cycling socks, shoes, shorts, shirt, 
gloves, an even (if you’re Ted Jackson) a 
helmet—and outfit rivaling those of the 
astronauts in complexity . . . and cost. 

You can still ride around and enjoy the 
view; that is if you can slow down enough so 


that it's not all just a blur. Even if you do 
manage to slow down, the design of the bike 
would have you watching your front tire 
during the entire trip. It’s difficult to look 
up without destroying most of your cervical 
vertebra. 

A hill is no longer a challenge — at least 
not for your body. Now the challenge is to 
your hand calculator as you attempt to 
determine the precise gear ratio necessary 
to provide maximum efficiency per foot 
pounds of work expended. (The serious 
cyclist always carries a surveyors transit 
and TI-57 programable calculator for just 
such contingencies. ) 

You can still jump off your bike to in- 
vestigate whatever catches your eye 
assuming you can find some thing either 
too deep to pull up or too heavy to cart away 
to chain it to.

We even have cycling aficionados sitting 
around discussing the latest advancements 
in frame design, the relative merits of 
American vs. European bicycles, and the 
necessity to trade-up to the new model each 
year. 

It requires masters degrees in physics, 
chemistry, and engineering just to read the 
ads these days: 

“The new Zephyr Deluxe; featuring low 
mass, tubular, helium-filled, molybendum 
frame; center pull brakes with Peruvian 
polyescarbpma; brake shoes; special 
computer-designed gear system with 
matched load force resilience; shock 
resistant, self-enclosing, dust-free, Swiss- 
made, 17-jewel derailure with optional logic 
circuitry; and quick change, snap fit, 
wheels with tensile stee] alloy spokes.’’ 

Ten-speeds do have their place. They 
were designed to provide high speed, high- 
performance, long distance personal 
transportation. However, most owners 
have never gone over 15 miles per hour, or 
more than five miles in one trip. With what 
American ingenuity has done to what I once 
considered the second simplest form of 
transportation, I (for one) fear for what 
they may try with the simplest — my feet. 


Vegetarians find dorm 
food meat-orientated

In a nation where red meat is a favorite 
food, a person who doesn't eat meat is a 
curiosity 

Mark Falanga, a sophomore in Industrial 
Education, has been a non-meat eater since 
last summer 


Falanga said that he had thought about 
changing to a non-meat diet for a long time. 
Whenever he would meet somebody who 
didn’t eat meat he would ask them about it. 
Finally, after talking to other people he 
decided to change his eating style. 


“At first, I felt’ tremendous,’’ said 
Falanga. ‘‘I could feel a real change.

Margie Harper, a sophomore, is also a 
vegetarian although she does eat fish 
because she feels it is good for her. 

Harper hasn't eaten any red meat in 


three years and said that she no longer has 
the desire for meat 

Harper does eat turkey at Thanksgiving 
and Christmas because she said it’s easier 
than making a big deal out of it at home. 


She said she has little trouble sticking to 
her diet at the Tainter Cafeteria. 

“I'm happy with the salad bar,"’ she said. 
“The only time I get frustrated is when I 
want something hot and the only hot dishes 
are meat.” 


Harper said that she didn’t stop eating 
meat overnight. 

“I used to work with people who didn’t 
eat meat for budget reasons,” she said.

Andrew Yarne’is a graduate’student in 
Industrial Education. He has two years of 
teaching experience in Perth, Australia. 

Yarne arrived in Australia less than a 
week after his graduation from Stout in 


May, 1975. He considered Australia - 


because he had some doubts about teaching 
in the United States after student teaching. 
He wasn’t sure he was ready for the 


discipline and behavior problems in the 


American school systems. : 

He left the United States a few days after 
graduation and went through an immediate 
transition to Master of Manual Arts. (For 
those of us who are English-speaking, this 
is the same as an Industrial Education 
teacher.) With the name change, there 
were many other changes. He began 
learning about the British system of 
education. 

“T Jearned to convert to the Metric 
System--quickly! Practical experience is a 
good way to learn it.” said Yarne. ° 

A typical school day in Australia begins 
with Formroom. This compares to the 
American Homeroom. (Perhaps it is so 
named because so many forms need to be 
filled out during this period of the day.) 

After a few classes, comes tea time. At 11 
a.m. all the students drift to.the commons 
where they eat doughnuts, drink tea, and 
relax for 20 minutes. the teachers do the 
same thing in the teacher’s lounge.’ 

After more classes, lunch hour is from 
12:30 to 1:30. Students go home where they 
are joined by their entire families. The 
formal meal of the day is then eaten. After 
lunch everyone returns to work and school. 
Classes are dismissed at 3:45. ~ 


“There is a great deal of pressure in the 
British system of education. Examinations 


cause panic in most students and test. 


anxiety is high,’’ says Yarne. : 
But he is quick to agree that students are 


basically much the same between the two : 


countries. 

‘Moving to a new country and culture 
was ‘an interesting experience. Lots of 
things were different, even very common 


* things: When I first arrived in Australia, I - 


was drinking a beer. Suddenly I realized 
that the alcohol had an effect on me. But 
then I found out the same Australian beers 
are 12 percent alcohol and American beer is 
3.2 percent.” 

Yarne related another experience where 
he had been invited to the home of a friend 
for supper. He arrived hungry and was 
amazed to find that supper in Australia 
consists of tea and scones, a British pastry. 

“T was prepared for a meal with meat, 
potatoes, and dessert--and all I was served 
was dessert.” 

“T was also surprised when I walked into 
an Australian store and a clerk asked ‘Are 
you right?’ What she was saying was ‘Have 
you been served?’ ”’ 

Wildlife in Australia differs much from 
that in Wisconsin. Kangaroos, the 
Australian native, are shot for sport year 
round. 10,000 are killed annually by autos 
(Australian for car) and cars are. equiped 
with “Roo bars” to protect the car when a 
kangaroo jumps out in front of a car. They 
are hard to spot because they are mainly 
nocturnal, and are seen at night. 

An obvious question to ask Yarne is “Are 
you going back?” His reply is ‘‘I want to get 
done with graduate school and then--who 
knows?”’

Registration seems to be more 
complicated each semester. 

Freshmen are told they can’t 
register for classes because they 
are being reserved for seniors. 
Seniors are told they can’t get the 
courses they want because they 
are closed. 

Some of the problem could be 
solved with better guidance. 

When students enroll at Stout as 
freshmen, they are handed sheets 
of course requirements. These 
sheets list all of the courses that 
must be taken in order to graduate 

but in n o specific order. 

Other institutions list course 
requirements in a suggested 
sequence. In this way, a tentative 
schedule has been made for each 
semester. 

By using the schedule method, 
teachers and sections of classes 
can be assigned by calculating the 
number of students in each major, 
and their academic levels. An 
advantage for the instructor is that 
he would be able to gear his class 
for a certain academic level. 

If there are more freshmen than 
sophomores, this could be taken 
into account when planning course 
offerings. 

At Stout, students have a habit of 
trying to take courses out of 
sequence. If they were given 
sheets with a suggested seqyence, 
they would be less likely to do so. 

The St6utonia staff recommends 
that the advisors for each major 
use the sequential method of 
course listings for incoming fresh- 
men. In this way some of the 
registration heartache could be 
alleviated.

Hovlid Hall defended 


Dear Editor 

We were prompted to write this article 
because of the embarrassment some of the 
students at Stout have brought to us, the 


staff at Hovlid Hall, and to our residents. 

Many students at Stout probably do not 
know about Hovlid Hall and its function on 
campus. One of the newer majors on the 
campus of Stout is the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Program. This major 
prepares students for counseling, 
evaluation, work adjustment and 
placement of the mentally and physically 
handicapped. On Main Street is located the 
Vocational Development Center where 
evaluation of the handicapped takes place. 
Many students in the voc rehab. program 
receive their practicum work at the V.D.C. 
so the Rehab. program at Stout and the 
Center are closely associated. Clients come 
from all over Wisconsin and parts of 
Minnesota for this evaluation which con- 
sists of a program of written and verbal 
tests and work samples, lasting anywhere 
from 2 to 5 weeks. Because of distance 
between their home and the Center many of 
the clients need a place to stay during their 
evaluation and that is where Hovlid Hall 
fits into the picture 

Hovlid Hall is staffed by students usually 
in the Voc. Rehab. Program Their major 
job is to make it as easy as possible for the 
residents to feel at home so that the testing 
at the center can go better for them. Often 
this is the first time for a handicapped 
person to be away from home and it often 
presents the individual with new problems 
and anxiety. The staff at Hovlid try and 
help the person to adjust as quickly as 
possible. There is one thing we cannot 
control and that is other people. We admit 
that some disabilities are not pleasant to 
look at and appear odd compared to a 
normal person but could we ask you to take 
one second before staring, pointing or 
saying a cruel remark? Remember that 
disabilities know no age limit nor does it 
discriminate between the sexes. Un- 
fortunately, at any moment of our life we 
could become mentally or physically 
handicapped, none of us are immuned. For 
that one second, put yourself in that han- 
dicapped person's place and see if you 
would enjoy being pointed at or joked 
about.

Vets to get increased 
payments from GI bill 


A 6.6 percent increase in Veterans Ad- 
ministration payments to veteran-students 
was part of the ‘GI Bill Improvement Act 
of 1977"' signed into law November 23 by 
President Carter. 

As a result, veterans’ education 
assistance checks due in December will 
include the new higher rate for November 
plus an extra amount for October, the VA 
announced today. The one exception is the 
case of students in vocational 
rehabilitation. These students will receive 
two checks in December one for 
November at the new rate and another for 
the amount of the retroactive increase for 
October 


The ‘‘GI Bill Improvement Act of 1977" 
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also increased VA tutorial assistance 
payments, the hourly rate for VA work- 
study payments and the maximum amount 
of a VA education loan. re 

the act also liberalized the VA education 
loan program to help veterans in so-called 
“high tuition’ schools. Application 
requirements for the loan were simplified, 
the maximum amount raised from $1,500 to 
$2,500 per school year, and a provision for 
partial cancellation of the loan was 
established - subject to state participation. 
The loan cancellation feature is limited to 
those veteran-students attending schools 
where tuition exceeds $700 per year in a 
state which agrees to pay a portion of the 
loan amount to be cancelled. 
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Earlier this semester I wrote some

wine tasting seminar

Approximately 25 people attended a wine 
tasting seminar by the Club 
Managers Association on Monday, Dec. 5 

Bob Buonincontro, an authority oh wines, 
gave information on the history; types, and 
service of fine wines before and during the 
‘tasting. a 

California, French, German, and Italian 
wines were available for tasting, as well as 
French bread: and assorted cheeses. 

Buonincontro, owner of Buono’s 
Ristoraunte in Eau Claire and guest lec- 


turer for the hospitality industry, financial- 


analysis, and budgeting class at Stout, has 
had extensive experience in the wine in- 
dustry. 


Brought up in the retail liquor business, 
he was manager and wine buyer for Ar- 
menetti Liquors in Chicago, has traveled 
abroad as an advisor to restaurants on 
wines, and has helped to set up vintage 
cellars and companies for national 
distribution. 


Buonincontro described the appeciation 
of wine as a form of art. He explained the 
reasons for the differences in taste between 
wines and describe dthe wine districts of 
France and the types fo wines produced. 

“Wine is a very healthful drink when 
used in moderation,” Buonicontro said. 
“It’s a natural drink that contains the 
vitamins essential for human life’. 


“It must be realized that wine is a living 
thing”, Buonicontro said. ‘‘The sugar and 
yeast needed for fermentation are con- 
tained in and on the grape. Since the- end 


result of fermentation is vinegar, wine 
‘must be handled the right way’’. 


Buonicontro presented the group with 
general guidelines to follow when pur- 
chasing wine and gave examples of the 
types of wines he would choose fo buy for 
different types of restaurants. 


The wine tasting was followed by a 
discussion period where Buonicontro an- 
swered questions. The wine tasting 
seminar was successful in providing in- 
terested persons with information on the 
different types of wines and their service. 


“I’m glad to see that our orgatitzation 
could get information on wines this way,” 
said Mike Sheehy, treasurer of the Club 
Managers Association. ‘‘Wines are 
becoming more popular in America and I 
feel that it’s very important that students in 
this field know about wines.”

sedan”’ drove up Main Street and stopped in 
front of the Kraft State Bank, 516 Main St. 
One man stayed in the car, ready for the 
getaway. Another sca tacks on the 
street to deter any cars chasing the 
getaway car. 


Three bandits entered the bank, asked all 


bonds. William Kraft, an employee w 
laying on the floor. A robber felt saaretvg 


and shot him. Kraft was injured in the left 
shoulder and his left lung was pierced. 

It was about three minutes from the 
moment of entry to the moment of exit for 
the bandits. They took with them a hostage, 
employee James Kraft. He was used as a 
shield from bullets. 

Two men, working in a music store on the 
second floor of a building across the street, 
noticed the commotion and pulled out'their 
revolvers. One of the mien fired four shots 
and killed one of the robbers. 

The group, now reduced to three, fled 
from town, north on Highway 25. Kraft, the

Student ingenuity is being put to work 
here-as a means of cutting energy con- 


__Sumption. In the past three months, elec- 
ical consumption has been rediced in ~~ 


dormitories by an average of more than 10 
percent and has cut, water useage by more 
than 16 percent. 


Joe Brown, of the auxiliary services 
office, attributes the savings to two factors. 
One is the widespread willingness of 
students to conserve energy. Another 
factor is the technical knowledge possessed 
by students enrolled in many of the 
university’s specialized majors. 


“‘We find when we go to a hall, there are 
students in the crowd listening to us who 
know more about energy conservation than 
we do,” Brown said. ‘‘There are people in 
the audience that have energy conservation 
ideas that are immediately applicable.” 

Brown also pointed out that in a survey 
conducted in residence halls, 92 percent 
the respondents said they would be willing 
to conserve energy even if their friends and 
neighbors did not. 


Brown said the university’s approach to 
energy saving is based on voluntary con- 
servation. Each residence hall sets a goal 
for the amount of electrical energy it hopes 
to conserve, Meters are read monthly and 
checked against previous records. 


The hall that shows the most saving by 
the end of the semester will receive $500 
from the housing office as a contribution to 
the purchase of an item for the hall. But 
Brown feels that the $500 is not the primary

take showers, do laundry in cold water and 
en off unnecessary—lighting and elec- 
“tricity. : 


“Our concern is with energy con- 
servation in the future,’’ said Drew Garc- 
zynski, a freshman from Sheyboygan Falls. 
“It’s going to have to start some place and 
this is as good a place as any.” - 


Kit Donner, a Sophomore from Minocqua, 
said, “If we do our part to conserve energy, 
it should reflect on the bills we have to pay. 
It should at least stop the bills from going 
up.” . 


The students are being assisted in energy 
conservation by six federally funded CETA 
employees. (The Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act is a program to 
ease unemployment nationally. Stout has a 


~ total of 45 CETA employees working on 


campus.) They have aided in making 
technical changes such as reducing bulb 
wattage, putting exhaust fans on timers 
and improving efficiency of radiators. 
More than 3,000 inefficient 75 watt in- 
candescent lights have been removed from 


~ the halls. 


The key to the energy conservation plan, 
however, is student involvement. 

“You attend meetings and you see that 
students have a say in the conservation 
policy in each dorm,” Brown said. Not only 
do students respond in meetings, but with 
letters and phone calls suggesting ways of 
conserving energy.

“Students have shown us they are 
willing,”’ Brown said. ‘Their ess is 
evident and the evidence is right there in 
the meters.” After a single visit to one hall 
by Brown’s staff, the students were able to 
cut their average electrical consumption by 
15 percent. 


“You would have to have been in the halls 
before and seen the lights left on in_all 
rooms, lounges and restrooms,’’ Brown 
said. “‘TV’s were I 


not happening any more.”’ Brown said the 


real evidence is the things you ‘‘don’t see.” 


“You don’t go through-a loung and find it 
brightly lit with the TV running and no one 
watching it,”’ he said. “If you come ager 
this situation,.a student will turn the 
lights. You don’t see all the light on in a 
room anymore; students are using task 
lighting’ how.”’ é 


In addition to the electrical meters, 
monitoring devices have also been installed 
on steam heating systems in each dor- 
mitory. Beit 

Brown hopes to find similar evidence of 
heat conservation. Brown feels that 
allowing students to set their goals in the 
energy conservation program is more 
effective. 

“Their awareness is up, their willingness 
is up,” he said. ‘“They have goals they have 
set themselves and they intend to achieve 
these goals.”” :

Senate olans study 
night in Student Center

As a Christian who 1s also gay, yes there 
are such people) I feel J should respond to 
last week's letter regarding the Biblical 
view of homosexuality 

I will agree that the Old Testament does 
condemn homosexuality. However, it also

condemns women with short hair, men with 
long hair, eating rare steak or lobster, and 
wearing two dissimilar fabrics at one time. 
(Dueteronomy 22:11 ‘‘Thou shalt not wear a 
garment of diverse sorts, as of woolen and 
linen together.’’) So perhaps those people 
who wear jeans and flannel shirts are 
headed for Hell as well. 

If your reaction is, ‘‘Those were the old 
Jewish laws which were no longer in effect 
once Jesus began his teaching, ‘‘then might 
not the condemnation of homosexuality 
lust.

Food service 
points $ .05 


Food service points are now worth five 
cents instead of 25 cents. 

“As far as the Commons and Tainter 
goes, this should have no effect,’ said Mike 
Potter, food service account examiner 

“The real change will be in the Snack 
Bar. When they were worth 25 cents it 
slowed the lines down. the checker had to 
ask if the student wanted to take more 
merchandise, pay cash for the difference, 
or lose the points. Now it will come out to 
the exact amount of purchase’’, he said. 

“IT seem to think it will be easier this 
way,’’ said Vern Rhoads, Student Center 
food service manager 

“I don’t think it will make any difference 
in volume for us.”’ 

The procedure is still the same. The ID is 
inserted into a computer called a reader, 
and points are deducted 

The reader will deduct five times as 
many points under the new system, but 
students will purchase five times as many 
points at the beginning of the semester 

Another change in the system is that food 
service officials can now determine how 
many points each student has used during 
the day, and where. This will give them a 
day to day record of each account. 

“Tt is important that students watch how 
many points are deducted,’’ Potter said. ‘‘If 
a mistake is made and caught right there it 
can be corrected. If they come to us later, 
there is nothing we can do about it.” 

At the Snack Bar or Pawn students can 
see how many points have been deducted 
by looking at the back of the reader before 
the cashier inserts the ID. If a mistake has 
been made, the cashier will record it on a 
form and turn it in to the food service office.

Alcohol task force 
formed on campus

(Part one of a Series about alcohol) 


“It is nct how much one drinks, what one 
drinks, or when one drinks that determined 
problem drinking but what happens when 
one drinks’’, said Jim Krafft of Iowa State 
University in his booklet ‘‘An Introductory 
Guide to Alcohol Use and Abuse. 

Is alcohol a problem to students? 
Statistics show that alcohol consumption is 
widespread and potentially dangerous 
among college students 

“A national survey revealed that 93 
percent of all college students use alcohol"’, 
said Anne Ramage, acting director of 
residence halls and coordinator of the 
alcohol task force at Stout 

“The highest incidence of alcoholism 
used to occur in amels between thea ges of 
40 and 50", Ramage said. ‘‘Today, the 
highest incidence of alcoholism occurs in 
the 18 to 25-year-old male" 

Alcoholism has been recognized as a 
problem on college campuses. The college 
student is subject to stresses that may 
contribute to excessive alcohol con 
sumption. These stresses may be 
academic, social, or monetary. Drinking is 
often substituted for more constructive 
forms of recreation 

‘Alcohol is the biggest leisure time ac- 
tivity for students’, Ramage said. ‘‘We 
(the task force) feel that many students use 
alcohol to relieve stress in certain social 
situations, especially those relating to the 


opposite sex'’. 

Two deaths resulting from alcohol 
overdose at Stevens Point have pevuee 
Wisconsin Universities to take a closer look 
at alcohol abuse. 

In response to a request from Helmuth 
Albrecht, director of Auxiliary Services, an 
alcohol task force was formed at UW-Stout 
last year. Its members include Anne 
Ramage, Helmuth Albrecht, Dave Mc- 
Naughton, Pinckney Hall, Bob Johnson, 
Bob Siedlecki, Samuel Wood, Carol 
Schlottman, and Judy Spain. 

The task force is probing the causes and 
effects of student drinking and carrying out 
plans of action designed to increase alcohol 
awareness and reduce alcohol abuse at 
Stout 

Amorg the goals of the task force are 
plans tu provide alternative activities to 
drinking on campus and to provide in- 
formation to students on alcohol use. The 
task force plans to help students deal with 
stress through helping students to develop a 
more positive self-concept and through a 
stress and assertiveness training. 

A positive, nonjudgmental program to 
help those with alcohol addiction problems 
is needed on Stout's campus. Ramage 
mentioned the possibility of a student 
chapter of AA or Al-Anon. 

The alcohol task force holds open 
meetings at 11 each Monday in the Madison 


Room of the Student Center. a 


One class held in Harvey 


One classroom out of 12 will be open for 
student use in Harvey Hall as second 
semester starts. 

The rest of the building is open for use on 
the condition that teachers and staff un- 
derstand that phones still need to be in- 
stalled and other problems are still to be 
worked out, according to Dr. Michael 
Ritland, Assistant Dean of the School of 
Education. 

“The building is far enough along to meet 
requirements for working conditions, 
there's just some nit-picky stuff left to 
complete,”’ said Ritland 

Fourth floor houses four classrooms and 
is almost completely finished. Third floor 


contains eight classrooms and the 
Distributive Education lab. Second floor 
contains faculty officers and guidance and 
counseling lab facilities. First floor will be 
completed sometime this semester, extra 
funds are needed for finishing touches. The 
Dean's Complex is located on the first floor. 


Approximately 160 faculty from the 
Education and Psychology, Industrial 
Teacher Education, Social Sciences, 
Counseling and Psychology, English, and 
Speech departments will be moving from 
their temporary quarters into Harvey Hall 
later this semester 


EDITORIAL 


The UW-System is asking the 
state legislature for a $7.6 million 
increase for 1978. 

The process could become 
bogged down in politics, as the 
money could come from the ex- 
pected $125 million state revenue 
surplus for 1977. The legislators 
could decide that instead of 
spending the money on education, 
they could guarantee no tax in- 
creases. Come election time, this 
could be a big boost. 

The money requested by the 
Board of Regents is to be used for a 
cause all UW _ students should 
applaud — lowering the costs of 
students directly and indirectly. 

The proposal consists of three 
parts. 

The first portion states that the 
State of Wisconsin share in the cost 
of increases in student fees for 
1978-79. Currently UW _ students 
pay for 25 percent of their 
education. This plan would reverse 
that legislative mandate. 

The second portion of the 
proposal calls for an expansion of 
UW President Young’s ‘’Wisconsin 
Students Serving Wisconsin’’ 
program. In this program, 
students are provided with part- 
time work. 

The final portion of the proposal 
increases the wages of students 
now employed by the UW-System 
by amounts comparable to federal 
minimum wage increases. 

The Stoutonia staff joins 
Milwaukee Student Association 
President Suzanne L. McGowan in 
asking everyone to write to 
members of the Assembly, Senate, 
the Joint Finance Committee, the 
Department of Administration, 
and the Governor. 

This increase in UW funds could 
pad your pockets.

No one dies of old age. A relatively small 
percentage of the elderly are in institutions, 
and aging, in most cases, does not lead ‘to 
deterioration of the mind. Those are facts 
used by a UW-Stout instructor to dispell 
some popularly held myths about aging: 

L. Kay Heaps, who teaches a course 


entitled, “The Aging Person in the 
Family,” said that many notions people 
have about the elderly are simply not true. 

“One of the most common myths with the 


elderly is that we think an intellectual: 


deterioration occurs with age,” he said. 
“We assume that as we get older we lose 
more and more of our intellectual capacity 
and ability to reason.’’ But he pointed out 
that such conclusions are now being 
changed by more recent scientific data on 
the effects of aging. ‘‘We are getting much 
more reliable data and we are showing that 
this idea of intellectual deterioration is 
really more of a myth than we thought it to 
be,” he said. : 

Heaps said it is also widely believed, 
though untrue, that elderly people suffer 
more:emotional problems than the general 
population. He said that. depression is the 
reason for this. belief. “Many elderly are 
depressed over similar losses we all ex- 
perience such as loss of family or friends 
and loss of job,” he said. “But my point is 
we get depressed over those same sorts of 
things; it’s just that the elderly experience 


them more often perhaps.”’ He added that . 
not all elderly persons face depressions, but » 


is is ‘a common sort of concern’ for them. 
Acéording to Heaps, a relatively small 
percent of the aging, less than five percent, 
are housed in institutions such as nursing 
homes and chronic disorder rooms in 
hospitals. Many remain in their own 
homes. 
« “It: is possible now with some of the 
‘services available to us to remain in our 
homes until we die,” he said. Heaps also

He said there is a great difference oe 
really don’t believe that being surrounded 
by people is necessarily the key to solving 
problems. Many times they (the elderly) 
have neighbors that have lived on the same 
street for many years and are good friends. 
Pulling them out of that and throwing them 
into a nursing home where they might be 
with all sorts of people could be a 


_tremendous error.”’ This, he added, is 


something that is often misunderstood by 
adult children. 


Heaps said that old age is not a disease. 
“The interesting thing is that the same 
diseases that affect older people affect 
younger people,” he said. ‘“There aren’t 
any diseases that are just old age 
diseases,’’ He explained that the problem is 


that the elderly often wait longer to receive 
medical attention because when they are 
not well they “‘assume that it’s just part of 
being old.” Even some physicians 
rationalize away disease as simply “‘old 


age,” although Heaps said that this 
Situation is “‘getting a lot better.” 

Heaps feels that while legislation may 
correct some of the injustices that face the 
elderly, education is really the key to 
solving the problem. ‘We can begin our

New B.S. degree program 
now being developed 


by Kathy Keating 


A new bachelor of science degree in 
university studies is in the planning stages. 

Flexibility is one of the biggest objectives 
of this degree. Students would study dif- 
ferent liberal studies areas and also have a 
concentration in a specific area. 

“It could be a number of concentrations 
that don't overlap or fall within present 
concentrations,'’ explained Doug Wikum, 
provisional director 

An example of a concentration would be 
one in technology. Jim Benson and Jim 
Bjornerud in the schocl of industry and 
technology are working on ideas for the 
technology concentration. Other ideas have 
also been discussed, but if the degree is 
approved, it is hoped that different faculty 
members will come up with ideas for 
concentrations. 

This degree is designed to provide new 
concentrations and new learning en- 
vironments. Students enrolled will be more 
responsible for their own motivation and 
activities. The curriculum will be planned 
by the faculty but very flexble 

Dwight Agnew, former dean of liberal 
studies, was the originator of the plan. At 
the present time there are no other schools 
in the UW-System which offer such a 
degree. Other schools in the US have 
programs similar to this, but the planning 
committee hopes that this degree can work 
towards Stout's special educational 
mission 

The school of liberal studies will house 
the degree. There are Siig ce from 
other schools to supply input. Represen-

tatives include: education - Marlyn 
Misfeldt, industrial technology - Charles 
Krueger, home economics - Joy Sedgwick, 
and liberal studies - Ray Barlow and Bill 
Bailey . 

The group hopes to submit the degree 
plan sometime this summer. The different 
channels it must go through are the 
curriculum committee; AAAT (which is a 
group of administrators); West Central 
Wisconsin Consortium (which includes La 
Crosse, Eau Claire, River Falls, and Stout 
schools); the Central Administration at 
Madison; and finally to the Board of 
Regents. This process will take ap 
proximately a year

(ZNS) An alleged underground P-C-P 
factory exploded in Washington D.C. last 
weekend, injuring three men inside. 

Federal drug officials have been warning 
that P-C-P, also known as ‘‘Angel Dust,” is 
one of the most harmful chemicals sold on 
the underground market. Drug researchers 
have noted that the drug often can lead to 
paranoia, numbness, schizophrenic 
symptoms and even violent and irrational 
outbursts. 

Federal investigators say that the 
ingredients used in the manufacture of P-C- 
P were found, along with parsley leaves - 
with which ‘Angel. Dust” is commonly 
smoked - among the charred remains of the 
explosion. 

An odd twist to this story is that two of the 
three men working inside the alleged 
factory at the time of the blast were 
Washington D.C. cops, both of them nine- 
year veterans of the department. 


(ZNS) A Continental Airlines pilot is 
reporting that he and two other 
crewmembers spotted a UFO last Sep- 
tember - A craft moving so fast that the 
witnesses described its motions as 
seemingly involving a (QUOTE) ‘Time 
Warp.” 

Captain George Didlake has told the 
aerial phenomena research organization 
that he and two other crewmembers 
spotted a flying ship - that appeared to have 
a row of illuminated windows - on the 
evening of Sept. 22 near El Paso. 

The captain reports he automatically 
timed the length of the sighting, saying it 
lasted almost exacily 30 seconds. He 
reports that the UFO sped up from behind, 
passed about 6000 feet below the D-C-10 jet, 
and accelerated through a cloud bank 
before climbing out of sight. Captain 
Didlake is quoted as explaining the ac- 
celeration was beyond normal com- 
prehension: the-captain says it was like 
watching a movie of a moving object in 
which frames had been removed, making 
the object’s acceleration appear in- 
stantaneous. 

Captain Didlake says he was told by U.S 
mifitary officials that other airline pilots 
reported seeing UFO's in the same general 
vicinity last fall.

“Our House”’ is a spacious, modern home 
located at 320 21st North. 

The smell of freshly baked bread and 
sound of music beckon you to enter. 

Up to nine residents share the family 
atmosphere at ‘‘Our House’’ while 
receiving care and treatment for chemical 
dependency. 

“Our House”’ is a halfway house owned 


- and operated by the Dunn County 


Association on Alcohol and Other Drug 
Abuse, Inc. This is a private, non-profit 
organization. 

Since its opening last year, ‘‘Our House’’ 
has provided a good environment for its 
residents while preparing them for re-entry 
into society through education and coun- 
seling. 

In addition to providing services for its 
residents, ‘‘Our House’ opens its facilities 
to out-patients and members of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (A.A.) and Al-Anon, which is a 
group for friends and relatives of th 
alcoholic. . 

“Our House” is staffed by people who 
have knowledge of chemical dependency 
through personal experience. Counselors 
work with the chemically dependent per- 
son, his family, spousé, and other con- 
cerned persons. 

Residents stay an average of three 
months at ‘“‘Our House.’’ During this time, 
residents are involved with planning their 
own recovery through involvement in 
educational programs, counseling, work 
training, community activities, or em- 
ployment. 

A major goal of the program is to assist in 
restoring and enhancing the resident’s self- 
worth and to increase the individuals level 


of functioning and productivity. 
The professional . -staff — includes 


specialists in intervention, education and 


. prevention, and counseling. 


Residents retain their individuality and 
personal identity at “‘Our House.”’ 

“What makes a treatment program ef- 
fective for an individual is a fantastically 
difficult question to answer,” said Glenn 
McMillen, interventionist. ‘‘Each in- 
dividual picks out something different from 
the program. I think it’s the total in- 
volvement of the staff and the interaction 
between people that makes the difference.” 

Residents live in a relaxed but structured 
environment. Each person attends one hour 
of lecture and three hours of thy Deda 
per day along with performing hold 
duties. Residents see their personal 
counselor: on a regular basis and are 
required to attend meetings of A.A. 

Treatment of drug abuse does not differ 


- significantly from treatment of alcoholism. 


“We have found that treatment’ for 
alcoholism is just as effective for treatment 
of drug abuse,” McMillen 
chemical dependencies, and today. the 
abuse of alcohol is often in combination 
with the use of drugs.” 

A 24-hour crisis line (phone 235-4537) is 
available for emergency alcohol and drug- 
related problems. 

Sallie Dull, specialist iri education and 
prevention and a Stout graduate, said that 
one of five counselors ig on duty at all times 
to answer emergency calls. 

“Our House” is open to any individual, 
regardless of age or sex. It is used as a 
transition between in-patient hospital care

Treatment must start 
with acceptance of disease

EDITOR'S NOTE: 

The reformed alcoholic’s name is not 
Mark. A different name was used when the 
true source requested he not be identified. 


“The first step in the treatment of 
alcoholism is for you yourself to accept that 
you are an alcoholic,’’ said Mark, a 
reformed alcoholic from Menomonie. ‘‘It is 
only after you have accepted this fact that 
any form of treatment will help you.”’ 

‘Alcohol is the most important thing in 
an alcoholic's life,’’ Mark said. ‘‘It's not so 
much what the alcoholic does when he 
drinks, but what he doesn’t do because of 
his drinking."’ 

Mark speaks from experience. He lost his 
wife and job because of his drinking. Since 
his recovery, he has worked professionally 
with over 3000 alcoholics. 

Petty thievery, sl8@ping on park benches, 
and ‘‘the morning shakes"’ before having 
his first drink of the day were cited by Mark 
as a part of his drinking days. 

“When I saw the course my life was 
taking, it triggered me into action,’ Mark 
said, ‘‘l overcame my problem only after I 
accepted the fact that I needed help.” 

Mark says that Alcoholics Anonymous is 
only successful in the treatment of 
alcoholism when its members are ready to 
receive help Once a member is determined 
to get help, Alcoholics Anonymous is one pf 


the most positive forms of treatment he can 
receive, Mark said. 

Alcoholics Anonymous is a form of group 
therapy designed to help the alcoholic to 
control his drinking. Al-Anon and Al-Ateen 
help spouses, concerned persons, and 
children to deal with the problems of 
irresponsibility, bad judgements, and 
abuse that affect members of the 
alcoholic’s family 

“T think that a Stout chapter of A.A. 
would be good for this town,’’ Mark said. 
“Its members would be able to relate well 
to each other, since they would have much 
in common.” 

Alcoholics Anonymous meetings are 
either of a closed discussion-type format or 
open to anyone wishing to attend. Mark 
feels that students would benefit if student 
meetings were open only to alcoholics, to 
begin with 

“If you're an alcoholic, you shouldn't be 
forced to reveal it to everyone,’ Mark said 
‘'Fear of being found out may keep students 
away. It wasn't long ago that alcoholism 
was considered a sin, instead of the disease 
that it is.” 

The fact that Menomonie supports almost 
thirty drinking establishments, and the 
large numper of students at the bars 
disturb Mark

EDITORIAL: Mandatory at- 
tendance attacked 


Stout students are consumers. 
They have ehosen to spend money 
on an education. They have chosen 
Stout as the place to get it. 


Some instructors seem to be 
concerned about that choice. They 
have decided to require at- 
tendance for their courses, in 
effect saying that the students 
must receive what they have paid 
for. 


According to a survey taken by 
the student senate, 260 out of 415 
classes use attendance as a 
grading criteria.

According to the student hand- 
book, ‘‘the instructor is urged not 
to use attendance as a major or 
fixed factor in the calculation fo 
the student’s grade.’’ These in- 
structors seem to be ignoring that 
request. 


Tuition costs $363 for 12 or more 
credits. If the average credit load 
is 16, and if one credit equals one 
hour in class each week; every 
class hour costs each student $1.26. 


As responsible consumers, 
students should be wise enough to 
get what they’re paying for 
without mandatory attendance. 


There are times when a student 
must make a value judgement 
about attending class or some 
other activity. The Stoutonia staff 
feels this decision should be up to 
the student, not to a teacher 
mandate. This decision process is 
as valuable to the learning ex- 
perience as class time.

(ZNS) CALIFORNIA'S POPULAR 
country rock band the New Riders of the 
Purple Sage seems to have joined the Punk 
Rock movement.

It’s 
titled, ‘‘You Can Put My Body In Jail, But 
You Can’t Stop My Face From Breaking 
Out.” 

(ZNS) IN WHAT MUST HAVE been an 
energy crisis first, the city of Eugene, 
Oregon, has burned eight tons of high 
quality marijuana to provide steam heat to 
downtown Eugene. 

The pot in question consisted of Thai 
sticks which were seized in a major drug 
raid in southern Oregon last week. 
Oregon’s department of environmental 
quality says it decided to ‘kill two birds 
with one stone” - That is, destroy the pot 
and produce heat at the same time. 

The potent weed was mixed in a one-to-20 
ratio with wood residues so that the smoke 
produced would have no effects on nearby 
residents. 

(ZNS) A FIVE-YEAR-LONG British 
study has found that people living near 
freeways take many more tranquilizers 
and other pills than those residing in quiet 
country areas. : 

The survey of 1500 villagers living near a 
busy highway discovered that they took 
three times as many tranquilizers and anti- 
de} ts, and four times as many 
sleeping pills as did their more isolated 
neighbors. 

Moreover, the researchers found that 
when the major highway was rerouted 
away from the village, the consumption of 
drugs was cut by more than half. 

(ZNS) LAW ENFORCEMENT OF- 
FICIALS in Longwood, Florida, report that 
a six-foot-tall statue of Ronald McDonald 
which was ‘‘kidnapped”’ last week has not 
been returned, despite the payment of a 
ransom. 

The police chief says that two days after 
the plastic clown was snatched, an 
unidentified teenager wearing a cowboy 
hat sauntered into the restaurant and left 
behind a type-written ransom note. The 
note instructed the McDonald’s operators 
to leave two Big Macs and a Quarter 
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Pounder with cheese at a restaurant 
playground by the next day “‘or else.”’ 
The ransom was left as specified, but, 
according to the police, no one picked it up, 
and Ronald McDonald is still missing. 


(ZNS) AUBURN UNIVERSITY 
PROFESSOR Frank Collins and two 
University of Pittsburgh researchers say 
they have been able to improve the vision of 
nearsighted volunteers without prescribing 
glasses for them. 


The three researchers say they used a . 


type of behavioral therapy, with myopic 
subjects being asked to remove their 
glasses and rest their eyes for 30 minutes. 

Then trained sessions using alphabet 
letters were employed. The letters were 
presented to the subjects at increasing 
distances, with nearsighted volunteers 
being asked to try to identify at least ten 
consecutive letters correctly. 

After each correct identification, the 
volunteers were praised lavishly and given 
other positive verbal statements by the 
examiner. 

The three researchers report that after a 
mere two weeks of training, significant 
visual changes in the nearsighted volun- 
teers began to appear. All of those par- 
ticipating in the experiment achieved 
visual acuity ratings of at least 20-67, they 
said, with one person even being rated as 
having 20-25 vision. 

The myopic subjects’ vision, before the 
training sessions, ranged from 20-200 to 20- 
100, the ers reported. 

(ZNS) I URE STILL HAVING 
trouble coping with Punk Rock, you may 
not want to hear this one: A British group 
has come up with what may be the suc- 
cessor to Punk Rock - ‘‘Stink Rock.” 

The new band calls itself ‘‘Stench- 
Tones,’’ and it has just released its first 
single titled ‘‘Make Stinking Legal.” 

Said one member of the Stench-Tones, 
the band is ‘‘tired of hiding our feelings. 
Why can’t we just say out loud, ‘We stink?”’ 

The British publication Melody Maker 
reports it has already been told by a con- 
servative member of Parliament that - in 
the lawmaker’s words - ‘‘I’ve not actually 
heard the group, but I think they should be 
banned.” 


Counseling center 
answers student questions

Each year, two to three thousand 
students have some kind of contact with the, 
counseling center, according to Dave 
MéNaughton, director of counseling ser- 
vices. 

Located in the basement of Bowman 
Hall, the counseling center is a place where 
you can take a course in y; f 

It is possible to better academic work 
with the use of the study skills lab. A 
counselor is willing to discuss educational 
and vocational decisions or personal 
subjects. There are many seminars, 
growth groups and workshops available. 

If a teacher seems to be unfair, if the 
bottom of the desk is hidden because it’s 
piled high with late work, or if there are 
questions about transfe’ , the coun- 
seling center can help to straighten things 
out. The study s lab may also be 
helpful. 

A wide range of vocational testing and 
counseling is available to a student who 
wants to be sure he.is styding what's best 
for him. This can help answer questions 
such as: where am I going? 

Strict confidence is maintained so in- 
terpersonal concerns can be shared. 
Concerns about marriage, lack of self 


confidence, relationships, depressions, job 
interviews, or time usage are very often 
discussed between counselors and clients. 

Questions asked range from how am I 
sexually; to how do I communicate? 

Counseling is more than getting 
someones advice, according to Mc- 
Naughton. It helps students to think more 
objectively-about themselves and others; it 
can be an educational experience. 

There are two current areas of major 
concern to students. 

One involves individual development. 
“This is reflected in the world wide concern 
for human rights and the integrity of the 
individual,” according to McNaughton. 

The second area centers around career 
and life planning. ‘This is reflective of the 
fiscal importance of a job to the national 
condition,” said McNaughton. 

“It is easier to understand what is going 
on here if we understand what is going on in 
the world,” said McNaughton, “it is 
mirrored in the University population.”

Faculty senate discuss 
program reduction mandate

The Program Reduction Mandate 
Document was the main topic of discussion 
at the Stout faculty senate meeting held 
January 19. 

After the senate listened to Robert 
Baruch, president of the association of UW 
faculties, and discussed the document, the 
senate voted to reject any modification of 
UW 5 at this time.” 

This document deals with Chapter 5 of the 
rules for the University of Wisconsin 
System. It explains the process gone 
through if a financial emergency is 
declared and lay off or termination of 
faculty results. M 

This chapter was written in 1972 when 88

tenured faculty people were layed off in the 
University System due to financial 
problems. At that time there were no 
guidelines to follow. 

Now Chapter 5 has been rewritten and 
given to the senate to vote on. 

“These recommended changes eliminate 
some safeguards presently found in 
Chapter 5 and make it easier to get rid of or 
réduce programs at universities,” said Jim 
Bjornerud, a faculty senate member. 

Presently, a financial emergency would 
mean all i everams would be reduced or 
eliminated. 

“This document could be abused and 
pro} a major danger to tenure faculty,” 
said Bjornerud.

This and a list of other statistics was 
compiled from a survey distributed by the 
institutional research department this fall. 


Fifty-one percent of the freshmen came 
from high schools of 100-399 graduating 
class members. 


Stout’s enrollment requirements include 
being in the upper % of the class to be 
admitted in good standing.

“there does not seem to be a significant 
correlation between the test scores anda 
student’s performance.”

About 82 percent of the freshmen plan on 
completing their bachelors degree at Stout. 


Close to half the freshmen chose their

Nearly half the students are fairly cer- 
tain that they are committed to ‘their 
chosen major. 


Osegard believes that anyone who might 
benefit from Stout should be allowed to 
enroll as a special student.

Library copy machines. 
may not meet Stout's needs

Have you ever been upset with the copy 
machines in the library? Do their frequent 


during the last week of the semester? 

If you answered “‘yes’’ to or all of the 
above questions, relief is nowhere in sight. 

Pierce Library is the only place on 
campus. with copy machines available for 
student use. The four copy machines in the 
library break down most frequently during 
periods of heavy use, according to Rita 
Sorkness, library assistant. 

“It’s seldom that all four machines break 
down at once,’’ Sorkness said, ‘‘but it has 
happened. At the end of the semester, 
graduate students need materials copied 
for their thesis and undergraduates need 
materials for their term papers, making 
use especially heavy.”

to Vicki Tritt, secretary media retrieval 
services. The IBM copier is leased on a 
monthly basis and is a newer model than 
the Olivetti copiers, which were put in the 
library by the manufacturer several years 
ago. Some library employees are trained to 
do ‘minor maintenance on the IBM copier. 
The Olivetti copier is maintained by a Stout 
student trained by the manufacturer. 

“Most of the problems we've been having 
with the copiers have been due to the coin 
mechanism,”’ Sorkness said. “‘Sometimes 
the machines fill up with coins and we can’t 
empty them fast enough. Other times, the 
mechanism breaks or people don’t un- 
derstand how to use the machines.” 

The copy machines charge “the lowest 
rate in town” for their services, according 
to Schultze. Other copy services charge up 
to thirty cents per page, Schultze said. 

Students have complained about the copy 
machines to library personnel, it no

Fashion merchandising majors are 
getting business experience through two 
’ student-operated stores on campus. 


Each student in the major serves in such 
functions as buyer, advertising manager, 
personnel manager and stock coordinator. 
One shop, the Niche, specializes in gifts for 
the home, while a second business, Niche 2, 
offers gifts for the person. 


Jerry DeBoer, who teaches fashion 
merchandising at Stout, explained that 
students earn three credits for operating 
the businesses, spending five hours in the 
store each week, plus three hours in class. 
DeBoer. says while the university provides 

.. space for the shops in its home economics 
building, the businesses are otherwise self- 
supporting, with the sales of merchandise 
paying for operating costs. Most of. the 
mefchandise is purchased’ through 
wholesalers, although some craft items are 
taken on consignment. 


“We take a 30 percent commission on 
consignment merchandise and a 50 percent 
markup on other goods unless they are 
preticketed below that,”’ DeBoer said. 


Some 74 seniors are involved in operating 
the shops each year. Hours are 10 a.m. - 8 
p.m., Monday through Thursday. 


“‘Werun one major sale each semester to 


help clean up our markdowns,”’ DeBoer 


said. 


Students learn all aspects of the 
operation, ranging from advertising to 
layout and display. Each week they rotate 
to a different position. DeBoer said that the 
student manager sets up assignments and 
then grades subordinates on their work 
performance, which becomes part of the 
grade for the course. The students deter- 
mine where profits are to be invested. 

DeBoer said that both shops are set up to 
handle specialized items. 


“First of all, we are not trying to 
duplicate what the merchants in town are 
all doing and doing well,” he said. 
“Secondly, we are in an out-of-the-way 
location, So if we did not have unique 
products, our chances of getting customers 
would be very limited.” 


The Niche features such items as linens, 
napkins, place mats, glasses, plant holders 
and inexpensive furniture. Niche 2 has 
scarves, handbags, jewelry, soaps, 
cologne, belts and other personal items. 


DeBoer said that 
teaching is very popular among recruiters 
from business and industry who hire 
graduates from the fashion merchandising 
progam at Stout.

Copyright law has impact 
on students and teachers

January 1, 1978 launched the start of a 
new year anda new copyright law also took 
effect. Many wonder how this law will ef- 
fect the reproduction of articles for use in a 
classroom 


The two sections which seem to cause 
controversy and hafe the most impact on 
students and teachers are the ‘‘fair use”’ 
and “reproduction by libraries and ar- 
chives”’ sections. 


Section 107 of the new law deals with fair 
use. Basically, this article states that one 
may reproduce copyrighted material for 
“criticism, comment, news reporting, 
teaching (including multiple copies for 
classroom use), scholarship or research." 

Determining fair use involves the 
following considerations: 1) purpose and 
character of use (is any profit involved), 2) 
nature of work, 3) amount and sub 
stantiality of the portion used, and 4) effect 
upon potential market for the work. 

Some guidelines were set up to help 
people conform to the law. One of these 
States that multiple copies may not exceed 


one copy per student and certain word 
limits must be met. Spontaneity (no time to 
get permission) is taken into consideration 
and this should not happen more than nine 
times per semester. A note that states the 
material is copyrighted should also be 
included. 


The other section, number 108, which has 
caused controversy relates to reproduction 
by libraries and archives. One point that 
will bear impact on the student is that the 
library may not request more than six 
copies per calendar year of an article 
published within the last five years. The 
idea behind this is that if that journal is 
sought by that many people then the library 
should have a subscription themselves. 
Accurate records must be kept in the inter- 
library loan offices to match these 
guidelines. 


So far the courts have not interpreted the 
law so its effects are not concrete. For 
more information on the law, books and 
magazines dealing with this topic can be 
found in the Pierce Library

Krause was even more impressive 
by receiving 843 votes - 60 percent 
of the votes cast for vice president.

The 
response was, at best, un 
derwhelming. Student par- 
ticipation at question-answer 
sessions held on campus was even 
less. 

Another plank in the platform of 
“Students for Students’’ was to 
enforce the weekly office hours of 
the senators. That way students 
could communicate with senators 
on a one-to-one basis. This 
resembled more of a one-to-none 
meeting and became a nice study 
hall for the senators. 

The rampant lack of student 
input left the role of the ‘‘loyal 
opposition’’ to the Spectator, 
creating the impression that the 
Spectator was out to get Jensch, 
Krause, and the rest of the senate.

Think about it. We're all 
students and, in a_ sense, all 
responsible Unfortunately,

That has not been the case, however: The 
Washington-based Drug Abuse Council 
reports that after four years of a liberalized 
pot law, Oregon's marijuana habits seem to 
have remained relatively unchanged 

According to the Council’s most recent 
study, there has been a mere 6 percent rise 
in marijuana use since pot ‘was 
decriminalized in 1973. The non-profit 
council reports that only 25 percent of 
persons over the age of 18 in Oregon report 
they have tried smoking pot at least once. 

(ZNS) THE BUSINESS publication 
FORBES Magazine is reporting that the 
market for cigarette rolling papers - a 
market that has been sky-rocketing in 
recent years - may finally be topping out. 

The reason for this turn of events, the 
usually-conservative publication says, is 
that - in the magazine’s words - ‘‘Fat joints 
are out.” 

_ FORBES credits the growing popularity 

of marijuana for pushing the rolling paper 
industry to an incredible $200 million 
(dollar)-a-year business. However, the 
magazine adds, the price of an ounce of 
dope has jumped in recent years from $15 to 
$59 (dollars) causing smokers to conserve 
their weed by rolling thinner cigarettes. 

The magazine says that smokers - who 
used to use two papers to roll a joint - are 
beginning to use only one for the.thinner 
smokes. As a result, sales of papers are 
declining. 

(ZNS) THE OKLAHOMA CITY TIMES 
reports that more than 100 teenaged boys 
have formed Ku Klux Klan chapters at two 
local high schools, and are waging a 
campaign of terror against gay men and 
lesbians. cy 

The Times quotes the boys, aged mostly 
15 and 16, as saying they were responsible 
last November for attacking patrons of a 
club that reportedly catered to gay people. 
In that incident, several people were in- 
jurec, tires were slashed, and cars van- 
dalized. 

The Times quotes one youth, claiming to 
be a member of the K-K-K clubs, as saying 
that ‘‘we are not just against blacks like the 
old klan.’’ He added, “‘we are against gays 
and the clubs that support them and are 
going to try to shut them down.” 

Another youth is reported to have told the 
newspaper that ‘‘the only people we won't 
let in are girls, blacks, jews or a 
smokers,’ he added. However, that 


Politics magazine reports. that 
representative Larry McDonald has 
gathered 172 congress members as co- 
sponsors of a resolution to re-establish the 
committee on internal security. 

In 1974, the house voted overwhelmingly 
to retain the committee, but it was 
abolished in 1975 after the democratic 
caucus voted to write its demise into the 
rules of the 94th congress.

New library may be long time in coming

“The architectura] selection process is 
under way for the new library,” said Paul 
Axelsen, director of campus planning. 

According to Axelsen, the selection 
process has been lengthened due to the high 
cost of the facility. 

“If the total dollar package exceeds $5 
million, a new selection procedure is used,” 
Axelsen said. ‘‘Several architects sub- 
mitted resumes, and the selection has now 
been narrowed to three firms."

Bureau Facilities Management, a state 
government group in Madison, has the final 
word on which architect to hire for the 
project, according to Axelson. 

“Bureau Facilitiés Management will be 
meeting with officials on campus Feb. 8 to 
make the final decision in the selection 
process,”’ Axelsen said. 

At this time, it is not known how much the 
new facility will cost. 

“Cost figures will be available only after 
the library has been drawn, designed, and 
bid,’’ Axelsen said. ‘‘Until then, there’s no

way anyone can answer the question of how 
much it’s going to cost.” : 

After final selection of an architect has 
been made, design of the structure will 
begin. Axelsen provided a rough but op- 
timistic estimate of when the library will be 
ready for use. 


“It will probably take one year to go 
through the plans and specifications,” 
Axelsen said. ‘‘I think that the possibility 
exists of a spring or summer 1979 start (of 
operation).’’ 


The proposed site of the library is the 
temporary parking lot located directly 
across the street from the present library. 
Construction of the new library may pose 
parking problems, according to Axelsen. 

“When the new library is built, the 
parking lot will disappear,’’ said Axelsen.

“Instead of me being an independent 
person of first Kranzusch involved deeply 
in activities, now people must come to me,” 
Ekern said. 

She misses being able to leave and come 
when she feels like it. Many of her friends 
live off campus which means it is much 
easier for them to come to her than her visit 
them. 

The most difficult thing to her now is the 
snow, which can only be accepted and 
ignored. But other things, like broken glass 
outside the dorm possess problems. A 
wheelchair uses two bicycle tires which are 
inflated with air until a piece of glass 
punctures it. As Ekern put it, ‘People can’t 
do everything that suits them, but must be 
considerate to others that share this world 
with them.” 

Keys pose another problem. Many of the 
elevators on campus are run by keys. 
Ekern cannot use keys which means asking 
others for help. She wants to be as in- 
dependent as she possibly can, but needs 
assistance in some cases. She does not want 
people's sympathy. but for them to do 
things because they want to The social 
pressure causes people to act differently at 
times and not be themselves 

Ekern says she has changed like any 
other individual might change when faced 
with a new situation. Being back at Stout is 
a challenge for her and most agree, 1n- 
cluding herself, that she 1s handling it well 
But most of all, she 1s enjoying being back 
with all of her friends

The house itself is being redone room by 
room. As it is now there is just enough room 
for Heintz, his wife, their two sons and a 
poodle that resembles one of their sheep. 

The Heintz’s are fanatical antique 
collectors. Their collection spills out of the 
house and into the barn. In the center of the 
living room is one of Heintz’s three looms. 
He recently spent fifteen hours of a 
Saturday weaving two wall hangings. 

“It takes about an hour to set up the loom 
for a design with a warp of 200 ends,’’ said 
Heintz. One of his creations is displayed on 
the living room wall. Heintz’s hobby of 
weaving stems from his career and his 
background. He grew up in the atmosphere 


of his. family’s textile business and has. 


taught weaving and textiles for eights 
years at Stout. 

“J like to weave for the relaxation, I 
would never sell anything I weave,” said 
Heintz. 

When Heintz takes on a hobby he really 
starts at the beginning of the process. He 
raises sheep which he has professionally 
sheared, then he spins his own yarn on one 
of his two spinning wheels which he built 
himself in Stout’s wood shop. 

Heintz’s homemade spinning wheels met 
with such success that he was prompted to 
send the designs for his wheels to the Hand 
Weavers Guild of America. Now Heintz’s 
spinning wheels will be manufactured and 
soldwithall proceeds to be used for student 
schol ips. 

Heintz has even spun and woven poodle 
hair from a dog he used to have. He has 
woven poodle hair into a tie he frequently 
wears.

Summer employment is a problem in 
getting where you want to go but can be a 
way to “get your act together,” according 
to Dahlke. 

It is important for underclassmen to talk 
to seniors and juniors, faculty and com- 
munity members to find out what kind of 


‘jobs are possible for the summers. The 


media can also be a good source. 

Finding summer employment is a self 
initiated, self done process. It is the in- 
dividual’s own responsibility to find 
summer employment. 

Field experience is good for any major. 
Be sure to check with the advisor of the 
program to be sure the work experience fits 
the requirements. 

There is a risk factor involved in summer 
work. It may be an undesirable job and one 
may find he does not like the field. This is 
still a good experience. One can find out 
that kind of information now instead of 
upon graduation. 

The placement office complies a file for 
all seniors. This placement file includes 
recommendations from former employees 
and proof of work experience. Students can 
send recommendations to Stout or have 
their employers send them. A file will be 
started and the recommendations will be 
put inside. 

The library has several references 
available for a summer job search. Under 
the headings of ‘summer employment and 
jobs’ there are several listings. 

There are also summer job workshops 
being held. The topics discussed include the 
importance of selecting the right job, ap- 
plication procedures, use of a resume for 
finding a summer job, recommendations 
and proof of experience letters and how to 
find summer job opportunities.

Black Panther co-founder 
fights for people’s rights

An audience of more than one hundred 
listened to the ideas of Bobby Seale Sunday 
night at Johnson Fieldhouse. This event 
was one of the activities for Black 
Awareness Week. 

Seale spoke of his involvement and the 
ideas behind the ‘‘Domestic War’’ of the 
sixties and early seventies. He helped form 
the Black Panther Party and explained the 
real purposes of the organization, expelling 
many of the negative ideas thought about 
the Black Panthers. They were formed to 
so dissolve police brutality and racism 
and were more than just ‘“‘a group of 
niggers carrying guns and talking about 
racism and police brutality.”’ 

He emphasized the concept that ‘‘the only 
thing we can strive and hope for is first 
class humanism."’ He said the true second 


class citizens are those who label others as 
that, and have little humanistic qualities 
themselves. 

The reason he received the label 
“‘militant’’, “‘the ignorance and fear of the 
people towards racism made me seem so 
militant,’ he said. Actually, he is 
struggling to ‘‘root the poor and low income 
of any color into our society.” 

For the past three years Seale has been 
working on a book, The Lonely Rage, that is 
an autobiography of his life and contains 
many of his ideas and opinions of the 
struggle for black liberation. It has been 
published by Quadrangle Books. 

Seale is still very involved in the system 
and is fighting for the rights of people, 
“whether they are black, white, red, 
yellow, purple, green or polka dot.”

(ZNS) HOW DO YOU turn an ordinary 
person into an unwilling killer? 

Newly released documents obtained by 
the New York Times indicate that this very 
question was the subject of considerable 
study by the C.I.A. in the mid-1950’s. 

The documents, obtained under the 
freedom of information act, were prepared 
as part of a project codenamed ‘‘ar- 
tichoke,"’ one of four highly secret C.I.A. 
programs involving mind control ex- 
periments from 1949 to 1974. 

According to the project artichoke 
papers, a team of interrogation and drug 
experts and psychiatrists were asked to 
evaluate whether an individualcould be 
made ‘‘to perform an act of attempted 
assassination involuntarily against a 
prominent politician, or if necessary, 
against an American official.” 

The papers go on to suggest that the 
subject could be surreptitiously druged and 
then ‘‘induced to perform the act of at- 
tempted assassination at some other date.” 
They add that after the assassination, ‘‘it 
was assumed the subject would be taken 
into custody’’ by authorities and thereby 
“disposed of”’. 

The Times reports that while there is no 
indication that the C.I.A. attempted to use 
mind control in an assassination attempt, 
the senate select committee on intelligence 
reported in 1976 that the agency had in fact 
plotted at least three foreign 
assassinations. 


(ZNS) THE. DIRECTOR OF THE WHITE 
HOUSE office of drug abuse policy claims 
the federal government really has a very 
“limited” responsibility for the health of 
americans who might be smoking 
marijuana laced with paraquat and other 
deadly pesticides. 

The U.S, government reportedly spends 
some $13 million dollars annually to rg A 

rt the ge fay of marijuana crops in 

exico. Federal drug agencies have 
confirmed that traces of the deadly her- 
bicide — originally made in the U.S. — have 
been found in some of the weed smuggled 
over the border into the United States from

Mexico. 
White House special assistant Peter 
Bourne, however, says that the government 


has about as much bility for those 
who smoke the icide-contaminated 
weed as it would for “ le who have 


accidents while driving their automobiles 
at 80 miles an hour.” 

Bourne says that the government can 
only warn Americans that they are not only 
doing something illegal, but that they are 
doing something that be hazardous to 
their heatlh. “Given tt notice,” says 
Bourne, ‘If they want to continue to take 
the risk, that’s up to them.” 

The National organization for the reform 
of marijuana laws has charged that the 
government, by spraying deadly herbicides 
on marijuana, is taking ‘‘a relatively 
harmless weed and turning it into a truly 


dangerous drug.’’ 


(ZNS) SINGER BOB DYLAN says he 
believes America has been going downhill 
ever since the day, a few years back, that 
Time magazine suggested that God might 
be dead. 

Dylan, in an interview with Playboy 
magazine, recalls that he was on an air- 
plane several years ago when he saw a copy 
of the weekly news magazine that shocked 
him. Dylan recalls: (quote) ‘‘It had a cover 
headline reading ‘Is God dead?’” 

Dylan then asks: (quote) ‘I mean...-

Concern over accessibility

Tony Langton, assistant professor, has 
been with the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Center for nine years. 

Langton and his staff, headed by Gret- 
chen Russert and Allen Noll, are presently 
conducting a survey of the accessibility of 
campus buildings. 

The Home Economics building is the only 
building so far that is completely barrier 
free for persons in wheelchairs. f 

Housing has already bégun-to help the 
accessibility problem. Ramps have been 
built, bathroom stalls and signaling 
systems for fire drills are designed in some 
dorms, “The Communications building 
added a ramp, but there's no elevator for 
these students to reach the classrooms,” 
Langton said. ‘‘All counseling services in 
the basement of Bowman Hall, but there’s 
no elevator there either.” 

These are just a few of the items 
Langton’s survey is finding out. His staff 
and students are conducting the survey on 
their own time. ‘‘The survey is in com- 
plience with section 504 of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973,’’ Langton said. 

“Stout is the third most federally-funded 
branch of the University of Wisconsin 
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System. We stand to lose a lot of those funds 
if our accessibility doesn’t meet the 1980 
adline.”’ 


According to Joseph°A. Califano, Jr., 


Secretary of Health, Education and. 


Welfare, ‘The 504 regulation- attacks the 
discrimination, the demeaning ctices 
and the injustices that have afflicted the 
nation’s handicapped citizens. It reflects 
the recognition of the C that ‘most 
handicapped persons can lead od and 
productive lives, despite their bilities. 


“It will usher in a new era of ity for 


handicapped individuals in ich unfair 
barriers to self-sufficient and decent 
treatment will begin to fall before the force 
of the law.”

The survey includes a check list of 80 
questions for each building. Walkways, 
interior levels, classrooms, and resident 
rooms are checked.

“T think that the medical field is getting 
so advanced, and so progressively ahead of 
us, that it could lead to many problems,” 
said Dr. Gordon Dewald at the beginning of 
his presentation last Thursday night, which 
was sponsored by the Eau Claire 
Menomonie Sigma XI Club. 


Dewald: spoke on ‘‘The Role of Medical 
Genetics in Modern Society.” In his speech 
he emphasized the recent advances in 
modern medical genetics and the positive 
and negative effects these advances have 
on society. 


Dewald is the director of the Cytogenetics 
laboratory in the ment of Medical 
Genetics, Mayo Clinic and Foundation, and 
has written 25 publications about genetics. 

“The structure of Chromosomes in 
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Doctor speaks on role of modern genetics 


human beings has changed very much in 
years,”’ said Dewald. 
* According to Dewald, it is now possible to 
name chromosomes and the charac- 
teristics which they carry, and detect all 
genetic disorders a carrier may possess. 
He says that 20 percent of the genetic 
diseases are completely hereditary, 20 
percent are environmental, and 60 percent 
are both hereditary and environmental. 
Also, it is possible to detect genetic 
disorders in the prenatal stages of life, by 
Te cells taken- from the amniotic 
uid. t 
According to Dewald, it is now possible to 
treat and prevent genetic disorders 
detected during pregnancy, but high 
abortion rates are a problem when parents 
learn that: some disorders cannot be 
corrected. 


Some studies that are being done claim 
that by injecting a certain micro-organism 
into a bad gene, will then correct the 
genetic disorder. 

Dewald stated that medical technology in 
our society is advancing so quickly, that it 
is hard for the government to keep up and 
place federal laws and restrictions on these 
advancements. 

“This could lead to many serious and 
dangerous problems,’’ said Dewald. 

Dewald also shared with his audience 
some comments on issues of cancer, drugs 
and chromosomes, cloning, and test tube 
babies. 

“Don’t worry about test tube babies. I 
don’t know of anywhere in the United States 
where it’s happening. Besides, there’s 
nothing wrong with the present process of 
reproduction,’’ said Dewald. 


Regents to sell South African stocks

Sue Schmitt, who teaches the course, 
explained that until recently sex was 
almost a taboo subject for rehabilitation. 

“There has always been a taboo on 
sexuality, no matter who it was for,"’ she 
said. ‘‘In addition, there has been the 
stereotype that disabled people were either 
asexual, or were oversexed. There was 
never anything that said a disabled person 
is still a person with the same needs and 
desires of other people.” 

She pointed out that while a prime oh- 
jective of vocational rehabilitation is to 
prepare disabled people for jobs, job 
preparation is not enough.

A — You may receive any prosthetics or 
appliances you require. Have your 
physician contact the nearest VA clinic or 
hospital. 


@—I1am an Army retiree and waived my 
retirement pay in lieu of Veterans Ad- 
ministration disability compensation. May 
Ihave an allotment withheld from my 
compensation check to pay premiums for a 
commercial insurance policy? 

A — No. 


Q — If my son enters the Air Force 
Academy, will he receive government life 
insurance? 

A — He will be covered under Ser- 
vicemen’s Group Life Insurance unless he 
elects to waive his coverage. 


Q— If a veteran is entitled to a one-time 
car grant from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, is he entitled to adaptive 
equipment for vehicles he may su 
sequently purchase? ;

Historic clock 
over 65 years old

“A machine of great moral value to man, 
allaying his concern for the future by 
reminding him what a lot of time remains 
to him.”’ 

Ambrose Bierce 

This machine resides on campus which 
students consult every day and which in- 
deed remind him of what time is left before 
the start of the next class. This instrument 
houses itself in the Bowman Tower and is 
named ‘‘the clock.” 

The clock measures approximately 
eleven feet in diameter. Its minute hand 
spans about five feet and hour hand reaches 
fourty-two inches. This clock utilizes four 
faces which connect in the middle to a 
central rod which runs cown to the con- 
trolling mechanism located on the first 
floor of Bowman Hall 

The clock installation dates back to the 
tower's construction, which makes it over 
sixty-five years old. The bell, above the 
clock, was also placed there at the for 
mation of the tower. The bell has not been 
rung since the 1920's when several people 
climbed up and hit the bell with hammers 
to ring it because of Stout’s victory in 
sports. In the process it broke and the 
removal is impractical since the tower was 
built around it and to remove it means 
taking out a corner of the building 

The clock originally ran on a water pump 
but now uses electricity. Its accuracy 
coincides with that of an electric clock. It 
must be set manually so after any elec- 
trical power failure it will be off 

The chimes heard on the quarter of the 
hours is run from another machine and set 
to the clock’s time The sound comes from a 
small hammer hitting metal panels. This 
sound is amplified about 35,000 times and 
sounded over the eight speakers located in 
the tower

Oshkosh takes court action 
in search for chancellor

University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh is 
without a chancellor Edwin Young, UW- 
System president, asked the Oshkosh 
student senate to nominate at least four 
students, two of which he would select to be 
members of a search and screen com 
mittee 


This committee, consisting of 13 mem 
bers representing faculty and ad- 
ministration, would aid Young in his ap 
pointment of a new chancellor. The student 
associauon submitted only two names, 
which were rejected by Young 


The student senate felt that they had the 
mght to nominate only their two best and 
expect Young to accept them 

Within the Wisconsin statutes, it states 
that students shall share in university 
governance 


Oshkosh has gone to court to obtain an 
injunction to stop the search and screen 
process UW-Milwaukee and UW-Madison 
have pledged $500 to help pay court fees 
United Council has also contributed money

How have Young and 
Regents reacted” 


It is not mandatory for Young to have a 
committee to give him advice on his 
selection of a chancellor, it was his own 
choice. 


The search and screen committee that 
helped select UW-Madison's chancellor had 
students as members and press leaks were 
traced back to them. Young wanted to 
avoid this by having final say about his 
committee 


The U. W. Regents have taken no action. 
It was decided not to place students on the 
committee unless they complied with the 
request as stated in the procedure. 


It would appear that while Oshkosh 
students are fighting over this trivial point, 
the campus isn’t being served by it's 
student government and the campus suf- 
fers without a chancellor 


“If they can't find four good people to 
submit to this committee, they'd better 
hang it up,”’ said Scott Cabot, Stout student 
senate president 


The student senate is not funding the 
Oshkosh student senate in this court action.

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(ZNS) A BRITISH COLUMBIAN JUDGE 
has been ‘‘chastised’’ by a Canadian of- 
ficial council for stating during a trial that 
‘“‘women don’t get much brains before 
they’re 30.”

Students enrolled ‘in Gary. Stenzil’s 
parenthood class played the role of 
“Mother Hen"’ this quarter, when they 
were required to carry a whole, raw egg 
with them for a period of two days. 

According to Debbie Swanson and Judy 
Myhra, both seniors enrolled in the class, 
the purpose behind wearing the egg was to 
give them a feeling of being pregnant, or a 
feeling of having something dependent on 
them in order to survive. The students had 
to wear the egg at all times, including while 
in the shower and while sleeping. 

“IT would wake up at night to make sure 
the egg was o.k., said Swanson. 

Both girls slept with the egg, by tying it to 
their wrists and holding it in their hands. 
Most of the time they carried the eggs by 
wrapping them in plastic, tying it to a 
string, then wearing it around their necks. 
While taking a shower, Myhra put the egg

“I even went uptown and danced with my 
egg on,” said Myhra. 

Stenzil, a new instructor this semester, 
got the idea of wearing the egg while he 
attended Brigham Young University. 

Both girls could see how wearing the egg 
correlated with being pregnant, and having 
something dependent on them. 

“It was sometimes easy to forget the egg 
was there,” said Myhra. ‘‘And it was im- 
portant to be aware of it at all times, so that 
no harm could come to it.”

I went in to talk with Paul Spiedel, in- 
structor of the Ornamental Foundry 
course, and had _ barely my 
notebook, when I  surroun by a 
menagerie of metal monsters and objects. 


“See,” he said, placing a little aluminum 
potbellied stove on the desk in front of me, 
“this is what you can make in Ornamental 
Foundry.’’ Surveying the forms he had 
surrounded me with, (everything from 
bronze pinecones to a small metal kettle) 
even I, who had not known what the word 
“foundry” meant, became immediately 
; interested. 


The Ornamental Foundry he was 
speaking of is a new class being offered on 
Monday nights, 7-10 p.m. by the Menomonie 
Vocational and Technical Institute. The 
course covers making the patterns, and 
casting, and investment casting (using a 
plaster mold). Spiedel wants tokeep it a fun 
class, so ‘‘... whatever the class wants to 
make, we can do.”

Artist expresses himself 
through van painting

“It gives me a chance to express myself. 
I'm creating,’ said Richard Capra, an 
artist. Capra expresses his artistic talents 
on vans. 

Although most of Capra's ‘‘artwork’”’ is 
displayed on business signs and windows, 
van painting serves as his departure from 
the usual. Capra is as unique as his art- 
work. He lives in a house in some woods 
overlooking the Chippewa River. His house 
sits high on a hill where Capra says ‘‘one 
can see for miles.’ According to Capra, his 
nearest neighbor is about a half mile away. 

Originally a high school art teacher, 
Capra became disheartened with education 
and decided to go into business for himself 
“Teaching wasn't my bag,'’ said Capra. 
“Basically, I'm the kind of person who 
doesn't want to have to answer to 
anybody."’ 

Capra is the proprietor of Signs & Art, 815 
E. Sixth Ave. Upon visiting his shop, I found 
Capra about to close a business transaction 
on a van. The bearded artist was dressed 
simply; his army boots, wool sweater and 
sheepskin vest gave one the impression of 
an outdoorsman 

Sipping a cup of coffee, he stepped back 
and observed while his customer admired 
her newly decorated van 

“What a creature. | love it!" 
claimed 

The brightly colored design was of a huge 
lion's head and part of its body, fading into

the background. She liked it so well, she 
mentioned having more painting done on 
the van. 

Unlike many van murals, Capra’s are 
hand painted. According to Capra, some 
van art is in the form of a decal. 

“It's cheaper (for decals), but not as 


nice,’’ he pointed out. ‘It looks cheap too.”’ ~ 


Capra starts with a picture or drawing - 
either his original or one supplied. by the 
customer. 

‘Most people have their own ideas, but 
I'll do a design if they want one,’’ Capra 
said 

The first step involved in transferring the 
design from paper to the van is to prepare 
the old surface. It’s sanded lightly to give it 
roughness so the paint will imbed better. 
After cleaning the surface, Capra draws 
the design on the van with a grease pencil. 

Capra implements various painting 
equipment and paraphernalia te create the 
actual design. An airbrush is the main 
instrument used, but other various devices 
and instruments are utilized. Capra says 
there is an art to handling the airbrush and 
other instruments that are used to create 
the fine lines and detailed illustrations. 

“The type and consistency of paint is also 
very important. All-in-all, it takes about 15 
hours to complete one side of a van,"’ said 
Capra 

‘When I finish, I can stand back, admire 
and have a good feeling about it. It's 
beautiful and it’s art,"’ he said.

Regent poticy changes needed 

Oshkosh is searching for a new 
chancellor. In order to hire one, 
UW-System President Edwin 
Young has formed a search and 
screen committee. 

Committee selection is up to the 
Board of Regents. Current board 
policy says that the campus ad- 
ministration should submit four 
candidates, the faculty 12, and the 
students four. President Young 
should then choose two. ad- 
ministration members, six faculty 


—~ =, members, and two students. 


a 


Young asked the Oshkosh 
student association (OSA) to 
nominate four students to serve on 
the committee. OSA, based on 


their interpretation of the 1974 
merger law, nominated two. 
Young refused to consider the 
nominees, instead upholding his 
original request for four. The 
committee went ahead withouf the 
students. 


Section 36, subsection 5 of the 
merger law states, ‘The student of 
each institution or campus shall 
have the right to organize them- 
selves ina manner they determine 
and to select their representatives 
to participate in institutional 


governance.” 

That was the basis of OSA’s 
decision. As the elected 
representatives of the student 


body, they felt they were com- 
plying with the law 

The question boils down to 
whether hiring a chancellor is 
institutional governance or a 
personnel decision. 

The Stoutonia staff feels it is a 
personnel decision. 

While OSA is not serving the 
needs of their own student body by 
not putting a student on the 
committee, they are trying to 
serve the needs of all students in 
the UW-System by testing the 
merger law. 

Perhaps a better way to settle 
this dispute is to establish a new 
regent policy. 

By working with the United 
Council of Wisconsin Student 
Governments (UC), a more 
defined set of policies could be 
established. Under this system, 
specific guidelines for each search 
and screen committee could be 
spelled out. Different guidelines 
need to be set up for hiring UW- 
System presidents, chancellors, 
deans, and faculty 

As board policy stands, it is very 
clear that OSA should have 
nominated four students for the 
committee. Violating a regent 


policy has the effect of ignoring the 
law. 

The Stoutonia staff feels that the 
right way to insure that student’s 
needs are met is to change the 


policy.

diet - key to weight loss is sensible eating 


stored calories. So if 100 extra calories are 
consumed every day, at the end of the year 
15 extra pounds will have been gained. So, 
instead of eating 100 extra calories, cut 
down 100 calories per day and reverse the 
operation. 

To determine how many calories each 
person needs to meet basic metabolism 
depends on several factors such as height, 
body frame, and amount of activity. To find 
your individual calorie intake corner a 
nutrition student and let them show the 
formulas used. Another way to estimate 
your calorie need is to multiply your 
desired weight by 12, if moderately active 
multiply by 15 and if a real jock use 17. This 
gives the approximate amount of calories 
needed to maintain that body weight. To 
lose two pounds per week would mean 
subtracting 1000 calories from the calorie 
in-take, or a total of 7000 calories per week 
which equals two pounds of excess fat.

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Foreigners voice views on American lifestyle

Probably many Americans don’t realize 
the adjustments that many foreign students 
have to make, while living or visiting in the 
United States. Some find it easier to adjust, 
and accept the American way of life than 
others. 

What is it like to be a foreigner living in 
Wisconsin? 

What are some of the things foreign 
people find unique and interesting about 
our society? 

“When people travel to foreign countries, 
many of them experience something called 
‘Cultural Shock,’ said Archer Heinzen, a 
psychologist working at the UW-Stout 
counseling center. 

“Cultural Shock can be defined as 
operating on values that a person is not 
used to,’’ said Heinzen. 

“For some foreigners, cultural shock 
may only occur for a short period of time. 


For others it may last longer,’ said - 


Heinzen. 
Cordula Ackeman is a freshman 
majoring in hotel and restaurant 


management, and comes from Hamburg, 
West Germany. She has been living in the 
United States for a year and a half. Before 
coming to Stout, Cordula attended one year 
of high school in St. Anthony Village, 
Minnesota. Her main reason for coming to 
Stout is that it’s easier and faster than 
going to school in West Germany. Ackeman 
says she really likes it here, and finds the 
faculty very helpful and the people very 
nice and open minded. She also claims that 
there is more opportunity for higher 
education in the U.S. than in Germany. 
Ackeman says that she thinks Germans 
are more liberal than Americans, and 


stated that Americans are too hung up on © 


the way they look. 

“I hear alot about make-up and diets.” 
“It seems like everything evolves around 
‘people looking their best.”’ 

She says much of the food she eats in 
Wisconsin is the same as in West Germany, 
but that Americans include more fatty 
foods than Germans in their diets. 
Ackeman says that Americans eat much 
more than Germans. “I’ve gained 40 
pounds since I came to the United States,” 
she said. 

One thing that Ackeman finds disturbing 
is all the commercials on television. 

“In Germany, commercials are shown 
only before and after 


the television 


programs,”’ said Ackeman. 

One of the complications Ackeman en- 
countered during her first six months in 
America, was that it was difficult for 
people to understand her. 

‘People would interpret things dif- 
ferently than what I was really trying to get 
across to them and I always had to explain 
to them what I was trying to say.” 

Ackeman says one thing she loves to do in 
Wisconsin that she can’t do in Germany is 
waterski. She also enjoys her work at the 
Commons. 

After finishing her four years at Stout, 
Ackeman plans to return to her home in 
Hamburg. 


Joseph Bakare is from Kwara, one of the 
19 states in Nigeria, and is a senior 
majoring in vocational education trade and 
industry. He has been in Wisconsin for five 
months and before coming to Stout, he 
attended three years of college in Nigeria. 

Bakare says that many people in Nigeria 
have attended Stout, and that his main 
reason for coming here is that he receives a 
better education in his field, and that the 
experience is good. 

Bakare has found that the people here are 
very friendly and nice, and always ready to 
help and assist when having difficulties. 
“When I first arrived in Menomcnuie, a 
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man met me at the bus depot. This gave me 
a very good first impression,” he said. 

Americans are very fond of recreational 
activities, hunting game, and eating, ac- 
cording to Bakare. He says that the food is 
much cheaper in the United States than in 
Nigeria, and for that reason he likes to eat 
here. He also finds that there is a wide 
amount of Christian beliefs in Wisconsin. 

When asked how he likes the music ‘here 
he replied, ““American music is decent. If I 
am working, and a good song comes on, I 
will drop everything and listen,” said 
Bakare. 

Bakare described the scenery in 
Wisconsin as being ‘‘superb.”’ 

Bakare says that he has difficulties with 
communicating with Americans primarily 
due to his heavy accent. 

He would like to try skiing before he 
leaves Wisconsin, but can find no time 
because of all his studying. 

After graduation in the spring, Bakare is 
going back to his home in Kwara, Nigeria. 


Also from Nigeria, and a roommate of - 


Bakare, is Mike Fakomogbon. 

Fakomogbon is majoring in industrial 
education. Before coming to Stout he at- 
tended Kalamazoo University for one 
semester. He came to Stout because there 
are no technology schools in Nigeria, and 
he couldn’t get the education he wants. 

Fakomogbon has found that young people 
in the United States, are very independent. 

“In Nigeria, young people are much 
more dependent on their families, and 
there are stronger family ties,” said 
Fakomogbon. He finds it interesting that 
alot of students in the United States pay for 
their own ‘schooling. 

‘In Nigeria, the family pays,” he said: 

Fakomogbon also said that America is 
much more technologically advanced than 
Nigeria, and he wishes to have Nigeria 
develop that way too. 

Fakomogbon will return to Nigeria when 
he graduates next December.

“Women running are still a novelty, 
which is good.

‘In Jamaica, women are looked down 
upon that do this,”’ said Bennett. 

She feels very negative about all the 
discrimination she has seen in the United 
States. 

‘When I listen to the news, they always 
make a point of saying that the person 
involved is ‘black,’ but they never say that 
a person is ‘white’,’’:said Bennett. 

Bennett also feels that she is treated 
differently from other black Americans, 
just because she is from Jamaica.

Praveen Nanda, Checa’s roommate, is a 
junior majoring in hotel and restaurant 
management. His home is in New Deli, 
India. He previously attended a University 
in India for two years. 

“Stout has a good reputation where I 
come from. And the same view is shared by 
my fellow country men.” : 

Nanda describes the pore in Wisconsin 
as being ‘‘very friendly and fun loving.”’ He 
also found that Americans are very. open 


with each other. 

“In India, we do not ask a girl to aaa 
unless we are first introduced. Here they 
ask them to dance even if they do not know 
them,” said Nanda.

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Library - one menace to 
campus parking problem

Stout has a parking problem. So what's 
new? It may get worse. 

According to Bill Blumer, chief of 
security, the new library will be built in the 
parking lot presently located between the 
library and the home economics building. 


The Board of Regents has determined 
that auxiliary services, such as parking, 
must be self-sufficient in terms of funding 
for initial cost and upkeep. 


The state previously purchased the land 
that now serves as the temporary parking 
lot. Because the land was not designated as 
being strictly for parking, Stout will be 
forced to find additional land for parking 
when the library is built. 


In order for additicnal land to be pur- 
chased, student's parking permits wil] cost 
more next year and in years to come, 
Blumer said. 


Vandalism and theft continue to be a 
major problem in the parking lot across the 
street from North Hall. 


“Pedestrian traffic after bar-closing 
time produces juvenile reactions,’ Blumer 
said. ‘‘Broken antennas, Volkswagons 
tufned sideways, and people walking on car 
roofs and hoods have caused us to have an 
officer visible in a car in the lot when the 
bars close."’

Speaker gives advice in rape situations

A crowd of more than 270 persons listened 
and watched as Frederic Storaska, author 
of the book How to Say No to a Rapist and 
Survive, explained and demonstrated his 
method to discourage an attacker. He 
proved to be quite entertaining while ex- 
pelling many misconceptions of how people 


should react when threatened with rape. 

Storasks used the words ‘‘scare tactics’ 
when describing rape. 

“Often when instilling fear in a person 
you kill them,’’ he said. 

Instead of screaming and fighting back 
right away, he avocates ‘‘go along with the 
rapist until you see or make an opportunity 
to react, unless you are in immediate bodily 
harm. Keep your options open - if what you 
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seems the only way to keep clear of the sneezing and wheezing 
going on in classrooms. (Dick Christensen photo) 


do doesn’t work try something else."’ 

Storaska pointed out that the attacker is 
human and looks at his victim as a symbol 
or object, but not as another human being. 

“Talk, touch, humanize the whole affair 
so you can communicate yourself out of 
rape,’’ suggests Storaska. 

One plea Storaska made and Bill Blumer, 
chief of security, also asked is report any 
attempted assault or incident. Blumer 
stressed that even if the person does not 
want to press charges it gives security a 
chance to look into the problem. 

“Our hands are tied unless we are at least 
notified of a problem,” said Blumer. 

During the 1976-77 school year three 
sexual assaults were reported on campus. 

The term sexual assault does not 
necessarily mean intercourse. Fourth 
degree sexual assault reads ‘‘whoever has 
sexual contact with a person without the 
consent of that person.’ There has been one 
sexual assault reported during the present 
school year, contrary to rumors spreading 
through campus. 

If involved in an incident please notify 
security so action can be taken or at least 
security will know where to patrol more. 

As Blumer put it, ‘‘we aren’t mind- 
readers, we need cooperation from the 
students.”

Well, now that I’ve got you scared to 


know that isn’t true, but it makes a nice 
opening) I shall offer some solutions. 

I don’t claim that any individual can 
solve all of the world’s problems, but I do 
believe that we each must make a com- 
mitment to do our own little part (and I just 
happen to be foolish enough to think that if I 
do something to improve the world there 
will be several other people doing the same 
thing). 

We know that individual effort can work. 
When everyone was telling Detroit, ‘Make 
smaller cars,’’ did they listen?

I know we should support American 
industry (‘Buy a foreign and put 8

salt. If the free enterprise system won’t 
provide us with products that will help us 
save, rather than waste energy, we have a 
responsibility to go to someone who will. 
| For example, we have to start becoming 

aware that all the plastic packaging we see 
around us is helping to use up valuable 
| petroleum. And we have to be brave enough 
to tell the store owner, restaurant 
| manager, or whoever that we neither need 
| nor want all this extraneous packaging. 
| In that respect, the local food co-op has 
| the right idea, selling food in bulk quan- 
| tities. We may well see the day of the return 
| of the general store, at least for some 
| products. 
| Since a large proportion of the energy in 
| this country is used for private tran- 
| sportation, we can also save by using our 
| cars less. Walk to school if you live a 
| reasonable distance from campus - and a 
| reasonable distance is 20 or 25 blocks not 2 
; or 3. Any college student who can’t hack 
| walking 25 blocks is headed toward the fat 
| cat executive syndrome and an early heart 
| attack -so keep that in mind as well.

Consumer affairs officer — 
outlines FDA problems

Lynne Trauba, a consumer affairs officer 
for the Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA), spoke at the Nutrition and Foods 
Association (NFA) meeting Monday night 

of Nutrition Week. 
outlined the problems the FDA faces 
in testing and banning products and she 
discussed current controversial products 
on the market. 

One such product she discussed was 
saccharin. Because of FDA findings, any 
— containing saccharin must have a 

stating that it has been found to cause 
cancer in laboratory animals. 

“Consumers have a difficult time un-

According to Trauba, large amounts are 
uséd to simulate what happens over a 
lifetime with saccharin usage. 

Congress placed a moratorium on the 
FDA saccharin ban because, according to 
Trauba, ‘‘Congress received more letters 
on saccharin than on Watergate. 

“People didn't want their diet pop taken 
away,” said Trauba. 

To illustrate consumer misconceptions 
she deals with, Trauba related an inquiry 
she received concerning a high fiber bread 
containing refined wood pulp. A consumer 
feared that wood used in the bread might be 
coming from trees with Dutch Elm disease, 
and she did not want to contract the disease 
from it. 

Responding to a question about the heavy

‘surpasses book learning’

I’m excited about the program,” said Jan 
Feenstra, a student in the graduate 
training program in alcohol and drug abuse 
counseling. “The actual experience ['m 
getting in the practicum far surpasses any 
book learning.” 

Feenstra is the first student in this 
special concentration of guidance and 
counseling. Stout is the only school in the 
U.W. system with a training program in 
alcohol and drug abuse counseling. 

“T lived with an alcoholic for eight 
years,” Feenstra said. “TI attended Al- 
Anon, a self-help group for the alcoholic’s 
family and friends for four years.” 

“Because of my past experience, I 
decided to concentrate in alcohol and drug 


-abuse counseling,” Feenstra said. 


“This concentration is quite different 
from high school counseling. It’s more 
crises-orientated, confrontive, and in- 
tensive.” 

Feenstra works two days each week a 
Our House, a halfway house operated by 
the Dunn County Association for Alcohol 
and Other Drug Abuse, Inc. She works with 
residents of Our House and with out- 
patients. 

“1 work with people age 18 and up, in 
group therapy and in one-to-one coun- 
seling,”’ Feenstra said. “I am also chair- 
man of the Al-Anon group that meets at Our 
House.” 

“T feel comfortable and good about the 
program even though it’s just starting, 
because of my personal experience and 
background,” Feenstra said. “It helps to 


“have an understanding of alcoholism when 


entering the program or have experience 
with alcoholics. I find that I’m accepted by 
the clientele.” 

- ‘The alcoholics and drug abuse counseling 
concentration was started last fall. Since it 
is a new program, more specific courses 


templated for the near future. 


“David Cook, director of the program, 
calls me his ‘guinea pig’, but it’s exciting. 
It’s like being a pioneer in a new program,” 
Feenstra said. 

“TI see more concern and more 
specialization in alcohol and drug abuse 
counseling. ‘The family. needs as much 
counseling as the alcoholic in many in- 
stances.” 

Feenstra describes her experiences at 


_ Our House as being very worthwhile. 


Feenstra will graduate in August and 
plans to get state certification as a 
chemical dependency counselor. She says 
that job prospects are good. 

“The job outlook is positive, particularly 
for. women in this field,’ said Feenstra. 
“Statistics show that half of all alcoholics 
are women, and there is a high demand for 
women counselors in federally funded 


jobs.”

Even though Stout has one of the nation’s 
largest industrial education programs, the 
numbers of teachers it graduates can’t 
keep pace with an apparently growing 
demand from school systems. 

“The need is nationwide, there is no 
doubt about that,” said Robert Dahike, 
director of career planning and placement 
services. He said that this year his office 
received requests for industrial education 
teachers from schools in 30 different states. 
In addition, business and industry are now 
seeking industrial education majors for 
non-teaching positions. 

“Industry is discovering that they can 
use industrial education teachers,” he said. 

James Bensen, an assistant dean in the 
school of industry and technology, said that 
many students who read of declining 
demands for teachers are unaware that 
there is still a serious shortage in the field

“We see statements about teaching not 

being a good field, but don’t stop to realize 
that we have here a field that still shows a 
lot of promise,’”’ he said. 
. Bensen pointed out that students are 
showing a greater interest in industry, 
leading to the development of new in- 
dustrial education programs at the junior 
high school, high school, and  post- 
secondary levels of education. 

“This has been a very attractive thing for 
youngsters and it has caused enrollment 
increases in such programs,” he said. But 
he added that new and existing programs 
are being threatened by a lack of teachers. 
For example, he pointed out that in Texas 
this year, 50 laboratories were shut down 
because adequate professional personnel 
could not be found to run them.

Five-week workshop on 
relationships to be

“T hear a lot of people say they know how 
to be friends with a person of the opposite 
sex, but that they don’t know how to have a 
relationship,” said Archer Heinzen, of the 
counseling center. 

Heinzen and Pinckney Hall will be 
leading a group called interpersonal 
relationships to help those persons 
beginning March 28. The workshop will be a 
five week series of meetings designed to 
improve the relationship skilis of the 
participants. 

“Our goal is to help people develop 
communication skills. The skills can be 
used to help them get in touch with what 
they’re feeling and learn how to com- 
municate that with another person,” said 
Hall. 

‘It’s not a lonely hearts club,” said 
Heinzen. ‘It’s a good way ot meet people 
while learning how to communicate.” 

The workshop will consist of five parts. 

The first involves self-awareness. Topics 
to be discussed are physical sensations, 
wants, values, and feelings. 

The second portion is self-disclosure. 

“In building relationships we reveal 
things about ourselves in increasingly deep 
steps,”’ said Hall. ‘‘We have to balance this 
so one person doesn’t get ahead of the 
other.”

stressed nutrition and child care,” said 
Wilson. 

“T would recommend the Peace Corps to 
everyone; especially when students are 
still young before they settle down. Living 
in another country broadens your horizons, 
experiencing other cultures that contrast 
our own,” said Wilson. “I especially ap- 
preciate being an American woman.” 

Jim Eggert, assistant professor of 
economics, joined the Peace Corps in 1964. 
Without even waiting to get his bachelors 
degree, he followed an_ influential 
economics professor into the corps. 

“In Kenya, where I was sent, I could 
utilize my economics background to its 
fullest especially since Kenya had just 
received its independence in 1963 and it was 
ready for change. I guess it was idealism 
underlying my initial interest in helping 
underdeveloped countries.” 

During his year and a half in Kenya, 
Eggert worked with other settlement 
planners whose main objective was to 
redevelop land of high potential, from 
which resettlement could bring a sub- 
stantial increase in production. 

“There were three general criteria the 
planners were faced with when selecting 


education teachers is underscored by the 
number of requests for candidates the 
university receives.

Active listening is the third area to be 
explored. According to Heinzen, this means 
finding out where the other person is and 
trying te help them.

We tell them what we 
think they’re trying to say, and how we 
react to that,’ said Heinzen. 

“For most people, the idea of feedback is 
scary. It usually turns out te be more 
enlightening than scary.” 

The last goal of hte workshep, entitled 
“reaching out with warmth” is to develop a 
high quality relationship. 

“Once we have figured out where both 
people stand, we can do this,” said Hall. 

“Ideally the workshop would give par- 


in daily life. These could be relationships 
with roommates, friends, or romantic 
relationships,’ said Hall. 

Interested persons should apply at the 
counseling center. Applicants will be 
screened to be sure the group is ap- 
propriate for them, and to be sure they 
know what they are getting into. 

The workshop will be arranged with 
schedules of the particpants in mind. 


settlement areas: agricultural suitability. 
was the main consideration, continuity with 
existing tribal reserve areas and 
“historical claims’ were the other two,” 
Eggert wrote in a paper evaluating his 
experiences. 

While in Kenya, Eggert lived near the 
town of Nakuru; working with the Kikuyu 
Tribe. He and another volunteer shared the 
hospitality of a -Kenyan. household. 
Motorcycles and bicycles were the modes 
of transportation. 

‘J really enjoyed living in Kenya. Life 
there is simple when compared to. the 
American pace. I’d like to retire there,” 
Eggert said. ‘“‘“My most significant ex- 
periences were befriending and working 
with people from another culture.” 

“Stout’s graduates would make terrific 
Peace Corps volunteers because of their 
intensive training in technical fields, 
nutrition, industrial arts, and sciences,” he: 
said, “though Stout has never been a great 
supplier of volunteers because the students 
here are more career-minded.” 

Eggert trained for his Kenyan ex-: 
periences in Milwaukee, where he learned 
Swahili and gained information on Kenya’s 
culture. 

Stout volunteers can contact Ray Bennet, 


little over six years, even though starting 
salaries average about $1,000 a month and 
can climb to $2,000 a month, with additional 
education and experience. 
“Vou go to a convention (of industrial 
education teachers) and it is almost made 
up of entirely young people,’”’ Bensen said. 
Both Dahlke and Bensen cited a number 
of other factors, which will signal a con- 
tinued growing need for industrial 
education teachers. They are: 
—More college bound students are 
enrolling in high school industrial 
education programs; pre-engineering, for 
example. 
—Women are now enrolling in industrial 
education courses, creating a need for 
further sections and additional personnel. 
—Schools which previously had no in- 
dustrial education are adding this subject 
area, 
—There is a general realization of the 
need for what Bensen calls ‘‘technological 
literacy” by students, who need this in- 
formation to deal with an increasingly 
complex society.

Eighth Congress says 
goodbye to a good year

“Tt’s people that make the senate what it 
is, it’s people, people, people...’’ said Scott 
Cabot in his fairwell speech Tuesday night 
at the final session of the eighth congress of 
the student senate. 

After being with the senate for over three 
years, Cabot is leaving. There will scarcely 
be a day when the new congress won’t feel a 
sense of his presence. He gave his 
leadership and accumulated wisdom to the 
senate and it will be in their best interest to 
use it wisely. 

When Cabot approached the podium for 
his final president’s report, he re-situated 
the microphone as he has done every 
Tuesday night for the past year. He asked 
everyone to get comfortable and settle in, 
then proceeded to address the senate for 
the last time. 

A mighty mouse puzzle, a Starsky and 
Hutch pistol, and Elvis Presley bubble gum 
cards are only a few in a long list of awards 
given away by Cabot. Dean Wood received 
a toy dump truck to help him shovel his way 
through faculty meetings. 

Cabot mentioned numerous people 
throughout his presentation. Of Mark 
Oehlke, his administrative assistant he 
said, ‘‘He’s fiercly loyal! He has never put 
himself before the senate, and has never 
put the senate before the university.” 

Reminicing was a large part of the 
evening, and it seemed appropriate. Names 
were recalled going back to 1975, and many 
memories were jarred. Cabot has worked 
with 130 people throughout his years on the 
senate, a number not easily matched. 

Cabot reflected on the strengths and 
weaknesses of the senate. He compared 
them to a hand grenade with a bulldozer 
pulling on the pin. Through the stress, 
growth resulted in a stronger senate. 


There were five main thoughts Cabot 
wanted to leave with the senate. The first 
one dealt with trust. 

““You’ve got to trust people! You may get 
burned, but more often than not, the results 
will be positive,”’ he said. 

“Keep everything in perspective.” 

“Don’t take yourself too seriously! That’s 
really critical.” 

“I believe-that in order to hate someone, 
they’ve gotta hate=you back, and I’m too 
busy living to take the time to hate!”’ 

Last but not least, ‘‘You gotta believe! 
Believe in what and who you are and where 
you’re going.” 

The element of time is an important one 
to Cabot. He feels he got into the senate at 
the right time and got out at the right time. 
Cabot is teaching in Waterloo this quarter, 
leaving the new administration to stand on 
it’s own. A lot of the groun work has been 
laid down and it’s the job of the ninth 
congress to build on it. 

Throughout Cabot’s speech he con- 
tinually touched on people, not necessarily 
accomplishments. He gave a great deal of 
credit to Kevin Wilde and Jim Buchanan, 
who were both instrumental in forming new 
facets of the senate. Wilde formed the 
Board for Academic Affairs, and Buchanan 
formed the tenant union. 

For Dave Conn, the new president Cabot 
had two parting gifts. The first was a 
hotdog cooker, a traditional gift handed 
down from president to president. 

The second gift was a precious piece of 
advice. He told Conn to imagine he was 
holding a small box, which contained the 
presidency. On the outside of the box was 
written this warning: 

Caution: Contents are capable of being 
flammable.

Previous male pills that lowered sperm 
counts in volunteers also produced such 
undesirable side effects as complete 
negation of their sex drives and turning 
their eyeballs bright red in color. 


(ZNS) A NATIONWIDE CONTEST for 
seventh to twelfth graders has found that 


_most teenagers believe that the detective 


and police shows on television are ‘‘dumb.”’ 
A Chicago-based organization called 
“Prime Time School Television” says that 


‘hundreds of junior and senior high school 


students from across the U.S. entered a 
recent essay contest to criticize violence on 
T.V. in 400 words or less. 

The shows receiving the harshest words 
from the teens included - ‘‘Charlie’s 
Angels,’’ ‘Baretta’ and ‘‘Kojak.”’ 

A 15-year-old described ‘‘Charlie’s 
Angels”’ this way: “‘The show was intended 
as a detective show, but has often come 
across as nothing less than a watered-down 
porno flick meant to please the senses 
rather than feed the mind, in which 
scantily-clad, innocent-looking women 
invariably risk or use their bodies to solve 
incurably stereotypic crimes.”’ 

And one entry from a 17-year-old Florida 
student asked: ‘‘What kind of fools do script 
writers take us for?” 


(ZNS) RESEARCHERS at the University 
of Illinois Medical Center report they have 
uncovered a mysterious connection bet- 
ween the times when ulcers bleed the most 
and the full moon. 

Pharmacology professor Doctor Ralph 
Morris says - in his words - ‘‘Those old Lon 
Chaney movies about the werewolves and 
the full moons may have some validity.”’ 

Dr. Morris says a long-term study of 38 
persons treated for ulcers:acted up and bled 
the most during the winter months, and 
particularly when the moon was full. 

The doctor says that dietary changes in 
the wintertime, as well as being couped up, 
might explain why winter is harder on the 
stomach. But why the full moon has any 
effect is a complete mystery. 


(ZNS) AUSTRALIAN SCIENTISTS are 
attempting to prove or disprove the popular 
belief that those furry Koala bears are 
stoned all the time. 

Stephan Cook, a researcher at the 
University of New South Wales, has been 
feeding a group of captured Koalas a 
carefully-regulated diet of various kinds of 
Eucalptus leaves to determine if the 
animals actually get drunk on Eucalyptus 
oil. 


It is widely believe in Australia that the 
bears, who consume large quantities of the 
leaves-everyday, live in a steady state of 
intoxication induced by the oil. The koalas 
are noted for the long hours they sleep each 
day and for the fact that they stagger 
around rather clumsily when on the 
ground. 

(ZNS) IF YOU REALLY want to be a 
safe driver, then you should probably paint 
your car a two-tone green and yellow. 

This is the word from the Minnesota 
department of safety which says that a 
Germany study has determined which are 
the safest car colors - the ones which can be 
seen most easily by other drivers. 

The study concluded that the easiest 


- colors to see are light shades - such as white 


and yellow - while darker tones have low 
visability. The researchers found that 
white, however, can blend into background 
colors, such as snow banks or even glare. 
The best color, they say, is a green-yellow 
combination. It may be ugly, but it’s less 
likely to be hit. 


(ZNS) IF YOU HAVE A GUILT complex, 
the cure is in the bag - literally - according 
to New Jersey artist Jack Goldenberg. 

Goldenberg says he has devised a simple 
disposable guilt bag which could eventually 
put psychiatrists out of business. 

Instructions on the ordinary-looking 
brown paper bag tell the user to ‘“‘place bag 
securely over your mouth. Take a deep 
breath and blow guilt out. Dispose of bag 
immediately.” 

About 2500 of the guilt-collecting bags 
have been sold for $2.50 each since they 
went on the market just before Christmas. 


(ZNS) A LEADING BRITISH 
photographic expert has charged that a key 
photograph in the President Kennedy 
assassination case is an out-and-out-fake. 

Detective superintendent Malcolm 
Thompson says he has thoroughly studied 
the well-known picture which apparently 
shows Lee Harvey Oswald standing in his 
back yard, holding what appears to be the 
mannlicherearcana rifle which was 
reportedly used to kill President Kennedy. 

Thompson, who for 25 years-ran the 
Police Forensic Science Laboratory in 
London, says he conducted his tests on the 
photo at the request of the British Broad- 
casting Company - the B.B.C. He says - in 
his words, ‘‘There is no possibility it is 
genuine. Having examined the photograph 
for a considerable time, I find it has been 
retouched.”’ 

That Oswald photo, anda similar picture, 
were reportedly found by the Dallas Police 
at Oswald’s home immediately after the 
assassination. Police say that Oswald was 
shown the photos shortly before he was 
killed by Jack Ruby, and that Oswald in- 
sisted the’ pictures were fakes. 

The photo with Oswald and the rifle was 
later published on the cover of LIFE 


- magazine, along with an article alleging it 


was persuasive evidence that he was the 
lone assassin. 

Detective superintendent Thompson told 
the B.B.C. in London that Oswald’s head 
seemed to have been placed on another 
body through what he termed a ‘‘Inter- 
negative process.’’ Thompson added that 
the apparent doctoring was done just above 
the chin. He said the chin in the photo was 
not Oswald’s and that the angles of shadows 
in the picture was wrong.

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‘National swim competitor shares inner thoughts about competition 


“The competition was unreal. I’ve never 
had competition like that before. I couldn’t 
believe it, so many in each event and how 
big the girls were,"’ said Charlotte Fritsche 
about the national women’s swim com- 
petition in Gainesville, Georgia March 9 
through 11. 


Fritsche and teammates Linda 
VanGrevenhof, Debbie Luke, Julie Hass, 
Mary Johanson and Kaye Chatfield 
traveled to Brenau College to compete 
against swimmers from 49 other small 
colleges throughout the United States. 

According to Fritsche this was a ‘real 
pressure meet.”” 


The 200 yard breaststroke event had the ” 


smallest number of competitors (23), while 
the 50 yard butterfly was 52 contestants 
strong. 


Brenau College was not the most ideal 
place to compete, according to Fritsche. 

“Too small, no deck space, no lockers, 
but we bit our grits and braved it,”’ she 
wrote in her travel diary into which she 
expressed her emotions before, during and 
after competition. After the commotion she 
squeezed into the pool with everyone else to 
warm up. : 


“Il was seeded (predicted to place) in first 
for the 200 medley and the 50 yard 
breaststroke. Unreal. I wasn’t sure if I 
liked that position, it’s hard to stand up to 
that place. I was faced with a lot of com- 
petition, This was really a big meet for me . 
. - could I handle the wholé thing?’’ she 
wrote in her travel diary: 


The pressure really built when she was 
seeded second for the championship finals 
in breaststroke. 


‘This event had to be quick, precise, no 
flaws to win.” 


The race began. 

**I got off the block with a good start and 
had a 14.6 for a 25 yard split, but. . . blew 
my turn ... my one-foot slipped off on one 
side and scraped my ankle up. I cried 
because of the loss. [had a chance for first . 
.. and I blew my turn. Was I concentrating 
too much or not enough?” 


On the second day of competition, 
Fritsche was nervous again. In 
preliminaries, she won her heat with a 
1:10.8 to finish sixth overall. 


**T just eezed in. Actually, 1 would've 
Pe ct: but Nancy Midwinter was 
disqualified for an underwater dolphin 
kick.” 


Next came the finals. 
‘Again, | was really nervous, being in 
sixth place I could move up to any one of the 


five above me and I decided to go for it! 


. Being on the outside lane, I could sneak up 


on any one of 'em. That's what I proceeded 
to do. I was ahead the first length, split a 
32.05 at 50 yards, and at 75 yards I was 
dying. I lost it the last 15 yards. 1 ended up 
in third with a time of 1:10.000. I’d rather 
have a 1:09.999, but no. . . it had to be a 10 
flat! Oh well, that’s the way the H20 drips. 
If | wouldn't have died I would have had my 
1:08.5 that I dreamed about for so long.”’ 


Charlotte is a gifted swimmer, very 
familiar with the many factors that in- 
fluence a swimmer’s abilities. 


“I'm not satisifed with my results of the 
50 and 100 yard breaststroke because I 
didn’t improve . . . improve in time, 


sequence, and stroke technique that I feel - - 


are deadly important to the swimmer's 
ego. If all three don't improve you have a

depressed swimmer on your hands, and 
that’s what I was at that point.” “~ 


March 11 was the last day of competition. 
Fritsche had one race left, the 20 yard 
breaststroke. 


“Timers and judges, are you ready? . . . 
Swimmers take your mark ... Beeeeeep! . . 
. At that sound I flew off the block with all 
the force I could give. I serged into the 
water with all my might. This race is a little 
bit more drawn out, I could pause more on 
the underwater pulls.” 


“At 100 yards I hurt already . . . the 
numbness comes to my arms, and since my 
legs are the strongest they usually last till 
the last length. In practice I force myself to 
hurt. Thinking that my body would adapt to 
the hurt, and in the final race the pain 
wouldn't be as severe. Sausage on that! It’s 
worse! It's the ultimate of ultimate in body 
torture. To push yourself beyond the point 
of total body numbness is hard to do, but I 
don't think about the pain. I totally con- 
centrate on stroke technique. The clock’s 
running, I near the finish. 2:33.8. Yuck! I 
placed hr a pes watched the six

ek way body ten minutes to move after 
my race anyhow). 


Fritsche, the senior from Ra 
now ended her swimming career to which 
she gave up so much of her time. In the 
future she hopes to coach, but now her 


interests center around her career in 
fashion with a clothing, textiles and design 
major, a business minor, and a vocational 
teaching certificate. 

In conclusion, Fritsche said she is 
especially thankful for her close 
relationship with coach Rita Slinden. 

“She’s opened my eyes up; not only to 

_ swimming, but to life in general. She’s a 
wonderful woman,”’ she said.

Program teaches driving

Stout has long been recognized as an 
outstanding leader in the field of vocational 
rehabilitation. The driver's education 
for the handicapped is a 

example of this extensive 


program 
significant 
training. 

The program serves the disabled with 
three offerings. First, the extent of 
disability is evaluated in accordance with 
their ability to operate a motor vehicle. 
Secondly, it provides instruction to the 
beginning driver; and third, it provides 
advanced or extended instruction to the 
recently disabled person with previous 
driving experience. 

The objective of the program is for each 
student to become as confidently proficient 
in driving skills as the general public, 
regardless of their background, knowledge 
and skill. The program is_ specially 
designed to meet the needs and demands of 
the disabled person in the driving en- 
vironment. 

“The general public takes for granted the 


right to drive a motor vehicle, but the 
handicapped person considers it an im- 
portant and coveted privilege. Every 
handicapped person who can obtain a 
drivers’ license has a better chance to 
become gainfully employed,"’ said David 
Kraemer, project director of the program 

‘We feel that here through a federally 
funded grant we are beginning to meet this 
need for driver education for the han- 
dicapped. Through our program, we offer 
training and retraining to handicaps - many 
are referred to us by the Division of 
Vocational Rehabilitation offices through 
the state. 

“We also offer driving instructors a 
workshop each summer, so they are better 
prepared to meet the growing need in their 
community 

“During the school year, we offer a two- 
credit driver education for the handicapped 
course which is offered as an elective in the 
driver education on traffic minor con 
centration."’

Student apartments 


to be built soon

Four new apartment complexes to be 
built in the near future, is response to in- 
creased demands for housing in 
Menomonie. 

The need for additional student housing 
has been recognized because of past 
housing shortages and _ increased 
enrollment. At present, residence halls can 
house 2,890 students. Total enrollment is 
6,471, and target enrollment for the 1978-79 
year is 6,658. 

The new apartments are being built by 
businessmen from Menomonie, Eau Claire 
and La Crosse. 

Warren Barburg of Eau Claire plans to 
open Brittany Court, an apartment com- 
plex to be located at 17th Ave. and South 
-saaniaied for occupancy beginning August 


’ Brittany Court will contain 40 two 
bedroom, furnished apartments of about 
720 to 780 square feet of floor space per 
apartment. Each apartment will lease for 
$820 per person for two semesters, based on 
an occupancy of four persons and not in- 
cluding utilities. Summer leases are 
available. Contact Barb Lien at 835-5163 
(Eau Claire) for more information. 

Thirty eight new apartment units are to 
be completed for June 1 occupancy on 
Fryklund Drive, according to Bill La Belle 
of Sawdust City Real Estate. 

Each of the units will contain two 


bedrooms and will have approximately 750 
square feet of floor space. Stove, 
refrigerator, and draperies will be fur- 
nished. Rent will be $65 per person per 
month, based on an occ: of four, and 
does not include utilities. Contact Sawdust 
City Real Estate at 235-0226 for information 
on renting.

educators and students in the course and to 
assist the handicapped student par- 
ticipating in the actual in-car driver

In his manual Kraemer cites four ad- 
ditional requirements the handicapped 
must master besides the normal driving 
requirements to become completely in- 
dependent. 

“Outside of crutches, wheelchairs, etc., 
the handicapped driver should be able to 
enter the vehicle unassisted. He should be 
able to exit from the vehicle unassisted, 
with the exception of crutches or 
wheelchairs. He must be able to skillfully 
operate special controls as required for his 
condition. And he must be able to maintain 
proper body position and balance behind 
the wheel while the car is in motion.” 

‘The general public takes those tasks for 
granted, not realizing the extent the legs 
and hips are used for balance, especially 
when making left turns. The person 
paralyzed from the waist down must learn 
to compensate for this loss,” said Kraemer.

They are equipped for 
every extent a person may be handicapped. 
For those students with limited problems 
transferring into a vehicle, a standard sized 
automobile is used during initial in- 
struction. This in-car environment offers 
typical problem solving situations con- 
fronted by the handicapped person en- 
countered in everyday driving. 

The program algo has a van which offers 
flexibility for the severely handicapped 
person. The van is equipped with 
wheelchair access, utilizing a power lift, 
and the latest in control devices. With this 
equipment the student is able to completely 
operate the vehicle by several means, from 
either the standard seat or from a 
wheelchair. 

“Our new van even has shag carpeting 
for climate control and a raised roof for 
easier accessibility,’’ said Kraemer. 

All the controls are push buttons within 
easy reach of the driver, who is strapped 
securely into the seat. There are three 
positions on the steering wheel for the hand 
to be secured in order to mitigate possible 
fatigue.

The new 
spray should discourage marijuana 
smokers. [t causes blindness, instant 
deafening of the tymphatic membrane, and 
inability to breathe after continued use of 
bthe drug That's news 


(ZNS) THE NATIONAL 
ORGANIZATION for the reform of 
marijuana laws (NORML) is warning that 
even the safest-looking samples of weed 
may be contaminated by the poisonous 
herbicide paraquat. 

NORML's San Francisco office reports it 
has been contacted by a consumer who just 
learned from a private research lab that a 
sample of pot he submitted recently was 
contaminated by the poison. 

NORML says that particular consumer 

was very surprised because he had pur- 
chased very expensive weed identified as 
“Colombian gold.” The unidentified con- 
sumer reported he had purchased a pound 
.of the alleged Colombian for $675, that it 
looked as if it consisted of only flowering 
marijuana tops, and that it was so strong it 
was ‘‘almost psychedelic.” 

The consumer had decided to have a 
sample of his weed analyzed even though 
no paraquat is used in Colombia. 

Says NORML’s Gordon Brownell: ‘‘The 
fact that even this expensive weed, being 
sold as ‘Colombian’ was contaminated by 
Paraquat indicates that just about any 
weed you buy should be analyzed before 
you smoke it.

(ZNS) IT WAS ONE of those days when 
William Dillon, as the saying goes, should 
have “stayed in bed.” 

Police in Hazel Park, Michigan, report 
that Dillon went into a store to rob it and 
dropped his gun.

Attorneys representing the Justice 
department, the drug enforcement ad- 
ministration and the state department say 
they will relay the Mexican government's 
response to the National Organization for 
the reform of marijuana laws (NORML) by 
Friday (March 24). 

NORML has filed suit against the 
American government, alleging that at 
least four U.S. agencies are indirectly

(ZNS) INDUSTRIAL LEADERS in the 
United States who are convicted on charges 
of polluting the environment are usually 
subject on fines, paid by their companies. 

In Sweden, however, polluting is a much 
more serious matter. The publication 
Chemical Week reports that industrial 
polluters in Sweden are charged with 
“poison spreading.” If convicted, the 
polluters face a maximum sentence of life 
in prison. 

One former director of a_ pesticide 
manufacturing plant was arrested recently 
under the ‘‘poison spreading"’ law, after 600 
rusted barrels filled with highly toxic 
dioxin compounds were found buried near 
his plant.

Mondale holds press 


meeting in

Vice President Walter Mondale attended 
a fund-raising breakfast in Eau Claire for 
Wisconsin's third district Congressman, 
Alvin Baldus, March 31. 

At a press conference preceding the 
breakfast, Mondale announced that the 
United States will export 30,000 metric tons 
of dried milk to Mexico as a result of a 
recently reached agreement between the 
two countries. 

Mondale said that the milk is intended for 
needy Mexicans and will come from sur- 
plus U.S. stocks. 

Although Mondale did not say when the 
shipments would begin, he indicated that 
the agreement calls for increased shipment 
of milk to Mexico in the future. 

Mondale stated that the urban aid 
program recently announced is for the 
benefit of any community needing help. 

Mondale said the Carter administration 
has added more jobs to the labor market 
than any other administration, and has 
decreased taxes for low and middle-income 
persons 

More than 200 people gathered at an 
early-morning reception for Mondale at 


Eau Claire 


Eau Claire's Civic Center Inn. One hundred 
thirty persons attended the $100-a-plate 
breakfast 

Mondale showed optimism for the Carter 
administration when he addressed persons 
attending the breakfast 

The wide range of issues facing the 
Carter administration may have resulted in 
the administration's decline in popularity, 
said Mondale, but latest polls indicate that 
the administration's popularity is rising 

‘‘Whether it has been energy legislation, 
the Panama Canal, tax reform, or welfare 
reform, we have always tried to tell the 
truth,” Mondale said. ‘“‘We have tried to 
take on tough issues." 

Campaigning with Mondale for Baldus 
were Acting Governor Martin Schreiber, 
Senator Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.,) 
Representative David Obey (D-Wis.,) and 
Representative David Evans (D-Indiana) 

Mondale cited Baldus as a key member of 
the House and said he felt Baldus should be 
re-elected. Baldus currently serves on the 
House Agricultural Committee. 

“Every single good member of the House 
and Senate is like a price of gold,’’ Mondale 
told his breakfast audience.

In 1976, plans for a new multi- 
Purpose activity building were 
begun. The building was to be 
completed by June 1979. Plans 
were abandoned by the student 
senate, but the idea has been 
revived. 

The building would be used for 
major concerts, lectures, films, 
intramural activities, and other 
large campus group functions. 
Right now those activities are held 
in Johnson Fieldhouse, the Student 
Center Ballroom, and Harvey Hall 
auditorium. 

In 1964, these facilities were 
large enough to house the student 
body. Since that time, enrollment 
has increased causing the 
university community to outgrow 
the campus. 


As written in a program 
statement prepared by Paul 
Axelsen, director of campus 


development, ‘‘Facilities viewed 
as appropriate for 3500 students 
cannot be considered anything but 
inadequate for a_ university 
community of approximately 6800 
people.’’ 

The building would be partially 
funded by student segregated fees. 
This would mean an increase in 
those fees. Although it would mean 
a few extra bucks from. our 
pockets, we would benefit from it. 

We feel it is time to expand the 
physical space on campus to 
reflect student body growth.

“T have found that belly dancing is a 
good, non-aggressive, non-competitive 
exercise, that-is great for body and mind 
control, and an excellent form of tension 
release,’ said Nancy Blum, senior. 

Blum is one of the many dancers enrolled 
in the belly dancing class taught at Stanke 
Dance Studio here. 

Janet Stanke, owner of the studio, 
teaches the class Wednesday and Thursday 
nights to approximately 45 students, 
ranging in ages from 18 to 55 years. 

Aceording to Stanke, various types of 
people, from students and instructors to 
grandmothers, are enrolled in the belly 
dancing class. She reports that last year 
she had some men attending the classes, 
but this year has none. 

“Most men don’t realize that they can 
take belly dancing, and there are many 
men belly dancers around,” said Stanke. 

Stanke says that many people take belly 
dancing because it is an excellent form of 
both physical and mental exercise. It’s a 
good muscle toner for all parts of the body, 
it helps keep muscles flexible, and if one 
eats less while keeping up with the exer- 
cises it’s a great way to lose weight and 
inches.

(ZNS) TEACHING SCHOOL IN 
CHICAGO is enough to make you sick. 

At least this is the opinion of more than 
half of Chicago’s 5500 teachers who were 
surveyed by the Chicago Teachers Union. 

The Teachers Union said that more than 
56 percent of the teachers questioned 
reported suffering such physical illnesses 
as ulcers, skin disorders and hypertension. 
Another 26 percent said they suffered job- 
related mental distress, such as anxiety 
and depression. 

Classroom violence and the lack of books 
and other school supplies were among the 
major causes of the illnesses, the Union 
states. 


(ZNS) THE WHITE HOUSE REPORTS 
it has been receiving dozens of letters per 
day in recent weeks, accusing the 
American government of participating in 
the poisoning of marijuana crops being 
harvested in Mexico. 

The White House press office says that 
_ since March 14, 160 letters protesting the 

_ use of paraquat on pot fields — addressed to 
Jimmy Carter — have arrived at the 
executive mansion in Washington D.C. 

The national organization for the reform 
of marijuana laws (NORML) has been 
urging consumers to write letters to 
President Carter protesting the govern- 
ment’s reported support of the spraying 
programs in Mexico. 


The government has confirmed that 
poisoned marijuana is making its way into 
the United States. There have been at least 
six reported cases of a lung disorder known 
as ‘‘pulmonary hemorrhaging”’ believed to 
be caused by the smoking of poisoned pot, 
recorded at West Coast medical facilities. 

The White House insists that the 160 
letters it has received in two weeks times is 
not particularly a great number: It says 
that it is only when the number of letters on 
a particular issue reaches 200 per week that 
President Carter hears about the issue in 
question in his daily briefings.

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Committee to revise course titles

What’s in a name? 


The Curriculum and Instruction Com- 
mittee (CIC) is pondering that question. 
CIC, one of a few major approving groups 
for all new courses, programs, minor, 
concentrations and course revisions, is 
currently studying course and titles using 
unclear or misleading terms. ‘ 


Certain commonly used words in titles 
such as seminar, workshop, problems, and 
issues have never been defined. 


“Obviously, the word seminar means 
different things to different people,’”’ said 
Earl Gierke, assistant to the vice- 


chancellor. ‘‘There is a lot of looseness © 


here.” 


On the surface the wording of a course 
title may seem very unimportant to most 
students, but title discrepancies do effect 
them. It could affect chances of landing a 
job. Courses such as “Problems in Home 
Economics’’ can be taken more than once. 
Each time the topical area will vary, so far 
all practical purposes the course is dif- 
ferent. Yet, on the transcript, the courses 
would look identical, thus potentially lead 
employers to believe that a student has 
repeated the same course. 


On the other hand, if course titles are 
clear and understandable, students can 
make better course selections. They'll 
know what a course covers and can avoid 
taking courses that overlap. 


Another issue the committee will- be 
researching is workload variations bet- 
ween courses with the same name or 


methodology. 


‘One course would require t hours of 
work and another require four,” said 
Gierke. Students would benefit from 
establishing workload guidelines because 
they could plan their schedules more 
realistically. 


One implication of the committee’s work 
is that new guidelines might mean existing 
courses would have to revise its titles. 


‘‘We are not going to go around to destroy 
things, but we are trying to clarify things,”’ 


said Gierke. 
“It’s a delicate matter,” said Phillip | 


Sawin, a CIC member. ‘‘There seems to be 
a lot invested in it. There is a certain 
amount of school and department rivalry 
on campus.” 


The rivalry is over which school or 
department will offer which courses. New 
guidelines might alter. The status of of- 
fering of certain departments. 


“There’s a lot of politics in higher 
education,”’ said Sawin. ‘Our point is to 
find something that is acceptable to every 
one.””

The major complaints involve motor 
vehicles, mail order firms, landlord-tenant 
disputes, correspondence schools and home 
improvements. 

The office also provides consumer in- 
formation services to Wisconsin residents. 

“We try to provide preventative in- 
formation to consumers so they can avoid 
being victimized,” said Jeffries.

“Consumer protection is a very dynamic 
and constantly changing arena,”’ said 
Jeffries. “It’s an exciting sei "to see 
government and citizens in action.” 

Jeffries graduated from Stanford in 1960 
and attended the University of Michigan 
law school. He worked in a private law 
practice, then joined the Wisconsin At- 
torney’ General’s office in the anti-trust 
division. In 1970 he became the head of the 
Consumer Protection Division in 
Wisconsin.

Campus improvements 
scheduled for summer

This summer there will be several new 
improvements happening on campus, 
specifically, three will take place near JTC 
residence hall. 

One stop light will be installed at Third 
Avenue and Broadway. This will make the 
crossing safer for pedestrians. 

‘We looked at it this way: it is better to 
have something than nothing,”’ said Glen 
Schuknecht, director of campus planning. 

The second improvement will be the 
driveway directly in front of JTC. Instead 
of parallel parking there will be per- 
pendicular parking. 

“This will give us 20-25 more parking 
spaces,’’ said Schuknecht. 

Thirdly, the driveway that runs in front of 
JTC and behind the Louis Smith Tainter 
building will be made even with Third 


Avenue. Instead of the driveway running 
behind Tainter, it will be taken out and a 
deadend parking lot will be made even with 
Fourth Avenue. (See diagram) 

All of these improvements are scheduled 
to begin in May and will be completed when 
we return in the fall. 

The State Highway Department is fun- 
ding the majority of the construction. 

Some other improvements scheduled for 
the summer months are: 

The Consolidated gasoline station has 
been purchased and will become parking. 
Ramps will be added to the Health Center 
and renovation of bathrooms will take 
place for the handicapped. i 

The later two items are the result of a 
statewide project to improve campus 
facilities for the handicapped.

The White House Press Office reports 
that about 100 letters of protest on the 
paraquat issue were received in 
Washington last Friday; that an additional 
100 letters poured in Saturday; and that on 
Monday, 196 more angry letters and 
telegrams were received by the Carter 
Administration. 

White House officials say that the heavy 
mail flow on the pot-paraquat controversy 
has resulted in the issue being summarized 
on President Carter’s weekly ‘‘mail tally’’ 
report this week - the first time that 
paraquat complaints have been called to 
the President's personal attention. 

Most of the letters, according to a White 
House spokesman, are blaming the 
American government for allegedly sup- 
porting the spraying of paraquat on fields 
south of the border. 

(ZNS) IN A RELATED STORY, a small 
Marysville, Calif., group calling itself the 
“People’s Voice” has launched a crusade 
aimed at bombarding the White House with 
telegrams of protest over the paraquat 
igsue. 

‘The group’s founder, James Reichel, 
says that opponents of the spraying 
programs are being urged to call Western 
Union's toll-fee ‘800 number”’ and send a 
15-word ‘‘public opinion’’ message of 
protest to the Carter White House. The 
Western Union number is (800) 648-4100. 
The cost of the telegram is $2 and can be 
billed to your home phone number. 

“People’s Voice” says it believes a quick 
outpouring of protest could bring a rapid 
end to all U.S. support to the Mexican 
spraying programs. 

(ZNS) IN ONE OF THE STRANGER 
stories of this week, the National Wildlife 
Federation reports that the city of Brussels 
in Belgium has declared war on all 
caterpillars. 


The Brussels City Council has reportedly 
ordered all city residents to kill caterpillars 
on sight, and anyone caught showing mercy 
to a caterpillar faces and fine and up to a 
week in jail. 

The ordinance was adopted because of 
the belief that airborn caterpillar hairs can 
land on people and cause skin rashes. 
(ZNS) COMEDIAN DICK GREGORY is 
refusing to eat meals on college campuses 
or to drink the water provided on speakers’ 
platforms, fearing that the U.S. Govern- 
ment may try to poison him. 

Gregory alleges that American in- 
telligence agencies want to silence him 
over his efforts to re-open the Kennedy and 
King assassination cases. He believes that 
publisher Larry Flynt’s interest in the 
assassinations was the motive behind 
Flynt’s recent shooting. 

Gregory says: ‘‘If I pushed dope and ran 
whores up and down the street, I'd be okay. 
Opening the assassinations is something 
else." 

(ZNS) WIDESPREAD USE of pesticides 
in the United States is killing off more than 
just insects. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
reported recently that at least 200 human 
deaths a year in the United States are 
directly attributable to pesticide poisoning. 

Now, a Cornell University professor has 
calculated that pesticides are costing the 
U.S. at least $3 billion a year in medical 
costs and time off from work due to illness. 
Doctor David Pimental estimates that 


some 600 persons are hospitalized each. 


year for pesticide poisoning, and some 8,000 
persons are treated for pesticide e ure 
as outpatients. He says some 90,000 days of 
work are lost as a result of the use of such 
chemicals. 

Between 1950 and 1975, incidentally, the 
production of agricultural chemicals and 
pesticides increased from 200,000 pounds to 
1.4 billion pounds.

This ent may be important for 
buying a car or getting a loan, but is it 
necessary when a student evaluates an 
instructor? 

Signing teacher evaluations or ‘‘student 
observation of instruction’’ forms has once 
again become an issue. There are in- 
dications that me and more departments 
and instructors are requiring students to 
identify themselves on these forms. 


“Pye had courses where I was required 
to sign evaluation forms. I ially recall 
a few courses from the ool of home 
economics,’’ said Paul Robinson, a senior 
majoring in psychology. Within the past 
few years, the Student Senate has had an 
increase in the number of students com- 


plaining about having to sign evaluations. ~ 


The faculty seems divided over the issue. 
“1 do think students should sign teacher 


evaluations. It’s the only way you can in- 
sure student accountability,” said John 
Clark, social science instructor. : 

Faculty Senate President, John Houle, 
takes the opposing view. 

“Personally I would not like to see the 
students required to sign the evaluation if 
the course is still in progress. It could lead 
to unbearahle situations’’, he said. 

Houle aiso said the policies surrounding 
student evaluations are vague. “It’s a 
sticky question, that has certain legal 
implications.” 

The legalities of student evaluations go 
back to October 1974, when the Board of 
Regents. first approved student 
evaluations. The following month, a 
memorandum from the legal counsel office 
of the University of Wisconsin System 
responded to the issue of student 
signatures.

Testing game rules explained 


One thing that hand in hand with 
clasbes taken is the cen 


fectively, who know how to take tests and 
make good grades, reach a favored status 
in todays society. 

To become a winner in the sweepstakes 
one fact must be recognized - that 
education consists of a bunch of courses 
taught by individuals. Every individual 
sees things in a little different perspective 
and, most times you are graded on your 
ability to see the information from the 
instructors view. 

: Don Eastman, a writer, recently ex- 
plained the ten rules of the testing game. 
The first rule is: Identify the perspective of 
the instructor. This means playing 
detective. From now until the test do 
everything in your power to discover what 
is important and the key approaches to the 
subject according to the teacher. This 
means talking to former students of the 
instructor, go to the teacher and ask for 
copies of old tests - just for practice, or even 
attend class from time to time to possibly 
beckon some organizational pointers from 
a : 


Number two: Make up as many answers 
in advance as possible. If the test is short 
answer go through your notes and think 
through: possible questions that could find 
themselves on your test. Just go through 
and think up lists of pieces of information 
that could be test material. To sum up this 
rule they key word is practice. Run through 
the steps until you know what is important. 
Start studying with friends so you can hear 
the answers as well as picture them in your 
head. 


Rule number thre reads: Don’t fooi 
yourself about what you do and don’t know. 
If you don’t know answer and cannot 
make a pretty fair guess then do not write 
what you don’t know. 


questions and know how much time to 
spend on each. : 


Read the directions and test questions 
very carefully, is number five. Be sure 
understand what is expected and how they 
are to be scored. If you don’t understand 


, then ask. : 


Number six is budget your time. Leave a 
few minutes at the end to go over the 
questions and add details where helpful. 
Sometimes you are evaluated on not only 
how you answer the questions but how well 
you can organize the information in a short 
period. ; 

A good rule to remember is: answer the 
easy question first. Go through the test and 
get those that can be easily answered 
complete. That way more time can be spent 
on those questions that do not come as easy. 

Rule number eight states: answer every 
question, unless you are penalized for 
wrong answers. A partial answer is better 
than a complete blank, you may happen to 
get part of the question down. 

An important-thing to remember is to 
write legibly and clearly. Many instructors 
do not make an attempt to translate what 
they cannot read. Many times the teacher 
does not give the benefit.of the doubt. 

The last rule to the game of tests is the 
most important: If you get shafted, appeal. 


If the grading on your test does not make 


sense talk to the instructor. If you get a 
bum deal on a test and do not talk to: the 
teacher, it is nobody’s faulty but your own. 

Final exams are approaching and these 
points may help you become a winner at the 
teéting game.

Safety protection for machines was one to 
the weak points in the gripes, the protection 
presently meets state standards, but a few 
workers felt that more safety was needed. 

The picketing took place outside the 
Applied Arts building and in front of the 
classroom door. Picketing at each location 
lasted 15 minutes. 


After the picketing, the. gripes were 
discussed by all union members. Then the 
employees went to work while the union 
and management talked. It took about 20 
minutes to reach an agreement. 


“Some demands weren't real clear,’’ said 
Terry Squier, class teacher and facilitator. 
- a class discussion got 
worked out. I just watched how it went.” 
“We more or less accomplished our 
goals,’”’ said Hoffman, ‘‘we er halfway.” hed 


The management and union bargained 
and some ah were met. Ventilation will 
be fixed and the workers decided that 
gloves will not be needed. 

“This was a learning experience.”’ said 
Hoffman.

New policy could cause 
students 


problems for 


an analysis

Chancellor Robert Swanson is presently 
reviewing a probation policy that if ap- 
proved, could cause serious, unjust 
problems to some students. The proposed is 
formally titled the undergraduate 
satisfactory progress policy and deals with 
the number of credits students earn each 
semester 

It stipulates that if a student drops too 
many courses, he or she will be placed on 
academic probation and could be expelled 
later. If a sophomore, for example, were to 
register for seventeen credits and later 
drop six, he or she would be placed on 
probation 

“It all comes down to a matter of 
philosophy,"’ said Richard Anderson, Dean 
of Counseling services. ‘If a student pre 
registers for a course it is a commitment 
Students shouldn't be able to drop courses 
at will.” 

While the philosophy might be 
questioned. a more serious problem exists 
within the policy 

One of the faults of the proposed policy is 
its failure to properly deal with exceptions 
Sometimes students are forced to drop 
courses by things they don’t have control 
over, such as accidents and family deaths 
The appeals process is vaguely mentioned 
and moreover, centers around the 
judgemert of the Dean of Counseling 
Services 

Another flaw centers around the intended 
nature of the policy. One of the purposes of 
the Progress Probation is to identify 
students having difficulty in school early, 
so they can be helped by various counseling 
services. The student's transcripts, on the 
other hand, would still be damaged, with or

without academic counseling. It is much to 
punitive for the first offender. This question 
was raised at last week faculty senate 
meeting when one member said, ‘‘Couldn’t 
we get the same counseling effect without 
affecting the students transcripts?”’ 

Inadequate treatment of exceptions and 
exceedingly punative actions are two 
examples of weaknesses in the policy. The 
proposed satisfactory progress policy is 
unsatisfactory. It should be progressed 
back to committee to make needed 
revisions

The multi-purpose activity building, 
otherwise known as the UW-Stout Physical 
Education and Recreation facility is not a 
dying issue. On the contrary, the chance of 
Stout getting this proposed facility is 
greater than any past attempts 

This proposed project will meet the needs 
for physical education and recreation space 
generated by a student body of 6,700 
whereas the present facility (fieldhouse) 
was designed for 3,500 students

(ZNS) A COALITION of six marijuana 
reform groups based in the southern United 
States is calling for a nationwide consumer 
boycott of all Standard Oil of California and 
Chevron Oil products. 

The coalition contends the two companies 
are responsible for the spraying of 
paraquat on Mexican marijuana fields. 

One of the groups, ‘“‘The Kentucky 
Marijuana’ Feasibility Study, In- 
corporated,"’ is charging that Standard Oil 
and Chevron Oil should be boycotted 
because of ‘‘Chevron’s role as_ sold 
distributor of the herbicide 
paraquat.”’ 

Chevron and Standard, in the meantime, 
say they are being blamed for something 
that they are not involved in. The com- 
panies report that Chevron Chemical, a 
Standard Oil subsidiary, distributes 
paraquat in the United States - but that it 
does not even have a license to sell the 
potent herbicide in Mexico. 

Chevron officials say that Mexico pur- 
chases all of its paraquat directly from a 
London-based company, called Imperial 
Chemical Industries, and in the Mexican 
spraying programs in any way. 

The National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws (NORML) is 
voicing support for Chevron's position. 
NORML) says it is satisfied that Chevron if 
not involved in the Mexican spraying, and 
adds that Chevron officials have termed the 
use of paraquat on marijuana fields in 
Mexico ‘‘unwise.”’ 

The Lexington-based marijuana 
coalition, however, is urging all pot 

° smokers to burn their Standard Oil credit 
cards. The group contends that “‘If only the 
marijuana smokers of the nation refused to 
buy Chevron products, the company’s 
revenues would drop by $3 to $5 million a 
day.”

(ZNS) IN WHAT MUST be some kind of 
first, police in Fayetteville, Georgia, 
conducted a marijuana raid on an entire 
high school last Tuesday by invading the 
school with two pot-sniffing dogs after 
cutting off the school’s water supply. 

Police Chief Charles Gilbert explained 
later that the water was turned off so that 
students couldn’t flush their stash down the 
toilets. 

The dogs sniffed the 1,700 Fayette County 
High School students, their lockers and 
other possible hiding places, and found an 
undetermined amount of the weed - in the 
words of Chief Gilbert - ‘‘Most of it in 
joints." 

Chief Gilbert added that with the toilets 
not flushing ‘ta lot went out the windows.

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Food packaging conference 
offers insights for students

Stout and Alton Box Board Company 
jointly sponsored’a packaging conference 
here last week, The:theme of the seminar 
was ‘‘Food Packaging.”’ About 75 people, 
both students and industry people attended. 

A panel discussion featured Bruce 
Holmgen from Package Engineering 
magazine, Edward Monahan of General 
Mills, Howard Richards of Kraft and, Ross 
Easter of Pillsbury.

In a dark corner of the Science Wing, 40 
students are to build an energy 
effecient vehicle. vehicle will be en- 
tered in competition against other 
universities across the United States. 

The Energy Efficient Vehicle Com- 
petition (EEV) is organized by a group 
called SCORE (Student Competitions on 
Relevant Engineering, Inc.) Students in 
many majors work with faculty advisors 
Hed Morical and Saisnes Colles of Cie there, 
and transportation department. 

They are in the designing stage and will 
build and test their prototype vehicle. The 
vehicle must be able to serve as inner-city 
transportation for a single car family of the 
future. It has to be able to transport at least 
two passengers to their destination. Stout’s 
vehicle will carry four people. 


In August 1979, the vehicle will be judged 
on innovation, vehicle efficiency, per- 
formance and marketability.

WVSS celebrates bir 


Although UW-Stout does not offer a major 
or minor in radio production, its campus 
radio station has developed into an im- 
portant communications tool for both the 
university and the surrounding community. 
WVSS, the student-operated station, will 
hold a special birthday celebration 
Saturday as part of. parents’ weekend. 
Tours have been scheduled from 10 a.m. to 
6 p.m. in the station’s studios, located in the 
Communications Center. 

Arthur ‘‘Ace’”’ Matthews, the assistant 
professor of speech who has been a driving 
force behind the station, said the WVSS 
signed on the air during parents’ weekend 
in 1970. It has since grown from a modest, 
low power facility, reaching primarily the 
campus area, to a 1,000 watt stereo station, 
using a donated transmitter from WHWC- 
Radio, the local public station operated by 
the State Educational Communications 
Board. 

“The day we went on the air, we started 
planning for stereo,’ Matthews said. Those 
plans became a reality April 1, 1976. 
Students have been actively involved in the 
installation and maintenance of the 
equipment and studios have been revised 
three times since they were originally 
constructed in what were once locker and 
shower roms. 


Except for Matthews, all staff members 
are volunteers, and include some 
Menomonie High School students, as well 
as those from the campus. The station is 
also served by a radio production class, an 
optional speech course which started with 
30 people per semester and which has now 
grown to about 120. 


_ Matthews does not feel hampered by a 
lack of a radio production major at the 
university. 


“Since we don’t prepare people for 
careers (in radio), we try to give people a 
reality approach,” Matthews said. “This is 
the way real life is, this is how you have to 
work to get a job done.” 

Matthews explained that many of the 
students involved with the station are 
majoring in fields that prepare them for 
management positions. 


“Many students are into management, so 
we concentrate on a team approach to 
management,’’ Matthews said. 

Beginning with 200 hours a week 
programming, the station now broadcasts 
118 hours per week. In addition to music 
and news programs, the station has special

shows that it produces. For example, 
Matthews does a program about the history 
of music entitled ‘“‘Music Before Today.” 
Nearly 200 of these programs are now being 
rebroadcast by other stations and In- 
. tercollegiate Broadcasting System (IBS) is 
looking to the show for syndication. 
Another show, featuring the Bell Tower 
Players, has completed more than 1250 
humorous programs, which have also been 
accepted for IBS circulation. 
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Matthews pointed out that the station 
stresses ‘‘involvement.’’ An advisory 


council meets once a week to make station 


decisions, and several attempts have been 
made to find out what kind of programming 
the station’s audience wants to hear. 
Matthews pointed out that the student body 
is especially important because much of 
the station is financed by students fees. 
“Since the students pay about $1.25 per 
person, we listen to our audience,”’ he said.

The musical score, written by Kurt Weill, 
has an instrumental section made up of a 
piano and eight piece band, and features 
the all time hit number ‘Mack the Knife.”’ 

The story is set in London, before and 
during the coronation of Queen Victoria. A 
somewhat savage and degenerate un- 
derground world is seen through the eyes of 
whores, beggars, thieves, and ‘corrupt 
officials. 

It tells the story of the smooth master 
criminal Macheath, notoriously known as 
Mack the Knife: The merchant J.J. 
Peachum and his drunken wife have 


“opened a shop to sell outfits to beggars. 


Without their knowing it, the Peachum’s 
beautiful young daughter Polly has fallen in 
love and married Macheath. Macheath is in 
love with many girls, and has more than 
one wife. r 

The Peachums, knowing the ways and 
character of Macheath, highly disapprove 
of the marriage; and find the loss of their 
daughter a wasteful and harmful act. They 
devise a plan to get Macheath caught and 
hanged. ‘S

plans and he flees to escape her father, who 
has arranged with the Commissioner of

report him to the police if she sees him. 

Macheath, who has been betrayed by his 
friends, is eventually caught, and about to 
be hanged, when at the last minute is freed 
by. the newly crowned Queen Victoria. 

According to Melvin Smith, director of 
the University Theatre Company, the play 
has a definite meaning and message behind 
it. 

“I prefer plays that have a message 
behind them, that really make one think,” 
Smith said.

The physical stage setting is done in 
multi-levels, where many sets of stairs and 
ladders are connected to different levels of 
wooden platforms, all left in a very rough, 
rustic, un ed state.

One of the highlights for every student 
with less than 60 credits - pre-registration 
begins Thursday. The fieldhouse becomes 
active with people waiting in lines, listening 
to advisement, and arranging cards. 

The procedure has not changed from last 
semester, so do not expect many surprises. 
So far, 1782 upperclassmen and graduate 
students have registered at the Ad- 
ministration building. About 3,000 students 
are left to register 

Another thing that can be expected is that 
certain classes will fill quickly, causing 
students to alter their proposed schedule 
some way. In the past, the classes to close 
the quickest were found in the liberal 
studies area. Math and chemistry close 
early, as well as the Fundamentals of 
Speech classes, which are required by 
every major. The department heads and 
deans of schools are aware of the fact that it 
seems there are just not enough class 
sections #n some areas. They are prepared 
to make adjustments within their depart- 
ments to assist the students in getting the 
classes, but they depend on the students to 
find out what classes are needed 

One way to speed up the pre-registration 
process is to come prepared. Have a list of

courses needed and alternatives that can fit 
into the schedule. This will save time spent 
on advisement 

Jim Nelson, a freshman in vocational 
rehabilitation, found last semester's pre- 
registration pretty discouraging. He could 
not get any of the classes he wanted, except 
for one that he spoke to the teacher later on 
about getting in. But on the other hand, 
sophomore Tim Smith had few problems 
with pre-registration last time. He did feel 
that there should be a more efficient way to 
find out if classes are closed while waiting 
in line for a class card 

Many students have not started making 
out their schedules, and some plan on en- 
tering the fieldhouse and start thinking 
about next semester then 

Sharon Stewart, registrar, discourages 
this because it just takes up more time for 
the student once they are in the fieldhouse. 
By having a list of possible classes and a 
little schedule made out, the student won't 
have to wait in line for 25 minutes just to 
find the class he wants is closed. And 
lacking a list of substitutde courses to 
choose from while he is at the head of the 
line will cause even more frustration.

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Editorial: First things first 


Current enrollment stands at 6,600. According to projections made 
by the Regents, enrollment will continue to rise until 1980 when it will 
peak at 7,000. Then, because we will be seeing the end of the impacts of 
the World War || baby boom, enrollment will decline. 

The administration is concerned about this decline, as indeed they 
should be. They are presently working on ideas which will make the 
already attractive programs at Stout better and more appealing to 
future students. Admittedly, this is important. But what about the 7,000 
students that will be here in 1980? Will we have the facilities and in- 
structors to flake care of them? 

Stout has the reputation of having students ‘‘learn by doing?” Ac- 
cording to Chancellor Swanson, the facilities which allow this type of 
learning will remain. 

But a change may come in the liberal arts area where there may be 
more teachers aides and other methodologies to teach classes which 
may reach over 100. 

Does this mean that there will be more classes taught by videotape? 
If these large classes are taught by lecture, will the classes be ef- 
fective? 

According to Swanson, many teachers are actors, and the response 
they receive from their students play a large part in their teaching 
methods and style. Can an instructor receive adequate response from a 
class of over 100 students? ;

The student senate was in good form 
Tuesday night. Their humor was at high 
levels of sarcasm, and their ac- 
complishments many.

Included were the undergraduates 
satisfactory progress policy; the parking 
problem and the constitution for Sigma Tau 
Gamma’s Little Sister organization. 

Richard Anderson, dean of counseling 
services representing the admission and 
credits committee, spoke to the senate in 
reference to the progress policy. Local 
campuses have been instructed by the 
federal government to develop a policy 
which would encourage students to make 
reasonable progress toward completion of 
credits they’re registered for. The 
government’s reason for this is to minimize 
abuse of the financial aid which is obtained 
by approximately 60 percent of college 
students.

An old adage says that experience is the

students with experiences to develop in- 
dustrial management skills. 


Because of Stout’s ‘hands on’”’ approach 
to education, it was felt that the ideal way 
to learn industrial management ‘was to 
Place the student in a management en- 
vironment. Since there was a lack of places 
students could gain such experience in the 
Menomonie area, Stout created its own 
manufacturing lab. 


The manufacutirng lab is located in room 
112 of the Applied Arts building: It covers 
an area of 10,000 square feet. 

The lab contains general tools and 
equipment adequate to set up a semi- 
automated operation. 


The students enroll in an é¢ight credit 
‘practicum program consisting of four 
courses of two credits each: Quality 
Assurance, Time and Motion Study, 
Production Management, and 
Procurement of Inventory Control. 


“The student comes in immediately as 
floor. manager; he is assigned a direc- 
torship of a product right away,’’ said 
Chuck Yost, assistant professor in the 
business and industrial management 
department and director of the laboratory.

The manager’s first responsibility is to 
design the production process and develop 
a prototype of the product. He then designs 
the step by step process used to 
manufacture the finished product. 

The manager then goes out to vendors 
and procures the inventory materials 
needed for production. 


Prospective employees apply to work in 
the manufacturing lab and are hired by the 
manager. They punch in a time card as any 
manufacturing plant employee would.

Proposal to reorganize university discussed 


an analysis 

Vice chancellor Wes Face has drafted a 
proposed reorganization of the university 
According to the draft, the reorganization 
is needed because of the increased 
workload his office receives 

The goals of the reorganization are as 


follows 

! To develop an organization which will 
more effectively and efficiently administer 
the division of academic affairs 

2 To place greater emphasis on those 
areas of work which are highest priority to 
the division 

3 To utilize the strengths and time of 
each individual involved in the ad- 
ministration of the division in those areas of 
highest priority to the division 

4 To gain greater consistency and 
parallelism in the organization as to the 
organizational principles of separating 
responsibilities for instruction from those 
for curriculum with mechanisms to assure 
articulation 

5 To reduce the number of 
assignments within the division 

6 To increase the numbers of faculty 
involved in the curricular dimension of the 
division 

In the draft, Face suggests two methods 
of solving the problem. One is to add ad- 
ditional staff, such as a coordinator of 
unclassified personnel, a dean of an un- 
dergraduate school, or create an assistant 
vice chancellor for academic affairs

The second would be to redistribute the 
existing workload among existing staff who 
are presently involved in the ad 
ministration of the division 


Face selected the second route for 
monetary reason, and a seeming reluc- 
tance to admit an outsider to the division 


Changes 

The specific changes to be made if the 
plan were implimented are 

1 Redefine the duties of the dean of 
learning resources to include coordination 
of personne! and with the additional title of 

assistant to the vice chancellor for per 
sonnel.”’ 

2 Shift some of the present duties of the 
dean of learning resources to include the 
director of media retrieval and the director 
of institutional technology services and 
retitle those positions as ‘‘assistant deans 
of learning resources.” 

3 Redefine the duties of the graduate 
program directors and to include in the 
present assignments of the assistant vice 
chancellor in the areas of curriculum and 
instruction, to develop and supervise an 
undergraduate council and to maintain 
responsibilities for the supervision of 
research, supervision of the graduate 
council and a graduate office. Retitle the 
position to ‘‘dean of curriculum, research 
and graduate students." 

4. Shift responsibilities for the graduate 
programs to the school deans 


5. Shift some of the present tasks of the 
vice chancellor to the assistant vice 
chancellor 

6 The vice chancellor will spend more 
time on major divisional issues and _ all- 
university concerns 

The faculty senate will discuss the 
proposal at their Thursday meeting 

“The faculty senate has been looking 
over the proposal for a couple of weeks,” 
said Face. ‘‘] am not pressing the issue. We 
hope to make a decision this spring on or 
about June 1." 


t History 


Ten years ago, Chancellor Swanson and 
Face proposed a new administrative 
organization for the university. This 
organization was heralded as a unique 
approach to one of the perennial problems 
in education 

Historically, degree problems have been 
under the very tight control of departments 
of the university and have been subject to 
much criti¢ism through the years, because 
of the narrowness of course offerings, lack 
of interdiciplinary influence, and other 
problems 

The new policy aimed at separating the 
programs from instruction by assigning 
specific responsibilities for program 
design, implimentation, updating, and 
recruiting to 2 program director. 

The program director was to be insulated 
from the control of the department. He was 
also to be responsible for doing task 


analysis of jobs in the field for which the 
program was to be designed. 

Right now, the graduate college is 
treated as an organizational unit within the 
academic affairs division, on the same 


level as the schools of industry and 
technology, liberal studies, home 
economics, education, and learning 


resources. All five deans report directly to 
the vice chancellor 

The effect of the program directors has 
been most pronounced in the graduate 
school. Although others schools vie for 
students from the graduate school, the 
program directors have done a good job of 
trying to produce well-rounded programs 

The effect of the proposal by the vice 
chancellor would be to move the dean of the 
graduate college out of the dean's council 
and into a staff position to the vice chan- 
cellor, where she would coordinate both 
undergraduate and graduate curriculum 
The program directors would go back to the 
schools. The possibility exists that some 
would be replaced. 


Reaction 

Faculty reaction has been lukewarm, 
perhaps leaning to the positive. Most 
faculty concern centers on the undefined 
nature of the assistant to the chancellor for 
personnel's role, and on the undefined 
influence of the dean of curriculum on 
curriculum.

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(ZNS) A UNIVERSITY OF Illinois public 
health expert says that it is in his words 
‘‘Bloody Lunacy'’ for the American 
government to be promoting the use of 
herbicide ‘‘2, 4-D’’ on marijuana crops in 
Mexico. ‘ 

Professor Samuel Epstein, a specialist in 
Environmental Toxicology, warns that 2, 4- 
D is known to be a very powerful agent 
which causes birth defects, among other 
things. 

Doctor Epstein says there is a chance 
that women just sitting in a room where 
contaminated marijuana is being smoked 
could be exposed to dangerous levels of 2, 4- 
D by the ‘‘sidestream smoke”’ given off by 
the ash 

The White House announced earlier this 
week that it is recommending to Mexico 
that 2, 4-D replace the controversial her- 
bicide paraquat as a weed-killing agent to 
be sprayed on mexican pot fields. 

White House drug abuse official Lee 
Dogoloff says that while the administration 
is convinced that 2, 4-D is safer than 
paraquat, the government has not, 
however, conducted any studies to deter- 
mine the health risks a person might en- 
counter by smoking 2, 4-D contaminated 
weed. ‘‘We have no such tests planned,”’ 
Dogoloff stated. 

The National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws says it has 
obtained several government studies in- 
dicating that it takes ten days for 2, 4-D to 
kill a marijuana plant after the chemical is 
applied. Paraquat kills pot plants after 
about three days. 

Norm] says this means that pot farmers 
would now have up to ten days to harvest 
their weed and send it to market after it had 
been heavily doused by 2, 4-D 


(ZNS) MINOR AILMENTS such as colds, 
backaches, insomnia, and fatigue are 
caused not necessarily by an unhealthy 
body or heredity, but instead of stress. 

This is according to a Washington 
psychiatrist, Dr. Roy Menninger. 

Menninger, in an interview with US News 
and World Report, says he has studied the 
effects and causes of stress, and finds that 
70 percent of minor ills can be blamed on 


personal tension. 

Menninger said depression is the most 
common reaction of people who let stress 
dominate their lives. 

The Doctor adds that people need to 
recognize when they are under stress and 
train themselves to cope with it by 
relaxing, meditation, exercising or taking 
deep breaths. 


(ZNS) OVERUSE OF LAUGHING GAS 
as a “recreational drug’ can result in 
serious nerve injuries, according to a 
University of California professor of 
Medicine. 

Doctor Robert Lazyer says the small 
doses of nitrous oxide, also known as 
“laughing gas”, that dentists use to relax 
their patients, don’t seem to do any harm to 
health. 

However, the researcher said in the past 
year he has come across six cases of 
serious injury brought on by inhaling the 
gaSfor as many as six hours a week. 

Five of the six cases, the Doctor noted, 
were dentists.

Dr. Frank Ireland, industrial 
management instructor, and Dick Klatt, 
materials and processes instructor, will 
retire at the end of this year.

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‘UFO‘’s are amazing’ 


says speaker

“There are no uglies or fatties. All ex- 
traterrestial beings seem to have perfect 
features. The eyes especially are noticable. 
They can transmit incredible feeling.” 

The above is a description of an ex- 
traterrestial being as given by Ronald 
Spanbauer, ufologist, to an audience of 
over eighty students last Wednesday night. 
The evening was the cultrual event of the 
men of 1st Chinnock Hall. 

Spanbauer gave a presentation on the 
“amazing world of UFO’s”’. He had roughly 
400 slides which showed pictures, both 
“real” and hoaxes, which citizens have 
taken. 

“These pictures are only the tip of the 
iceburg,’’ said Spanbauer. ‘‘The pictures 
are not easy for the average citizen to get. I 
have gone through much bargaining, 
traveling, and have paid quite a bit of 
money to get these.” 

Spanbauer is not the average citizen 
when it comes to UFO’s. He is the regional 
investigator for the North American 
Research of UFO’s, Inc. His region covers 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Ohio. 

“I analyze film footage and slides that 
people send me,’’ said Spanbauer. 
“Thousands and thousands of pictures of 
UFO’s have been taken and many are quite 
clear in detail.” 

Spanbauer said that the shapes of UFO’s 
have changed during the decades, from the 
bell shape in the 1960’s to the disk shape in 
the 1970’s. 

“Sizes of UFO’s have been reported 
anywhere from 20 feet to five miles long,” 
said Spanbauer. Spanbauer also said that 
UFO’s always seem to know when they are 
having their pictures taken. 

“UFO’s are the biggest hams,” he said. 
“There are never two pictures in a series 


alike. In one they will be rightside up, in 
another upside down, and in yet another 
sideways.” 

Spanbauer said that the government is 
doing studies on UFO’s, but is afraid to tell 
the public of their findings. 

“T don’t feel that the U.S. citizens who 
have survived two World Wars, the Korean 
War, the Vietnam War and the Depression 
are pansy enough not to accept the real 
finding,” said Spanbauer. 

Spanbauer did say, however, that the 
government was going to start letting out 
its finding on T.V. with late night public 
announcements.

The 1977-78 Delegate Assembly of the 
Association of Wisconsin Faculties 
(TAUWF) was held April 28 and 29 at the 
Commons. 

Approximately forty delegates and 
executive committee members from the 
state university and center system acted on 
resolutions from the TAUWF executive 
committee and individual members ac- 
cording to Ricchard Miller, professor of 
mathematics and a Stout delegate. 

The right to bargain collectively and the 
rights, privileges, and protection of 
academic staff were the major issues acted 
upon at the assembly, according to Miller. 

“TAUWF voted to carry forth enabling 
legislation for collective bargaining,”’ 
Miller said. 

‘‘We want the right to bargain collec- 
tively - it’s given to everyone else in the 
state, except for a few people.” 

Stout employs a large number of 
academic staff. The general welfare of 
academic staff is of concern to TAUWF, 
according to Miller.

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Short term student loan. 
fund takes yearly losses

Badly in need of money? Then the short 
term student loan is for you, or is it?” 

“The fund began when Stout became a 
state college. It is made up of donations and 
past fund raisers. The original intent of the 
fund was to provide loans to students ‘for 
strictly emergencies or educational pur- 


However, since then, the categories have 
broadened some,” said Mark Fehling an 
intern in high school relations. 

“The money is rotating and nonrefun- 
dable,’”’ said Ronald Boyer, assistant 
director of financial aids, 


“Donations to replenish the fund do not 
come in very often,” and Fehling. 

When the fund was first started it was 
managed among varying sections of the 


administration. It is now cooperatively . 


administered between the financial aids 
office and the business office. 
4 » 


The procedure for the loans is: First you 
must be interviewed by a financial aid 
officer. If you. show.need and a way of 
repaying the loan it is referred to the 
business office. Here, your Stout credit is 
_checked and if everything is alright, the 
loan is processed and a check is written up. 

‘“‘A student may borrow up-to $100 for as 
long as they wish, but it must be repayed by 
the end of the term,” said. Fehling. 

He went on to say. that a student may 
borrow only once a semester. If the student 
is late in payment he must wait a term 
before he may borrow again. Loans paid by 
due date accrue no interest, but those not 
paid on time accrue-12 percent yearly in- 
terest.

delinquent accounts to the fund since prior 
to 1972-77.” 

“‘When you do not pay back the loan, you 
are not hurting the University, but future 
students, since tax dollars do not support 
the fund,”” said Boyer. 


“The fund has helped many students in 
the past and can only continue to do so 
while it lasts,’’ said Boyer. 

Last year about 400 loans were given out 
and many students were turned down,” 
said Boyer. We are looking for a student 
with a real need and a way to pay back the 
loan.”’ Screening the applicants for loans is 
becoming tighter because of the amount of 
delinquent accounts. 


“If you are unable to pay the loan back on 
time, the Business office will bend over 
backwards to accommodate you,’ said 
Fehling. , 

Some forseeable changes in the loan 
policy could be to charge every student $5 
who applies for the loan; or charge the 
minimum interest fee of $7.50 to the 
overdue accounts.

a systemwide basis, the net effect is a 
9.2 percent average increase. Nationally, 
according to a recent College Scholarship 
Service survey, students entering college in 
1978-79 will pay an average of 6 percent 
more than in 1977-78. 

“The significant fee and tuition increases 
for 1978-79 illustrate the reasons’ why 
holding down costs to students was the 
major goal in the President’s and Regents’ 
annual review submision to the Governor 
and Legislature,” said the policy paper 
accompanying the proposed new fee and 
tuition schedule. 
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“The UW System proposed expanded 
student employment and state sharing on a 
50-50 basis with the students in the fee and 
tuition increases. At the time, it. was 
estimated that the average rate increase 
would range from 9.2 percent to 9.6 percent 
unless the State relieved the students of 
part of the burden by providing sup- 
plemental GPR (tax) funding. Additional 
State support was not provided for the 
students.”’ 

The proposed schedule for 1978-79 also 
would increase fees fot Wisconsin graduate 
students and fees and tuition for all non- 
resident students. 

Wisconsin graduate students at Madison 
would pay $1,146, up $108; at Milwaukee 
$1,171, up $119; at 11 universities $2,601 to 
$2,636, up $171 to $178; at 14 centers $2,484, 
to $2,528, up $212 to $214. 

Non-resident graduate students at 
Madison would pay $3,586, up $314; at 
Milwaukee $3,611, up $325; at 11 univer- 
sities $2,629 to $2,659, up $80 to $88. 

Medical school. fees for Wisconsin 
residents are set at $2,462, up $159, and fees 
and tuition for non-resident students at 
$4,118, up $225, for the academic year.

problems reviewed 


The Stout Consumer Action Team’s 
(SCAT) surveys of early April indicated 
that only 25 percent of the Stout students 
surveyed have any type of consumer 
course. Yet,’ 78 percent of those Stout 
students have had consumer problems, 80 
percent of the Stout students surveyed said 
they would seek SCAT’s help when facing a 
consumer problem and 60 percent stated 
they believed SCAT would be helpful in 
working out ‘consumer problems. 

Last Tuesday, the SCAT. constitution was 
passed through SSA with overwhelming 
support. It has received full backing from 
the geapreg 9 State Attorney General's 
office in the form of training for SCAT 
members and _ various consumer 


publications. SCAT will be sharing an office _ 


with the Tower staff in Ray Hall next year. 

SCAT’s major objectives for the coming 
year will be to: _ 

1. provide an: information and referral 
service for the Stout community (consumer 
groups formed at other state universities 
have indicated an estimated $20,000 savings

_ Lienenkugel, president of Leinie’s 
brewery. He’s got both love and 
pride in his work, and it shows. Fhis 
State used to have more than 50 
breweries at one time. Now there 
are only four; Huber, Point, 
Walters and Leinenkugel’s. There 
are beer factories in Milwaukee and 
La Crosse, but they don’t count and 
you’ll see why. 

Leinenkugel’s puts out about 
80,000 barrels a year. But Bud- 
weiser, Miller and Pabst put out 36 
million, 24 million and 21 million 
barrels a year. Leinenkugel’s beer 
is a closely watched product. The 
larger beer factories have swit- 
chboard operators, computerized 
equipment and high speed 
machinery. They use a centrifuge 
to force the yeast to settle to the 
bottom so it can be put to market 
sooner. Leinenkugel’s lets the yeast 
settle to the bottom n&turally. Joe 
Leinenkugel doesn’t dabble with 
eccentric, frill or full scale ad-

cessible to Leinies is .a ‘privilege. 
It’s not everywhere you can go into 
a saloon and find a fresh spout of 
Leinenkugel’s coming out :of the 
muzzle. Old timers realize this fact 
and enjoy their brew in an air of 
content.

vertisement, rather word of mouth 
tells what Leinies is all about. It’s a 
brewery with quality rather than a 
beer factory with quantity. 
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The ingredients of this brew 
make it an item to cherish. Hops for 
Leinenkugel’s beer comes from the 
Yakima Valley in Washington that 
spreads itself into parts of Idaho. 
Japanese currents bring warm air 
in from the ocean and give the area 
a good growing season. The barley 
comes from the fertile Red River 
Valley that covers the Dakotas and 
parts of Minnesota. But the final 
product of beer is 92 percent water 


and Leinies water comes from the , 


big Eddy Springs which is regarded 


as one of the cleanest sources in the - 


world. 


Going through Milwaukee or St. 
Louis you breathe smog and drink 
chemically treated water. This is 
where big name beers peddle their 
beer out of. Larger beers must add 
foam stabilizers, anti-oxidants (to 
prolong shelf life) and other 
chemical agents to make a faster 
beer. Leinenkugel’s takes its time 
and allows for a natural fer- 
mentation. Their aim is quality, not 
quanitity. 


A couple of years ago there was a 
shortage of barley and the prices 
shot sky high. For economic 
reasons many breweries were 
forced to change their beer by 


altering its ingredients; however, 
not Leinenkugel’s. Bill Leinenkugel 
stuck to the original recipe and met 
the high cost of the barley. It’s 
ebvious how I stand towards 
Leinenkugel’s but the more I learn 


‘ the more I like it. To me, it’s a 


sparkling nectar that should be 
served only from a glass slipper. 

The thought of a pure brewed 
beer is good but it’s the thirst that 
Leinenkugel’s can quench in the 
heart of the true beer drinker that 
gives Leinies its ultimate distinc- 


tion. Yes, it must be a gift from a 


beautiful Greek Goddess out of 
mythology, to have a beer come to 
us in such an enchanting form. Its 
magic could rival that only of the 
fountain of youth. 

The Brewmaster 
assistant Dave Buhrow and John 
Buhrow have had job offers other 
places to be Brewmasters.

color. Other breweries use coloring 
agents to color their Bock beer. The 
gravity of a Bock beer usually 
measures out to about 11.80. But 
Leinies topples the charts with a 
13.20. 


In short there are not short cuts 


‘ made on quality. This would 


sacrifice their premium brew and 
Bill Leinenkugel and _ the 
brewmasters know it. I'm doing 
this article for my own enjoyable 
taste in Leinenkugel’s, and for its 
very nature it deserves the 
recognition. I leave you on this 
verse and bid you a pleasant snifter 
of Leinenkugel’s, next time you get 
the chance.
